First Sunday in Advent. 
2 St. Pbtbb m. 8 — 13. 

BELOVED, be not ipiorant of this one 
thing, that one day is with the Lord as a 
thousand years, and a thousand years as one 
day. The Lord is not slack concerning His 
promise, as some men count slackness ; but is 
longsuffering to us-ward, not willing that 
any should perish, but that all should come 
to repentance.

Monday — First Week in Advent, 
Zefhakiah I. 14 — 18; n. I — 3. 

THE great Day of the Lobd is near^ it is 
near, and hasteth greatly, even the voice 
of the Day of the Lord : the mighty man shall 
cry there bitterly. That Dajr is a day of 
wrath, a day of trouble and distress, a day of 
wasteness and desolation, a day of darkness 
and gloominess, a day of clouds and thick 
darkness, a day of the trumpet and alarm 
against the fenced cities, and against the high 
towers. And I will bring distress upon men, 
that they shall walk like blind men, because 
they have sinned against the Lord ; and their 
blood shall be poured out as dust, and their 
flesh as the dung. Neither their silver nor 
their gold shall be able to deliver them in the 
day of the Lord's wrath ; but the whole land 
shall be devoured by the fire of His iealousy ;

seek righteousness, seek meekness ; it may he 
ye shall he hid in the Day of the Lord's anger. 



Tuesday — Mrst Week m Advent, 
Eevelation XX. II — 15. 

AND I saw a great white throne, and 
Him that sat on it, from whose face the 
earth and the heaven fled away; and there 
was found no place for them. And I saw the 
dead, small and great, stand hefore God ; and 
the books were opened: and another book 
was opened, which is the book of life : and 
the dead were judged out of those things 
which were written in the books, according 
to their works. And the sea gave up the 
dead which were in it, and death and hell de- 
livered up the dead which were in them : and 
they were judged every man according to 
their works. And death and hell were cast 
into the lake of fire.

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Thursday — First Week in Advent. 
St. Matthew xxv. i — 13. 

THEN BHall the kingdom of heaven be 
likened unto ten virgins, which took their 
lamps, and went forth to meet the bride- 
groom. And five of them were wise, and five 
were foolish. They that were foolish took 
their lamps, and tooK no oil with them : but 
the wise took oil in their vessels with their 
lamps.

Then all those 
virgins arose, and trimmed their lamps. And 
the foolish said unto the wise.

But 
the wise answered, saying. Not so ; lest 
there be not enough for us and you, but go 
ye rather to them that sell, and buy for your- 
selves. And while they went to buy, the 
bridegroom came, and they that were ready 
went in with him to the marriage, and the 
door was shut. Afterward came also the 
other virgins, saying, Lord, Lord, open to us. 
But he answered and said. Verily I say 
unto you, I know you not. Watch therefore, 
for ye know neither the day nor the hour 
wherein the Son of Man cometh. 
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Fnday-^First Week in Advent, 
2 Cob. v. I — lo. 

WE know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved^ we have a 
building of God, an house not made with 
hands, eternal in the heavens. For in this 
we groan, earnestly desiring to be clothed 
upon with our house, which is from heaven : 
if so be that being clothed we shall not be 
found naked. For we that are in this taber- 
nacle do groan, being burdened : not for that 
we would be unclothed, but clothed upon, that 
mortality might be swallowed up of lire. Now 
He that hath wrought us for the self same 
thing is God, who also hath given unto us 
the earnest of the Spirit. Therefore we are 
always confident, knowing that whilst we are 
at home in the body, we are absent from the 
Lord. (For we walk by faith, not by sight.) 
We are confident, I say, and willing rather 
to be absent from the body, and to be present 
with the Lord. Wherefore we labour, that, 
whether present or absent, we may be a<c- 
cepted of Him. For we must all appear be- 
fore the judgment seat of Christ; tnat every 
one may receive the things done in his body, 
according to that he hath done, whether it 
be good or bad. 
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Scfturday — First Week in Advent, 
Psalm cxlv. i — 13. 

I WILL extol Thee, my God, O Kin^j and 
I will bless Thy name for ever and ever. 
Every day will I bless Thee j and I will praise 
Thy name for ever and ever. Great is the 
Lord, and greatly to be praised ; and His great- 
ness is unsearchable. One generation shall 
? raise Thy works to another, and shall declare 
'by mighty acts. I will speak of the glorious 
honour of Thy majesty, and of Thy wondrous 
works. And men shall speak of the might 
of Thy terrible acts, and 1 will declare Thy 
greatness. They shall abundantly utter the 
memory of Thy great goodness, and shall sing 
of Thy righteousness. The Lord is gracious, 
and full of compassion ; slow to anger, and of 
great mercy. The Lord is good to all ,• and 
His tender mercies are over all His works.

Thy kingdom is an everlasting 
kingdom, and Thy dominion endureth through- 
out all generations. 
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Second Sunday in Advent, 
Ebtelation XIX. II — 1 6. 

AND I saw heaven opened, and behold a 
white horse ; and He that sat upon him 
was called Faithful and True, and in righteous- 
ness He doth judge and make war. His eyes 
were as a flame of £re, and on His head 
were many crowns ; and He had a name 
written, that no man knew but He Himself, 
And He was clothed with a vesture dipped 
in blood ; and His name is called The Word 
of God. And the armies which were in 
heaven followed Him upon white horses, 
clothed in fine linen, white and clean. And 
out of His mouth goeth a sharp sword, that 
with it He should smite the nations : and He 
shall rule them with a rod of iron : and He 
treadeth the winepress of the fierceness and 
wrath of Almighty God.

HOWL ye ; for the Day of the Loed is at 
hand ; it shall come aj9 a destruction from 
the Almighty. Therefore shall all hands be 
faint, and every man's heart shall melt : and

they shall be afraid : pangs and sorrows shall 
take hold of them ; they shall be in pain as a 
woman that travaileth ; they shall be amazed 
one at another ; their faces shall be as flames. 
Behold, the Day of the Lord cometh, cruel 
both with wrath and fierce anger, to lay the 
land desolate : and He shall destroy the sinners 
thereof out of it. For the stars of heaven 
and the constellations thereof shall not give 
their light, the sun shall be darkened in his 
going forth, and the moon shall not cause her 
light to shine.

For the 
work of a man shall He render unto him, and 
cause every man to find according to his ways. 
Yea, surely God will not do wickedly, neither 
will the Almighty pervert judgment. Who 
hath given Him a charge over the earth ? or 
who had disposed the whole world ? K He 
set His heart upon man, if He gather unto 
Himself His spirit and His breath; all flesh 
shall perish together, and man shall turn 
again unto dust. If now thou hast under- 
standing, hear this : hearken to the voice of 
my words. Shall even he that hateth right 
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goTem P and wilt thoa condemn Him that is 
most jufitP Is it fit to say to a king^ Thou 
art wicked ? and to princes, Ye are ungodly ?

Let the heathen be 
wakened, and come up to the valley of Jeho- 
shaphat : for there will I sit to judge all the 
heathen round about. Put ye in the sickle, for 
the harvest is ripe : come, get you down ; for 
the press is full, the fats overflow ; for their 
wickedness is great. Multitudes, multitudeis in 
the valley of decision : for the Day of the Lokd 
is near in the valley of decision.

For as in 
the days that were before the flood they were 
eating and drinking, marrying and giving in 
marriage, until the day that Noe entered mto 
the ark, and knew not until the flood came 
and took them all away; so shall also the 
coming of the Son of Man be. Then shall 
two be in the fleld ; the one shall be taken, and 
the other left. Two women shaU be grinding 
at the mill ; the one shall be taken, and the 
other left. Watch, therefore; for ye know 
not what hour your Lord doth come. But 
know this, that if the good man of the house 
had known in what watch the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and would pot 
have suffered his house to be broken up. 
Therefore be ye also ready: for in such an 
hour as ye think not the Son of Man cometh. 



Monday — Third Week in Advent, 
St. Matthew xxv. 31 — 46. 

TT7 HEN the Son of Man shall come in His 
f f glory, and all the holy angels with 
Him, then shall He sit upon the throne of 
His glory : and before Him shall be gathered 
all nations : and He shall separate them one 
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from another^ as a shepherd divideth his sheep 
from the goats ; and He shall set the sheep 
on His right hand^ but the goats on the left. 
Then shall the King say unto them on His 
right hand, Come, ye blessed of My Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from 
the foundation of the world : for i was an 
hungered, and ye gave Me meat : I was thirsty, 
and ye gave Me drink : I was a stranger, and 
ye took Me in : naked, and ye clothed Me : I 
was sick, and ye visited Me : I was in prison, 
and ye came unto Me. Then shall the righteous 
answer Him, saying. Lord, when saw we Thee 
an hungered, and fed Thee ? or thirsty, and gave 
Thee drink ? when saw we Thee a stranger, and 
took Thee in ? or naked, and clothed Thee : 
or when saw we Thee sick, or in prison, and 
came unto Thee ? And the King shall answer 
and say unto them. Verily, I say unto you, In- 
asmuch as ye have done it unto one of the 
least of these My brethi*en, ye have done it 
unto Me. Then shall He say also unto them 
on the left hand, Depart from Me, ye cursed, 
into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and 
his angels: for I was an hungered, and ye 
gave Me no meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave 
Me no drink : I was a stranger, and ye took 
Me not in : naked, and ye clothed He not : 
sick and in prison, and ye visited Me not. 
Then shall they also answer Him, saying, 
Lord, when saw we Thee an hungered, or 
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athirst^ or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or in 
prison, and did not minister unto Thee ? Then 
shall He answer them, saying. Verily I say 
imto you, Inasmuch as ^e did it not to one of 
the least of these, ye did it not to Me. And 
these shall go away into everlasting punish- 
ment : but the righteous into life eternal. 



Tuesday — Third Week in Advent, 
St. John v. 22 — 29. 

THE Father judgeth no man, but hath com- 
mitted all judgment unto the Son : that 
all men should honour the Son, even as they 
honour the Father. — ^He that honoureth not 
the Son, honoureth not the Father which 
hath sent Him. Verily, verily, I say imto you, 
He that heareth My word, and believeth on 
Him that sent Me, hath everlasting life, and 
shall not come into condemnation ; but is 
passed from death unto life. Verily, verily, I 
say imto you. The hour is coming, and now is, 
when the dead shall hear the voice of the Son 
of God, and they that hear shall live. For as 
the Father hath life in Himself, so hath He 
given to the Son to have life in Himself ; and 
hath given Him authority to execute judgment 
also. Because He is the Son of Man. Marvel 
not at this : for the hour is coming, in the which 
all that are in the graves shall hear His voice, 
and shall come forth; they that have done 
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good^ unto the resurrection of lifej and they 
that have done evil, unto the resurrection of 
damnation.

BOMAKS IL I — II. 

THEREFORE thou art inexcusable, man, 
whosoever thou art that judgest: for 
wherein thou judgest another, thou condem- 
nest thyself; for thou that judgest doest the 
same thinga But we are sure that the judg- 
ment of God is according to truth against 
them which commit such things. And tnink- 
est thou.this, mao, that judgest them which 
do such things, and doest the same, that thou 
shalt escape the judgment of God ? Or de- 
spisest thou the riches of His goodness, and 
forbearance, and lougsuflerinff ; not knowing 
that the goodness of God leadeth thee to re- 
pentance r But after thy hardness and impe- 
nitent heart treasurest up unto thyself wrath 
against the day of wrai^ and revelation 
of the righteous judgment of God ; who will 
render to everv man according to his deeds. 
To them who by patient continuance in well- 
doing seek for glorv and honour and im-

SELL that ye have, and give alms j provide 
yourselves bags which wax not old, a 
treasure in the heavens that faileth not, where 
no thief approacheth, neither moth corrupteth. 
For where your treasure is, there will your 
heart be also. Let your loins be girded 
about, and your lights buminff j and ye your- 
selves like unto men that wait for their lord, 
when he will return from the wedding ; that, 
when he cometh and knocketh, they may 
open unto him immediately. Blessed are 
those servants whom the lord, when he 
cometh, shall find watching: verily I say unto 
you, that he shall gird himself, and make 
them to sit down to meat, and will come forth 
and serve tliem. And if he shall come in 
the second watch, or come in the third watch, 
and find them so, blessed are those servants. 
And this know, that if the good man of the 
house had known what hour the thief would 
come, he would have watched, and would not 
have suffered his house to be broken through.

lourih Sunday in Advent 
Nahum I. 2 — 8. 

GOD is jealous, and the Lokd revengeth, 
and is furious ; the Lord will take ven- 
geance on His adversaries, and He reserveth 
wrath for His enemies. The Lord is slow 
to anger, and great in power, and will not at 
all acquit the wicked : the Lord hath His way 
in the whirlwind and in the storm, and the 
clouds are the dust of His feet. He rehuketh 
the sea, and maketh it dry, and drieth up all 
the rivers: Bashan languisheth, and Carmel 
and the flower of Lebanon languisheth. The 
mountains quake at Him, and the hills melt, 
and the earth is burned at His presence ; yea, 
the world and all they that dwell therein. 
Who can stand before His indignation ? and 
who can abide in the fierceness of His anger ?

But 
with an overrunning flood He will make an 
utter end of the place thereof, and darkness 
shall pursue His enemies. 
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Monday — Fourth Week in Advent, 
Malachi m. 1—6. 

BEHOLD I will send My messenger, and 
he shall prepare the way before Me : and 
the Lord whom ye seek shall suddenly come 
to His temple; even the messenger of the 
covenant wnom ye delight in : behold, He 
shall come, saith the Loed of hosts. But 
who may abide the day of His coming ? and 
who shall stand when He appeareth ? for He 
is like a refiner's fire and like niller's soap : and 
He shall sit as a refiner and purifier of silver : 
and He shall purify the sons of Levi, and 
purge them as gold and silver, that they may 
offer unto the Lobd an offering in righteous- 
ness. Then shaU the offering of Judah and 
Jerusalem be pleasant unto the Loio), as in the 
days of old, and as in former years. And I 
will come near to you to judgment; and I 
will be a swift witness against the sorcerers, 
and against the adulterers, and against false 
swearers, and against those that oppress the 
hireling in his wages, the widow, and the 
fatherless, and that turn aside the stranger 
from his right, and fear not Me, saith the Lobd 
of hosts. For I am the Lord, I change not ; 
therefore ye sons of Jacob are not consumed. 
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Tuesday — Fourth Week in Advent, 

GaLATIANS IV. I — 7. 

NOW I say, that the heir, as long as he is 
a child, differeth nothing from a servant, 
though he be lord of all ; but is under tutors 
and governors until the time appointed of 
the father. Even so we, when we were chil- 
dren, were in bondage under the elements of 
the world ; but when the fulness of the time 
was come, God sent forth His Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, to redeem them 
who were under the law, that we might re- 
ceive the adoption of sons. And because ye 
are sons, God hath sent forth the Spirit of 
His Son into your hearts, crying, Abba, 
Father. Wherefore thou art no more a ser- 
vant, but a son 5 and if a son, then an heir of 
God through Christ. 



Wednesday — Fourth Week in Advent, 
Isaiah xxxv. i — 10. 

THE wilderness and the solitary place shall 
be glad for them, and the desert shall re- 
joice and blossom as the rose. It shall blossom 
abimdantly and rejoice, even with joy and 
singing : the glorv of Lebanon shall be given 
imto it, the excellency of Carmel and Sharon, 
they shall see the glory of the Lobb, and the 
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excellency of our God. Strengthen ye the 
weak hands^ and confirm the feeble knees. 
Say to them that are of a fearful heart, Be 
strong, fear not ; behold your God will come 
with venffeance, even God with a recom- 
pence; He will come and save you. Then 
the eyes of the blind shall be opened, and the 
ears of the deaf shall be unstopped. Then 
shall the lame man leap as an hart, and the 
tongue of the dumb sing : for in the wilder- 
ness shall waters break out, and streams in 
the desert. And the parched ground shall 
become a pool, and the thirsty land springs 
of water : m the habitation of dragons where 
each lay, shall be grass with reeds and rushes. 
And an highway shall be there, and a way ; 
and it shall be called The waj of holiness ; 
the unclean shall not pass over it : but it shall 
be for those : the wayfaring men, though fools, 
shall not err therein. No lion shall be there, 
nor any ravenous beast shall go up thereon ; 
it shall not be found there ; but the redeemed 
shall walk there : and the ransomed of the 
LoBD shall return, and come to Zion with 
songs of everlasting joy upon their heads: 
they shall obtain joy and gladness, and sorrow 
and sighing shall flee away.

ALL things that are reproved are made 
manifest by the light: for whatsoever 
doth make manifest is light. Wherefore He 
saith^ Awake thou that sleepest, and arise 
from the dead, and Christ shall give thee 
light. See then that ye walk circumspectly, 
not as fools, but as wise. Redeeming the 
time, because the days are evil. Wherefore 
be ye not unwise; but understanding what 
the will of the Lord is. And be not drunk 
with wine, wherein is excess; but be filled 
with the Spirit; speaking to yourselves in 
psalms and nymns and spiritual songs, sing- 
mg and making melody in your heart to the 
Lord; giving thanks always for all things 
unto God and the Father, in the name of our 
Lord Jeaus Christ ; submitting yourselves 
one to another in the fear of God.

Tell us, when shall these things be ? and what 
shall be the sign when all these things shall 
be fulfilled P And Jesus answering them, 
began to say, Take heed lest any man deceive 
you : for many shall come in my name, say- 
ing, I am Christ; and shall deceive many.

But when they 
shall lead you, and deliver you up, take no 
thought beforehand what ye shall speak, 
neither do ye premeditate; but ^whatsoever 
shall be given you in that hour' that speak 
ye : for it is not ye that speak, but the Holy 
Ghost. Now the brother shall betray the 
brother to death, aud the father the son ; and 
children shall rise up against their parents, 
and shall cause them to be put to death. And 
ye shall be hated of all men for My name's 
sake : but he that shall endure unto the end; 
the same shall be saved.

Eevblation XXII. 6 — I z. 

AND he said unto me, These sayings are 
faithful and true : and the Lord God of 
the holy prophets sent His angel to show 
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unto His servants the things which must 
shortly be done.

Galatiansv. 16 — 26. 

riUllS I say then, Walk in the Spirit, and 
X ye shall not fulfil the lusts of the flesh. 
For the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and 
the Spirit against the flesh: and these are 
contrary the one to the other: so that ye 
cannot do the things that ye would. But if 
ye be led by the Spirit, ye are not under the 
law. Now, the works of the flesh are mani- 
fest, which are these ; Adultery, fornication, un- 
cleanness, lasciviousness, idolatry, witchcraft, 
hatred, variance, emulations, wrath, strife, sedi- 
tions, heresies, envyings, murders, drunken- 
ness, revellings, ana such like : of the which 
I tell you before, as I have also told you in 
time past, that they which do such things 
shall not inherit the kingdom of God. But 
the fruit of the Spirit is love, joy, peace, 
longsuflering, gentleness, goodness, faith, 
meekness, temperance: against such there is 
no law. And they that are Christ's have 
crucified the flesh with the aflections and 
lusts. If we live in the Spirit, let us also 
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walk in the Spirit. Let us not be desirous of 
vain glory, provoking one another, envying 
one another. 



January 3. 

EOMANS VI. 7 — 18. 

HE that is dead is freed from sin. Now if 
we be dead with Christ, we believe that 
we shall also live with Him: knowing that 
Christ, bein^ raised from the dead, dieth no 
more; death hath no more dominion over 
Him. For in that He died. He died unto 
sin once; but in that He liveth. He liveth 
unto God. Likewise reckon ye also your- 
selves to be dead indeed unto sin, but alive 
unto God, through Jesus Christ our Lord. 
Let not sin therefore reign in jour mortal 
body, that ye should obey it m the lusts 
thereof. Neither yield ye your members as 
instruments of unnghteousness unto sin : but 
yield yourselves unto God, as those that are 
alive from the dead, and your members as 
instruments of righteousness unto God. For 
sin shall not have dominion over you: for 
ye are not under the law, but under grace, 
what then ? shall we sin, because we are not 
under the law, but under grace ? God forbid. 
Know ye not, that to whom ye yield your- 
selves servants to obey, his servants ye are to 
whom ye obey ; whether of sin unto death, or 
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of obedience unto righteousness? But God 
be thanked that ye were the servants of sin, 
but ye have obeyed from the heart that form, 
of doctrine which was delivered you. Being 
then made free from sin, ye became the ser- 
vants of righteousness. 



January 4, 
KoMANs vm. I — 10. 

rEEE is therefore now no condemnation 
to them which are in Christ Jesus, who 
walk not after the flesh, but after the Spirit. 
For the law of the Spirit of life in Cnrist 
Jesus hath made me free from the law of sin 
and death. For what the law could not do, 
in that it was weak through the flesh, God 
sending His own Son in the likeness of sin- 
ful flesh, and for sin, condemned sin in the 
flesh : that the righteousness of the law might 
be fulfilled in us, who walk not after the flesh, 
but after the Spirit. For they that are after 
the flesh do mind the thin^ of the flesh \ but 
they that are after the Spint the things of the 
Spirit. For to be carnally-minded is death; 
but to be spiritually-minded is life and peace. 
Because the carnal mind is enmity against 
God : for it is not subject to the law of God, 
neither indeed can be. So then they that are 
in the flesh cannot please God. But ye are 
in the flesh, but in the Spirit, if so be 
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that the Spirit of God dwell in you. Now if 
any man have not the Spirit of Christy he is 
none of His. And if Christ he in you^ the 
body is dead because of sin ; but the Spirit is 
life Decause of righteousness. 



January 5. 
Galatians ti. 7 — 1 6, 

BE not deceived; God is not mocked: for 
whatsoever a man soweth, that shall he 
also reap. For he that soweth to his flesh, 
shall of the flesh reap corruption ; but he that 
soweth to the Spirit shall of the Spirit reap 
life everlasting. And let us not be weary in 
well-doing : for in due season we shall i*eap, if 
we faint not. As we have therefore oppor- 
tunity, let us do good unto all men, especially 
unto them who are of the household of faith. 
Ye see how large a letter I have written unto 
you with mine own hand. As many as desire 
to make a fair show in the flesh, they con- 
strain you to be circumcised ; only lest they 
should suffer persecution for the cross of 
Christ. For neither they themselves who are 
circumcised keep the law, but desire to have 
you circumcised, that they may glory in your 
flesh. But God forbid that 1 Siould glory, 
save in the cross of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
by whom the world is crucified unto me, and 
I unto the world. For in Christ Jesus neither 
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circumcision availeth anything nor uncircum- 
cision, but a new creature. And as many as 
walk according to this rule, peace be on them, 
and mercy, and upon the Israel of God.

Acts xvn. 22 — 31. 

rEN Paul stood in the midst of Mars' hill 
and said. Ye men of Athens, I perceive 
^at in aU things ye are too superstitious. 
For as I passed by, and beheld your devo-

TO THE UNKNOWN GOD. Whom 
therefore ye imorantly worship, Him declare 
I unto you God that made the world and 
all thmgs therein, seeing that He is Lord of 
heaven and earth, dwelleth not in temples 
made with hands ; neither is worshipped with 
mens hands, as though He needed anvthinir 
seeing He giveth to all life, and breath, and 
all thmgs J and hath made of one blood all 
nations of men for to dwell on all the face of 
the earth, and hath determined the times be- 
fore appointed and the bounds of their habi- 
tationj that thev should seek the Lord if 
haply they migtt feel after Him, and find 
Him, though ife be not far from e^e^ one of 
us. For m Him we Hve, and move, Klve 
our being; as certain also of your oWpoTts 
have said, For we are also His ofepring ^or 
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asmuch then as we are the offspring of God^ 
we ought not to think that the Godhead is 
like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven by 
art and man's device. And the times of this 
ignorance God winked atj but now com- 
mandeth all men everywhere to repent. Be- 
cause He hath appointed a day, in the which 
He will judge the world in righteousness by 
that Man whom He hath ordained ; whereof 
He hath given assurance imto all men, in 
that He hath raised Him &om the dead. 



Janttary 7. 
Isaiah xlix. 5 — 10. 

AND now, saith the Lord that formed Me 
from the womb to be His servant, to 
bring Jacob again to Him, Though Israel 
be not gathered, yet shall I be glorious in the 
eyes of the Lord, and My God shall be My 
strength. And He said. It is a light thing 
that Thou shouldest be My servant, to raise 
up the tribes of Jacob, and to restore the 
preserved of Israel. I will also give Thee for 
a Light to the Gentiles, that thou mayest be 
Mj salvation unto the end of the earth. Thus 
saith the Lord, the Redeemer of Israel, and 
His Holy One, to Him whom man despiseth, 
to Him whom the nation abhorreth, to a Ser- 
vant of rulers, Kings shall see and arise, 
princes also shall worship, because of the 
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LoBD that is faithful, and the Holy One of 
Israel, and He shall choose Thee.

Acts x. 34—43. 

THEN Peter opened his mouth and said, 
Of a truth I perceive that God is no re- 
specter of persons : but in every nation he 
tnat feareth Him, and worketh righteousness, 
is accepted with Him. The word which God 
sent unto the children of Israel, preach* 
ing peace by Jesus Christ: (He is Lord of 
all :) that word, I say, ye know, which was 
published throughout all Judea, and began 
from Galilee, after the baptism which John 
preached : how God anointed Jesus of Na- 
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zareth with the Holy Ghost and with power : 
who went ahout doing good; and healing all 
that were oppressed of the devil j for God 
was with Him. And we are witnesses of all 
things which He did both in the land of the 
Jews and in Jerusalem : Whom they slew and 
hanged on a tree : Him God raised up the 
third day, and shewed Him openly; not to 
all the people, but unto witnesses chosen be- 
fore of God, even to us, who did eat and 
drink with Him after He rose from the dead. 
And He commanded us to preach unto the 
people, and to testify that it is He which was 
ordained of God to oe the Judge of quick and 
dead. To Him give all the prophets witness 
that through His name^ whosoever believeth 
in Him shtdl receive remission of sins. 



January 9. 
Acts xi. i — 18. 

AND the Apostles and brethren that were 
in Judea neard that the Gentiles had also 
received the word of God. And when Peter 
was come up to Jerusalem, they that were of 
the circumcision contended with him, saying, 
Thou wentest in to men uncircumcised and 
didst eat with them. But Peter rehearsed the 
matter from the beginninjf, and expounded it 
hj order unto them, saying, I was in the 
city of Joppa, praying: ana in a trance I 
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saw a Tision^ A certain vessel descend, as it 
had been a great sheet, let down from heaven 
by four comers ; and it came even to me : 
upon the which, when I had fastened mine 
eyes, I considered, and saw four-footed beasts 
of the earth, and wild beasts, and creep- 
ing things, and fowls of the air. And I 
heard a voice saying unto me, Arise, Peter : 
slay and eat. But I said. Not so. Lord : for 
nothing common or unclean hath at any time 
entered into my mouth. But the voice an- 
swered me again from heaven. What God 
hath cleansed, that call thou not common. 
And this was done three times : and all were 
drawn up again into heaven. And, behold, 
immediately there were three men already 
come unto the house where I was, sent from 
CsBsarea imto me. And the Spirit bade me 
go with them, nothing doubting. Moreover, 
these six brethren accompanied me ; and we 
entered into the man's house ; and he shewed 
us how he had seen an angel in his house, 
which stood and said unto him, Send men to 
Joppa, and call for Simon, whose surname is 
Peter; who shall tell thee words whereby 
thou and aU thy house shall be saved. And as 
I began to speak, the Holy Ghost fell on them, 
as on us at the beginning. Then remembered 
I the word of the Lord, how that He said, 
John indeed baptized with water; but ye 
shall be baptized with the Holy Ghost. Foras- 
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much, then; as God gave them the like gift as 
He did to us, who helieved on the Lord Jesus 
Christ ; what was I, that I could withstand 
God? When they heard these things they 
held their peace, and glorified God, saying, 
Then hath God also to the Gentiles granted 
repentance tmto life. 

January lo. 
AcTsxm. 38 — 48. 

BE it known unto you therefore, men and 
hrethren, that through this Man is 
preached unto you the forgiveness of sins; 
and by Him all that believe are justified from 
all things, from which ye could not be justi- 
fied bv the law of Moses. Beware, therefore, 
lest that come upon you, which is spoken of 
in the prophets; Behold, ye despisers, and 
wonder, and perish : for I work a work in 
your days, a work which ye shall in nowise 
believe, though a man declare it unto you. 
And when the Jews were gone out of the 
synagogue, the Gentiles besought that these 
words might be preached to them the next 
Sabbath. Now when the congregation was 
broken up, many of the Jews and religious 
proselytes followed Paul and Barnabas : who, 
speakmg to them, persuaded them to continue 
in the grace of GK)d. And the next sabbath- 
day came almost the whole city together to 
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hear the word of God. But when the Jews 
saw the multitudes, they were filled with 
envy, and spake against those things which 
were spoken by Paul, contradicting and blas- 
pheming. Then Paul and Barnabas waxed 
Dold, and said. It was necessary that^ the 
word of God should first have been spoken 
to you : but seeing ye put it from you, and 
judge yourselves unworthy of everlasting life, 
lo, we turn to the Gentiles. For so hath the 
Lord commanded us, saying, I have set Thee 
to be a Light of the Gentiles, that Thou 
shouldest be for salvation unto the ends of 
the earth. And when the Gentiles heard this^ 
they were glad, and glorified the word of the 
Lord ; and as many as were ordained to eter- 
nal life believed.

January ii. 
St. John rv. 43 — 54. 

OW after two days He departed thence, 
and went into Galilee. For Jesus him- 
self testified, that a prophet hath no honour 
in his own country. Then when He was come 
into Galilee, the Galilseans received Him, 
having seen all the things that He did at Jeru- 
salem at the feast : for they also went unto 
the feast. So Jesus came affain into Cana 
of* Galilee, where He made tne water wine. 
And there was a certain nobleman, whose 
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son was sick at Capernaum. When he heard 
that Jesus was come out of Judea into Galilee, 
he went imto Him, and besought Him that 
He would come down and heal his son j for 
he was at the point of death. Then said 
Jesus unto him, Except ye see signs and 
wonders, ye will not believe. The nobleman 
saith unto Him, Sir, come down ere my child 
die. Jesus saith unto him, Go thy way, thy 
son liveth. And the man believed the word 
that Jesus had spoken unto him, and he went 
his way. And as he was now going down, 
his servants met him, and told nim, saying, 
Thy son liveth. Then enquired he of them the 
hour when he began to amend. And they 
said unto him, Yesterday at the seventh hour 
the fever left him. So the father knew that 
it was at the same hour in the which Jesus 
said imto him, Thy son liveth: and himself 
believed and his whole house. This is again 
the second roiracle that Jesus did, when He 
was come out of Judea into Galilee. 



January 12. 
Ephesians m. i — 12. 

TE have heard of the dispensation of the 
grace of God which is given me to you- 
ward : how that by revelation He made known 
unto me the mystery (as I wrote afore in 
few words, whereby, when ye read, ye may 
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understand my knowledge in the mystery of 
Christ), which in other ages was not made 
known unto the sons of men, as it is now re- 
vealed imto the holy Apostles and prophets by 
the Spirit ; That the Gentiles should be fellow- 
heirs and of the same body, and partakers 
of His promise in Christ b^ the Gospel : 
whereof I was made a minister^ according 
to the gift of the grace of God given unto 
me by the effectual working of His power. 
Unto me, who am less than the least of 
all saints, is this grace given^ that I should 
preach among the Gentiles the unsearch- 
able riches of Christ ; and to make all men 
see what is the fellowship of the mystery, 
which from the beginning of the world hath 
been hid in God, who created all things by 
Jesus Christ : to the intent that now unto the 
principalities and powers in heavenly places 
might be known by the church the manifold 
wisdom of God, according to the eternal pur- 

E3se which He purposed in Christ Jesus our 
ord: in whom we nave boldness and access 
with confidence by the faith of Him. 



JFirst Sunday after JEpipTiany, 
Acts xiv. 8 — 18. 

AND there sat a certain man at Lystra, im- 
potent in his feet, being a cripple from 
his mother's womb, who never had walked: 
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the same heard ?aul speak : who steadfastly 
beholding him, and perceiving- that he had 
faith to be healed, said with a loud voice, 
Stand upright on thy feet. And he leaped 
and walked. And when the people saw what 
Paul had done, they lifted up their voices, 
saying in the speech of Lycaonia, The gods 
are come down to us in the likeness of men. 
And they called Barnabas, Jupiter j and Paul, 
Mercurius, because he was the chief speaker. 
Then the priest of Jupiter, which was before 
their city, brought oxen aad garlands imto 
the gates, and would have aone sacrifice 
with the people. Which, when the Apostles, 
Barnabas and Paul, heard of, they rent their 
clothes, and ran' in among the people, crying 
out, and saying. Sirs, why do ye these things ? 
We also are men of like passions with you, 
and preach unto you that ye should turn from 
these vanities unto the living God, which 
made heaven and earth, and the sea, and all 
things that are therein; who in times past 
suffered all nations to walk in their own ways. 
Nevertheless He left not Himself without wit- 
ness, in that He did good, and gave us rain 
from heaven, and fruitful seasons, filling our 
hearts with food and gladness. And with 
these sayings scarce restrained they the 
people, that they had not done sacrifice unto 
them. 
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Monday — First Week after Epiphany. 
Acts xvin. i — ii. 

AFTER these things Paul departed from 
Athens^ and came to Corinth ; and found 
a certain Jew named Aquila, bom in Pontus, 
lately come from Italy, with his wife Pris- 
cilla ; (because that Claudius had commanded 
all Jews to depart from Rome:) and came 
unto them. And because he was of the same 
craft, he abode with them, and wrought : for 
by their occupation they were tent-makers. 
And he reasoned in the synagogue every 
Sabbath, and persuaded the Jews and the 
Greeks. And when Silas and Timotheus 
were come from Macedonia, Paul was pressed 
in the spirit, and testified to the Jews that 
Jesus was Christ. And when they opposed 
themselves, and blasphemed, he shook his 
raiment, and said unto them. Your blood be 
upon your own heads ; I am clean : from 
henceforth I will go unto the Gentiles. And 
he departed thence, and entered into a certain 
man's house, named Justus, one that wor- 
shipped God, whose house joined hard to the 
synagogue. And Crispus, the chief ruler of 
the synagogue, believed on the Lord with all 
his house ; and many of the Corinthians hear- 
ing, believed, and were baptized. Then spake 
the Lord to Paul in the night by a vision. Be 
not afraid, but speak, and hold not thy peace : 



for I am with thee, and no man shall set on 
thee to hurt thee ; for I have much people in 
this city. And he continued there a year and 
six months, teaching the word of God among 
them. 



Tuesdm/ — First Week after Epiphany, 
Ephbsiavs n. I — lo. 

AND you hath He quickened, who were 
dead in trespasses and sins ; wherein in 
times past ye walked, according to the 
course of this world, according to the prince 
of the power of the air, the spirit that now 
worketh in the children of disohedience : 
among whom also we all had our conversation 
in times past in the lusts of our flesh, fulfill- 
ing the desires of the flesh and of the mind ; 
and were by. nature the children of wrath, 
even as others. But God, who is rich in 
mercy, for His great love wherewith He loved 
us, even when we were dead in sins, hath 
quickened us together v^ith Christ (by grace 
ye are saved) ; and hath raised us up together 
and made us sit together in heavenly places in 
Christ Jesus ; that in the ages to come He 
might shew the exceeding riches of His grace, 
in His kindness toward us, through Christ 
Jesus. For by grace are ye saved through 
faith, and that not of yourselves : it is the 
gift of God : not of works, lest any man should 
E 2 
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boast. For we are His workmanship, created in 
Christ Jesus unto good works, which God hath 
before ordained that we should walk in them. 



Wednesday— First Week after EpipJiany, 

BoMANS X. 4—13- 

/CHRIST is the end of the law for righteous- 
\j ness to every one that believeth. For 
Moses describeth the righteousness which is 
of the law, That the man which doeth these 
things shall live by them. But the righteous- 
ness which is of faith speaketh on this wise, 
Say not in thine heart, Who shall ascend into 
heaven P (that is, to bring Christ down from 
above :) or, Who shall descend into the deep ? 
(that is, to bring up Christ again from the dead.) 
But what saith it ? The word is nigh thee, 
even in thy mouth, and in thy heart ; that is, 
the word of faith, which we preach. That if 
thou shalt confess with thy mouth the Lord 
Jesus, and shalt believe in thy heart that God 
hath raised TTim from the dead, thou shalt be 
saved. For with the heart man believeth 
imto righteousness ; and with the mouth con- 
fession is made imto salvation. For the 
scripture saith, Whosoever believeth on Him 
shaU not be ashamed. For there is no differ- 
ence between the Jew and the Greek : for tJie 
same Lord over all is rich unto all that call 



upon Him. For whosoever shall call on the 
name of the Lord shall be saved. 



Thursday — First Week after Eptphawy, 
Ephbsians IV. 17 — 24. 

r[S I say therefore, and testify in the 
Lord, that ye henceforth walk not as 
other Gentiles walk, in the vaoity of their 
mind, having the understandinc" darkened, 
being alienated from the life of God through 
the ignorance that is in them, because of the 
blincmess of their heart; who, being past 
feeling, have given themselves over unto 
lasciviousness to work all uncleanness with 
greediness. But ye have not so learned 
Christ ; if so be that ye have heard Him, and 
have been taught by Him, as the truth is in 
Jesus : that ye put ofl^ concerning the former 
conversation, the old man, which is corrupt 
according to the deceitful lusts; and be re- 
newed in the spirit of your mind ; and that 
ye put on the new man, which after God is 
created in righteousness and true holiness. 



Friday — First Week after Epiphany, 
St. Lt7ke xrv. 16 — 24. 

THEN said He unto him, A certain man 
made a great supper, and bade many : 
and sent his servant at supper time to say to 
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them that were bidden, Come ; for all things 
are now ready. And they all with one con- 
sent began to make excuse. The first said 
unto him, I have bought a piece of ground^ 
and I must needs go and see it : I pray thee 
have me excused. And another said, I have 
bought five yoke of oxen, and I go to prove 
them : I pray thee have me excused. And 
another said, I have married a wife, and 
therefore I cannot come. So that servant 
came, and shewed his lord these things. Then 
the master of the house, bein^ ^^g^y osid to 
his servant, Go out quickly mto the streets 
and lanes of the city, and bring in hither the 
poor, and the maimed, and the halt, and the 
blind. And the servant said. Lord, it is done 
as thou hast commanded, and yet there is 
room. And the lord said unto the servant, 
Go out into the highways and hedges, and 
compel them to come in, that my house may 
be filled. For I say unto you that none of 
those men which were bidden shall taste of 
my supper. 

Saturday — First Week after Epiphany, 
CoLossiANS ni. 12 — 17. 

PUT on therefore, as the elect of God, holy 
and beloved, bowels of mercies, kindness, 
humbleness of mind, meekness, longsuffer- 
ing^ forbearing one another, and forgiving 
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one another, if any man have a quarrel 
against any: even as Christ forgave you, so 
also do ye. And above all these things put 
on charity, which is the bond of perfectness. 
And let the peace of God rule in your hearts, 
to the which also ye are called in one bodjr ; 
and be ye thankful. Let the word of Chnst 
dwell in you richly' in all wisdom; teaching 
and admonishing one another in psalms, and 
hymns, and spiritual songs, singing with grace 
in your hearts to the Lord. And whatsoever 
ye do in word or deed, do all in the name of 
the Lord Jesus, giving thanks to God and 
the Father by him. 



Second Sunday after Epiphany, 
St. Mabk vn. 24 — 30. 

AND from thence he arose, and went into 
the borders of Tyre and Sidon, and 
entered into an house, and would have no 
man know it; but He could not be hid. 
For a certain woman, whose young daughter 
had an unclean spirit, heard of Him, and came 
and fell at His feet. The woman was a Greek, 
a Syrophenician by nation ; and she besought 
Him that He would cast forth the devil out 
of her daughter. But Jesus said unto her. 
Let the children first be filled : for it is not meet 
to take the children's bread, and to cast it 
unto the dogs. And she answered and said 
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unto Him^ Yee^ Lord : yet the dopfs under the 
tahle eat of the children's crumbs. And He 
said unto her, For this saying, go thy way ; 
the devil has gone out of thy daughter. And 
when she was come to her house, she found 
the devil gone out; and her daughter laid upon 
the bed. 



Monday — Second Week after Epiphany, 
Ephesians n. 13 — 22. 

NOW in Christ Jesus ye who sometimes 
were far off are made nigh by the blood 
ot Christ. For He is our peace, who hath 
made both one, and hath broken down the 
middle wall of partition between us^ having 
abolished in His flesh the enmity, even the 
law of commandments contained in ordinances; 
for to make in Himself of twain one new man, 
BO making peace ; and that He might recon- 
cile both unto God in one body by the cross, 
having slain the enmity thereby; and came 
and preached peace to you that were afar off, 
and to them that were nigh. For through 
Him we both have access by one Spirit unto 
the Father. Now therefore ye are no more 
strangers and foreigners, but fellow-citizens 
with the saints, and of the household of God ; 
and are built upon the foundation of the 
Apostles and prophets, Jesus Christ Himself 
'^mg the chiet comer stone : in whom all the 
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building, fitly framed together, groweth unto 
an holy temple in the Lord : in whom ye also 
are builded together for an habitation of God 
through the Spirit. 



Tuesday — Second Week after Epiphany, 
St. Luke xix. i — lo. 

AND Jesus entered and passed through 
Jericho. And, behold, tnere was a man 
named Zacchseus, which was the chief among 
the publicans, and he was rich. And he 
sought to see Jesus who He was : and could 
not for the press, because he was little of 
stature. Ana he ran before, and climbed up 
into a sycamore tree to see Him : for He was 
to pass that way. And when Jesus came to 
the place. He looked up and saw him, and 
said unto him, Zacchaeus, make haste, and 
come down ; for to-day I must abide at thy 
house. And he made haste, and came down, 
and received Him joyfully. And when they 
saw it, they all murmured, saying. That H!e 
was gone to be guest with a man that is a 
sinner. And Zacchseus stood, and said unto 
the Lord j Behold, Lord, the half of my goods 
I give to the poor ; and if I have taken any- 
thing from any man by false accusation, I re- 
store him fourfold. And Jesus said unto him. 
This day is salvation come unto this house, 
forsomuch as he also is a son of Abraham. 
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For the Son of Maa is come to seek and to 
saye that which was lost. 



Wednesday — Second Week after Epiphany. 
St. John i. i — 14. 

IN the beginning was the Word, and the 
Word was with God, and the Word was 
God. The same was in the beginning with 
God. All things were made by Him; and 
without Him was not anything made that was 
made. In him was life ; and the life was the 
light of men. And the light shineth in dark- 
ness, and the darkness comprehended it not. 
There was a man sent from God, whose name 
was John. The same came for a witness, to 
bear witness of the Light, that all men through 
Him might believe. He was not that Light, 
but was sent to bear witness of that Light. 
That was the true Light, which lighteth every 
man that cometh into the world. He was 
in the world, and the world was made by 
Him, and the world knew him not. H!e 
came unto His own, and His own received 
Him not. But as many as received Him, to 
them gave He power to become the sons of 
God, even to them that believe on His name. 
Which were bom, not of blood, nor of the 
wiU of the flesh, nor of the will of man, but 
of God. And the Word was made flesh, and 
dwelt among us (and we beheld His glory, 
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the glory as of the only begotten of the 
Father), full of grace and truth. 



Thwriday — Second Week after Epiphany, 
Romans xi. 17—25. 

IF some of the branches be broken off, and 
thou, being a wild olive-tree, wert graffed 
in among them, and with them part^est of 
the root and fatness of the olive-tree; boast 
not against the branches. But if thou boast, 
thou bearest not the root, but the root thee. 
Thou wilt say then, The branches were broken 
off, that I might be graffed in. Well ; because 
of unbelief they were broken off, and thou 
standest by faith. Be not high minded, but fear: 
for if God spared not the naturcd branches, 
take heed lest He also spare not thee. 
Behold therefore the goodness and severity 
of God : on them which fell, severity ; but 
toward thee, goodness, if thou continue in 
His goodnees : otherwise thou also shalt be 
cut off. And they also, if they abide not 
still in imbelief, snail be graffed in : for God 
is able to graff them in again. For if thou 
wert cut out of the olive-tree which is wild by 
nature, and wert graffed contrary to nature 
into a good olive-tree : how much more shall 
these, which be the natural branches, be 
graffed into their own olive-tree? For I 
would not, brethren, that ye should be igno- 
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rant of this mystery, lest ye should be wise in 
TOUT own conceits; that blindness in part is 
happened to Israel, until the fulness of the 
Gentiles be come in. 



Friday — Second Week after Epiphany, 
St John jl 14 — 18. 

I AM the good Shepherd, and know My 
sheep, and am known of Mine. As the 
Father tnoweth Me, even so know I the 
Father ; and I lay down My life for the sheep. 
And other sheep I have, wnich are not of this 
fold : them also I must bring, and they shall 
hear My voice; and there shall be one fold, 
and one Shepherd. Therefore doth My 
Father love Me, because I lay down My life, 
that I might take it a^ain. No man taketh 
it from Me, but I lay it down of Myself. I 
have power to lay it down, and I have power 
to take it again. This commandment have I 
received of my Father. 



Saturday — Second Week after Epipharty, 
Romans rv. 13—25. 

rG promise, that He should be the heir 
of the world, was not to Abraham, or 
to his seed, through the law, but through the 
righteousness of faith. For if they which are 
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of the law be heirs, faith is made void, and the 
promise made of none effect : because the law 
worketh wrath : for where no law is, there is 
no transgression. Therefore it is of faith, that 
it might be by grace ; to the end the promise 
might be sure to all the seed ; not to that 
only which is of the law, but to that also which 
is of the faith of Abraham ; who is the father 
of us all (as it is written, I have made thee a 
father of many nations), before Him whom he 
believed, even God, who quickeneth the dead, 
and calleth those things which be not as though 
they were. Who against hope believed m 
hope, that he might become the father of 
many nations, according to that which was 
spoken, So shall thy seea be. And beinff not 
weak in faith, he considered not his own body 
now dead, when he was about an hundred 
years old, neither yet the deadnesa of Sarah's 
womb : he staggered not at the promise of 
God through unbelief; but was strong in 
faith, giving glory to God; and being fully 
persuaaed that, what He had promised. He 
was able also to perform. And therefore it was 
imputed to him for righteousness. Now it 
was not written for his sake alone, that it was 
imputed to him ; but for us also, to whom it 
shall be imputed, if we believe on Him that 
raised up Jesus our Lord from the dead ; who 
was dehvered for our offences, and was raised 
Again for our justification. 
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Third Sunday after Epiphany, 
Ephesians I. 15 — 23. 

I ALSO, after I heard of your faith in the 
Lord Jesus, and love unto all the saints, 
cease not to give thanks for you, making 
mention of you in my prayers ; that the God 
of our Lord Jesus Christ, the Father of glory, 
may g^ve unto you the spirit of wisdom and 
revelation in the knowledge of Him : the eves 
of your understanding being enlightened ; tnat 
ye may know what is the hope of His calling, 
and what the riches of the glorv of His in- 
heritance in the saints, and what is the exceed- 
ing greatness of His power to us- ward who 
believe, according to the working of His 
mighty power, which He wrought in Christ, 
when He raised Him from the dead, and set 
Him at His own right hand in the heavenly 
places, far above all principality and power, 
and might, and dominion, and every name 
that is named, not only in this world, but also 
in that which is to come ; and hath put all 
things under His feet, and gave Him to be 
head over all things to the church, which is 
His body, the fulness of Him that fiUeth all 
in all. 
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Monday — Third Week after Epiphany » 
Isaiah xl. i — 12. 

COMFORT ye, comfort ye, My people, saith 
your God. Speak ye comfortably to Jeru- 
salem, and cry unto her, that her warfare is 
accomplished, that her iniqiiity is pardoned : 
for she hath received of the Lord's hand double 
for all her sins. The voice of him that crieth 
in the wilderness. Prepare ye the wav of the 
LoED, make straight in the desert a highway 
for our God. Every valley shall be exalted, 
and every mountain and hill shall be made 
low : and the crooked shall be made straight, 
and the rough places plain : and the glory of 
the LoED shall be revealed, and all flesh shall 
see it together : for the mouth of the Lobd 
hath spoken it. The voice said, Qry. And 
he said, What shall I cry ? All flesh is grass, 
and all the goodliness thereof is as the flower 
of the field: the grass witheieth, the flower 
fadeth : because the Spirit of the Lord bloweth 
upon it: surely the people is grass. The grass 
withereth, the flower fadeth : but the word of 
our God shall stand for ever. Zion, that 
bringest good tidings, get thee up into the 
high mountain ; Jerusalem, that bringest 
pood tidings, lift up thy voice with strength ; 
lift it up, be not afraid ; say unto the cities of 
Judah, behold your God ! Behold, the Lord 
God will come with strong hand, and His aim 
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shall rule for him : behold, His reward is with 
Him, and His work before Him. He shall 
feed His Hock like a shepherd : He shall 
gather the lambs with His arm, and shall 
gently lead those that are with young. 



Tuesday — Third Week after Eptphany. 
St. John m. i— 8. 

THERE was a man of the Pharisees, named 
Nicodemus, a ruler of the Jews. The 
same came to Jesus by ni^t, and said unto 
Him, Rabbi, we know that Thou art a teacher 
come from God : for no man can do these 
miracles that Thou doest, except God be with 
him. Jesus answered and said unto him, 
Verily, verily, I say unto thee, except a man 
be bom again, he cannot see the kingdom of 
God. Nicodemus saith unto Him, How can 
a man be born when he is old ? can he enter 
the second time into his mother's womb, and 
be bom? Jesus answered. Verily, verily, I 
say unto thee. Except a man be born of water 
and of the Spirit, he cannot enter into the 
kingdom of God. That which is bom of the 
flesh is flesh ; and that which is bom of the 
Spirit is spirit. Marvel not that I said unto 
thee, Ye must be bom again. The wind 
bloweth where it listeth, and thou hearest 
the sound thereof; but canst not tell whence 
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it Cometh, and whither it goeth : so is every 
one that is bom of the Spirit. 



Wednesday — ITdrd Week after Epiphany, 
CoLossiANS I. 3 — 14, 

TT7 E give thanks to God and the Father of 
f V our Lord Jesus Christ, prajing always 
for you, since we heard of your faith in Christ 
Jesus, and of the love wnich ye have to all 
the saints ; for the hope which is laid up for 
you in heaven, whereof ye heard before in 
the word of the truth of the Gospel ] which is 
come unto you, as it is in all the world \ and 
bringeth forth fruit, as it doth also in you, 
since the dav ye heard of it, and knew the 

f*ace of God in truth : as ye also learned of 
paphras our dear fellow-servant, who is for 
you a faithful minister of Christ; who also 
declared unto us your love in the Spirit. For 
this cause we also, since the day we heard it, 
do not cease to pray for you, and to desire 
that ye might be tilled witn the knowledge of 
His will, m all wisdom and spiritual under- 
standing ; that ye might walk worthy of the 
Lord unto all pleasing, bein^ fruitful m every 
good work, and increasing m the knowledge 
of God ; strengthened with all might, accord- 
ing to His glorious power, unto all patience 
and long-simering with joy fulness; giving 
thanks unto the Father, which hath made us 
p 
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meet to be partakers of the inheritance of the 
saints in light : who hath delivered us from 
the power of darkness, and hath translated 
us into the kingdom of His dear Son ; in 
whom we have redemption through His blood, 
even the forgiveness of sins. 



Thursday—Third Week after Epiphany. 
St. Jom^ m. i6 — ai. 

GOD so loved the world that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever be- 
lieveth in Him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life. For God sent not His Son 
into the world to condemn the world, but that 
the world through Him might be saved. He 
that believeth on Him is not condemned : but 
he that believeth not is condemned already, 
because he hath not believed in the name of 
the only begotten Son of God. And this is 
the condemnation, that light is come into 
the world, and men loved darkness rather 
than light, because their deeds were evil. 
For every one that doeth evil hateth the 
light, neither cometh to the light, lest his 
deeds should be reproved. But he that doeth 
truth cometh to the light, that his deeds may 
be made manifest, that they are wrought in 
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Fi*iday — Third Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah V. i — 7. 

NOW will I siDg to my well-beloved a song 
of my beloved touching His vineyard. 
My well-beloved hath a vineyard in a veiy 
fruitful hill : and He fenced it, and gathered 
out the stones thereof, and planted it vnth 
the choicest vine, and built a tower in the 
midst of it, and also made a wine-press there- 
in : and He looked that it should bring foi-th 
grapes, and it brought forth wild gi'apes. 
And now, O inhabitants of Jerusalem, and 
men of Judah, judge, I pray you, betwixt 
Me and My vineyard. "VMiat could have been 
done more to my vineyard, that I have not 
done in it ? "Wherefore, when I looked that 
it should bring grapes, brought it forth wild 
grapes ? And now, go to 5 I will tell you 
what I will do to My vineyard : I will take 
away the hedge thereof, and it shall be eaten 
up : and break down the wall thereof, and it 
shall be trodden down : and I will lay it waste : 
it shall not be pruned nor digged ; but there 
shall come up briers and thorns : I will also 
command the clouds that thev rain no rain 
upon it. For the vineyard of the Lord of 
hosts is the house of Israel, and the men of 
Judah His pleasant place : and He looked for 
j udgment, but behold oppression j for righteous- 
nes3, but behold a cry.

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Saturday — T^ird Week after Epiphany, 
Psalm xcn. 

IT is a good thing to give thanks unto the 
LoBD; and to sing praises unto Thy name^ 
O Most High: to shew forth Thy loving- 
kindness in the morning, and Thy faithfm- 
ness every night, upon an instrument of ten 
strings, and upon the psaltery ; upon the harp 
■with a solemn sound. For Thou, Lord, hast 
made me glad through Thy work; I will 
triumph in the works of Thy hands. O Lord, 
how great are Thy works I and Thy thoughts 
are very deep. A brutish man knoweth not ; 
neither doth a fool understand this. When 
the wicked spring as the grass, and when all 
the workers of iniquity do flourish, it is that 
they shall be destroyed for ever. But Thou, 
Lord, art most high for evennore. For, lo. 
Thine enemies, Lord, for, lo. Thine enemies 
shall perish ; all the workers of iniquity shall 
be scattered. But my horn shalt Thou exalt 
like the horn of an unicorn : I shall be an- 
ointed with fresh oil. Mine eye also shall see 
my desire on mine enemies; and mine ears 
shall hear my desire of the wicked that rise * 
up against me. The riffhteous shall flourish 
like the palm-tree ; he shall grow like a cedar 
in Lebanon. Those that be planted in the 
house of the Lord shall flourisJi in the courts 
of our God. They shall still bring forth fruit 
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in old age ; they shall be fat and flourishing ; 
to show that the Lord is upright : He is my 
rock; and there is no unrighteousness in Him. 



Fourth Sunday after Epiphany, 
CoLossiANS I. 15 — 23. 

CHRIST is the Image of the invisible God, 
the first-bom of every creature : for by 
Him were all things created that are in 
heaven« and that are in earthy visible and in- 
visible, whether they be thrones, or domi- 
nions, or principalities, or powers : all things 
were created by Him, and for Him : and He 
is before all things, and by Him all things 
consist. And He is the Head of the body, the 
Church : who is the beginning, the first-bom 
from the dead ; that in all things He might 
have the pre-eminence. For it pleased the 
Father that in Him should all fulness dwell ; 
and, having made peace through the blood of 
His cross, oy Him to reconcile all things unto 
Himself; by Him, I say, whether they be 
things in earth, or things in heaven. And 
you, that were sometime alienated, and 
enemies in your mind by wicked works, yet 
now hath He reconciled in the body of His 
flesh through death, to present you holy and 
unblameable and unrepi-oveable m His sight ; 
if ye continue in the faith grounded and 
settled, and be not moved away from the 
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hope of the Gospel, which ye have heard, and 
which was preached to every creature which 
is under heaven ; whereof I Paul am made a 
minister. 



Monday — Fourth Week after Epiphany, 

EpHESIANS IV. I — 1 3. 

I THEREFORE, the prisoner of the Lord, 
beseech you that ye walk worthy of the 
vocation wherewith ye are called, with all 
lowliness and meekness, with long-suffering, 
forbearing one another in love ; endeavouring 
to keep the unity of the Spirit in the bond of 
peace. There is one boay, and one Spirit, 
even as ye are called in one hope of your 
calling; one Lord, one faith, one baptism, 
one God and Father of all, who is above all, 
and through all, and in you all. But unto 
every one of us is given grace according to 
the measure of the gift of Christ. Where- 
fore He saith. When He ascended up on high, 
He led captivity captive, and gave gifts unto 
men. (Now that He ascended, what is it but 
that He also descended first ruto the lower 
parts of the earth ? He that descended is 
the same also that ascended up far above all 
heavens, that He might fill all things.) And 
He gave some, apostles ; and some, prophets ; 
and some, evangelists ; and some, pastors and 
teachers ; for the perfecting of the saints, for 
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the work of the ministry, for the edifying of 
the body of Christ : till we all come in the 
imity of the faith, and of the knowledge of 
the Son of God, unto a perfect man, unto the 
measure of the stature of the fulness of 
Christ. 



Tuesday — FouHh Week after Epiphany, 
I Timothy n. i — 8. 

IEXHOKT, therefore, that, first of all, 
supplications, prayers, intercessions, and 
giving of thanks, be made for all men ; for 
kings, and for all that are in authority ; that 
we may lead a quiet and peaceable life in all 
godliness and honesty. For this is good and 
acceptable in the sight of God our Saviour ; 
who will have all men to be saved, and to 
come unto the knowledge of the truth. For 
there is one God, and one Mediator between 
God and men, the Man Christ Jesus; who 
gave Himself a ransom for all, to be testi- 
fied in due time. Whereunto I am ordained 
a preacher, and an apostle (I speak the truth 
in Christ, and lie not") ; a teacher of the Gen- 
tiles in faith and venty. I will therefore that 
men pray everywhere, lifting up holy hands, 
without wrath and doubting. 
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Wednesday — Foitrth Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah xxv. i8 — 25. 

r[JS saith the Lobd that created the 
heavens: God Himself that formed the 
earth; and made it; He hath estahlished it, 
He created it not in vain, He formed it to 
be inhabited : I am the LobD; and there is 
none else. I have not spoken in secret, in a 
dark place of the earth : I said not unto the 
seed of Jacob, Seek ye Me in vain: I the 
LoKD speak righteousness, I declare things 
that are right. Assemble yourselves and 
come ; draw near together, ye that are escaped 
of the nations : they have no knowledge tnat 
set up the wood of their graven image, and 
pray imto a God that cannot save. Tell ye, 
and bring them near; yea, let them take 
counsel together: who hath declared this 
from ancient time? who hath told it from that 
time ? Have not I the Lord ? and there is 
no God else beside Me; a just God, and a 
Saviour; there is none beside Me. Look 
unto Me, and be ye saved, all the ends of the 
earth : for I am God, and there is none else. 
I have sworn by Myself, the word is gone out 
of My mouth m righteousness, and shall not 
return. That unto Me every knee shall bow, 
every tongue shall swear. Surely, shall one 
say. In the Loed have I righteousness and 
strength : even to Ilim shall men come ; 
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and all that are incensed against Him shall be 
ashamed. In the Lobd shall all the seed of 
Israel be justified, and shall glory. 



ThvTBday — Fourth Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah lv. i — 7. 

HO, every one that thirsteth, come ye to 
the waters, and he that hath no money ; 
come ye, buy, and eat j yea, come, buy wine 
and milk without money, and without price. 
Wherefore do ye spend money for that which 
is not bread ? and your labour for that which 
satisfieth not? hearken diligently imto Me, and 
eat ye that which is good, and let your soul 
delight itself in fatness. Incline your ear, and 
come unto Me : hear, and your soul shall live ; 
and I will make an everlasting covenant with 
you, even the sure mercies of David. Be- 
hold, I have given Him for a witness to the 
people, a leader and commander to the people. 
Behold, Thou shalt call a nation that Thou 
knowest not, and nations that knew not Thee 
shall run after Thee, because of the Lokd ^y 
God, and for the Holy One of Israel ; for Hb 
hath glorified Thee. Seek ye the Lord while He 
may be found, call ye upon Him while He is 
near. Let the wicked forsake his way, and the 
unrighteous man his thoughts; and let him re- 
turn unto the Lobd, and He will have mercy 
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upon him ; and to our God, for he will abun- 
dantly pardon. 

Friday — Fiywrth Week after Epiphany, 
Hebrews v. i — 9. 

EVERY High Priest taken from among 
men is ordained for men in thines per- 
taining to God, that He may offer boui gifts 
and sacrifices for sins : who can have compas- 
sion on the ignorant, and on them that are 
out of the way ; for that he himself also is 
compassed with infirmity. And by reason 
hereof he ought, as for the people, so also 
for himself, to offer for sins. And no man 
taketh this honour unto himself, but he that 
is called of God, as was Aaron. So also 
Christ glorified not Himself to be made an 
High Priest, but He that said unto Him, 
Thou art My Son, to-day have I begotten 
Thee. As He saith also in another place, 
Thou art a Priest for ever, after the order of 
Melchisedec. Who in the days of His flesh, 
when He had offered up prayers and supplica- 
tions, with strong crying and tears unto Him 
that was able to save Him from death, and was 
heard in that He feared ; though He were a 
Son, yet learned He obedience by the things 
which He suffered ; and being made perfect, 
He became the Author of eternal sidvation 
unto all them that obey Him. 
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Saturday — Fourth Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah l. 7 — 11. 

fT\HE Lord God will help me; therefore 
X shall I not be confounded : therefore have 
I set my face like a flint, and I know that I 
shall not be ashamed. He is near that justifieth 
me ; who will contend with me ? let us stand 
together: who is mine adversary? let him 
come near to me. Behold, the Lord God will 
help me ; who is he that shall condemn me ? 
lo, they all shall wax old as a garment ) the 
moth shall eat them up. Who is among you 
that feareth the Lord, that obeyeth the voice 
of His servant, that walketh in darkness, and 
hath no light ? let him trust in the name of 
the Lord, and stay upon his God. Be- 
hold, all ye that kindle a Are, that compass 
yourselves about with sparks : walk in the 
light of your fire, and in the sparks that ye 
have kindled. This shall ye nave of mine 
hand, ye shall lie down in sorrow. 



Fifth Sunday after Epiphany, 
Psalm Lxm. i — 9. 

OGOD, thou art my God ; earlv will T seek 
Thee : my soul thirsteth for Thee, my flesh 
longeth for Thee in a dry and thirsty land, 
where no water is; to see Thy power and 
Thy glory, so as I have seen Thee in the 
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sanctuary. Because Thy loving-kindness is 
better than life, my lips shall praise Thee. 
Thus will I bless Thee while I live ; I will 
lift up my hands in Thy name. My soul 
shall be satisfied as with marrow and fatness ; 
and my mouth shall praise Thee with joyful 
lips; when I remember Thee upon my bed, 
and meditate on Thee in the night watches. 
Because Thou hast been my help, therefore 
in the shadow of Thy wings will I rejoice. 
My soul foUoweth hard after Thee : Thy 
right hand upholdeth me. But those that 
seek my soul, to destroy it, shall go into the 
lower parts of the earth. 



Monday — Fifih Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah xui. i — 7. 

BEHOLD My servant, whom I uphold; 
Mine elect, in whom My soul delighteth : 
I have put My Spirit upon Him; He shall 
bring forth judgment to the Gentiles. He 
shall not cry, nor lift up, nor cause his voice 
to be heard m the street. A bruised reed shall 
He not break, and the smoking flax shall He 
not quench : He shall bring forth judgment 
unto truth. He shall not tail nor be discou- 
raged, till He have set judgment in the earth : 
and the isles shall wait for His law. Thus saith 
God the Lord, He that created the heavens, 
^nd stretched them out : He that spread forth 
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the earth, and that which coineth out of it ; 
He that giveth breath unto the people upon 
it, and spirit to them that walk therein ; I the 
LoBD have called Thee in righteousness, and 
will hold Thine hand, and will keep Thee, and 
give Thee for a covenant of the people, for a 
light of the Gentiles J to open the blind eyes, 
to bring out the prisoners from the prison, 
and them that sit in darkness out of the prison- 
house. 



Tuesday — Mfth Week after Epiphany, 
2 TnioTHY n. 19 — 26. 

rPHE foundation of God standeth sure, 
X having this seal. The Lord knoweth them 
that are His. And, Let every one that nameth 
the name of Christ depart fit)m iniquity. But 
in a great house there are not only vessels of 
gold and of silver, but also of wood and of 
earth ; and some to honour, and some to dis- 
honour. If a man therefore purge himself 
from these, he shall be a vessel unto honour, 
sanctified, and meet for the master's use, and 
prepared unto every good work. Flee also 
youthful lusts } but follow righteousness, faith, 
charity, peace, with them that call on the 
Lord out of a pure heart. But foolish and 
unlearned questions avoid, knowing that they 
do gender strifes. And the servant of the 
Lord must not strive ; but be gentle unto aU 
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men, apt to teach, patient, in meekness in- 
structing those that oppose themselves ; if 
God peradventure will give them repentance 
to the acknowledging of the truth ; and that 
they may recover themselves out of the snare 
of the devil, who are taken captive by him at 
his wilL 



Wednesday — Fifth Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah li. 9 — 1 5. 

AWAKE, awake, put on strength, O arm 
of the Lobd; awake, as in the ancient 
days, in the generations of old. Art Thou 
not It that hath cut Kahab, and wounded the 
dragon P Art Thou not It which hath diied 
the sea, the waters of the great deep; that 
hath made the depths of the sea a way for the 
ransomed to pass over? Therefore the re- 
deemed of the Lord shall return, and come 
with singing unto Zion; and everlasting joy 
shall be upon their head: they shall obtain 
gladness and joy; and sorrow and mourning 
shall flee away. I, even I, am He that com- 
forteth you : who art thou, that thou shouldest 
be afraid of a man that shall die, and of the 
son of man which shall be made as grass ; and 
forgettest the Lord thy Maker, that hath 
stretched forth the heavens, and laid the 
foundations of the earth ; and hast feared 
continually every day, because of the fury of 
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the oppressor, as if lie were ready to destroy ? 
and where is the fury of the oppressor ? The 
captive exile hasteneth that he may be 
loosed, and that he should not die in the pit, 
nor that his bread should fail. But I am the 
Lord thy God, that divided the sea, whose 
waves roared: The Lord of hosts is His 



Thursday — Fifth Week after Epiphany, 
Hebbews I. I — 9. 

GOD, who at sundry times and in divers 
manners spake in time past imto the 
fathers by the prophets, hath in these last 
days spoken unto us by His Son, whom He 
hath appointed Heir of all things, by whom 
also He made the worlds; Who being the 
brightness of His glory, and the express 
image of His person, and upholding all things 
by the word of His power, when He had by 
Himself purged our sins, sat down on the 
right hand of the Majesty on high; being 
made so much better tnan the angels, as He 
hath by inheritance obtained a more excellent 
name than they. For unto which of the angels 
said He at any time, Thou art My Son, this 
day have I begotten Thee ? And again, I will 
be to Him a Father, and He shall be to Me a 
Son ? And again, when He bringeth in the 
first-begotten mto the world, He saith, And 
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let all the angels of God worship Him. And 
of the angels He saith, Who maketh his angels 
spirits^ and His ministers a flame of fire. But 
unto the Son He saith, Thy throne, O God, 
is for ever and ever: a sceptre of righteous- 
ness is the sceptre of Thy kingdom. Thou 
hast loved righteousness and hated iniquity ; 
therefore God, even Thy God, hath anointed 
Thee with the oil of gladness ahove Thy fel- 
lows. 



Fnday — Fifth Week after Epiphany, 
Isaiah lxiv. 4 — 9. 

SINCE the beginning of the world men 
have not heard, nor perceived by the ear, 
neither hath the eye seen, O God, beside 
Thee, what He hath prepared for him that 
waiteth for Him. Thou meetest him that re- 
joiceth and worketh righteousness ; those that 
remember Thee in Thy ways : behold, Thou 
art wroth 5 for we have sinned: in those is 
continuance, and we shall be saved. But 
we are all as an unclean thing, and all our 
righteousnesses are as filthy rags ; and we all 
do fade as a leaf; and our iniquities, like the 
wind, have taken us away. And there is 
none that calleth upon Thy name, that stirreth 
up himself to take hold of Thee : for Thou 
hast hid Thy face &om us, and hast consumed 
us, because of our iniquities. But now, O 
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LoKD, Thou art our Father : we are the clay, 
and Thou our potter ; and we all are the work 
of Thy hand. Be not wroth very sore, O 
Lord, neither remember iniquity for ever: 
behold, see, we beseech Thee, we are all Thy 
people. 



Saturday — Fifth Week after Epiphany, 
St. John xni. i — 15. 

"VrOW before the feast of the passover, when 
±N Jesus knew that His hour was come that 
He should depart out of this world unto the 
Father, having loved His own which were in 
the world, He loved them unto the end. And 
supper being ended, the devil having now put 
into the heart of Judas Iscariot, Simon's son, 
to betray Himj Jesus knowing that the 
Father had given all things into His hands, 
and that He was come from God, and went 
to God ; He riseth from supper, and laid aside 
His garments ; and took a towel, and girded 
Himself. After that He poureth water into 
a basin, and began to wash the disciples' feet, 
and to wipe them with the towel wnerewith 
He was girded. Then cometh He to Simon 
Peter : and Peter saith unto Him, Lord, dost 
Thou wash my feet? Jesus answered and 
said unto him. What I do thou knowest not 
now ; but thou shalt know hereafter. Peter 
saith unto Him, Thou shalt never wash my 
a

feet. Jesus answered him, If I wash thee 
not, thou hast no part with Me. Simon Peter 
saith unto Him, Lord, not my feet only, but 
also my hands and my head. Jesus saith to 
him, He that is washed needeth not save to 
wash his feet, but is clean every whit: and 
ye are clean, but not all. For He knew who 
should betray Him, therefore said He, Ye 
are not all clean. So, after He had washed 
their feet, and had taken His garments, and 
was set down again, He said unto them, Know 
ye what I have done to you? Ye call Me 
Master and Lord : and ye say well : for so I 
am. If I then, your Lord and Master, have 
washed your feet, ye also ought to wash one 
another's feet. For I have given you an ex- 
ample, that ye should do as I have done to 
you. 

Sivth Sunday after Epiphany, 

ISAU.H V. 8 — 1 6. 

WOlC unto them that join house to house, 
that lay field to field, till there be no 
place, that they may be placed alone in the 
midHt of the earth! In Mine ears, said the 
LoHD of hosts. Of a truth manv houses shall 
be desolate, even great and fair, without in- 
habitant. Yea, ten acres of vineyard shall 
yield one bath, and the seed of an homer 
shall yield an ephah. Woe unto them that

rise up early in the morning, that they may 
follow strong drink ; that continue until night, 
till wine inflame them I And the harp, and 
the viol, the tabret, and pipe, and wine, are 
in their feasts : but they regard not the work 
of the Lord, neither consider the operation of 
His hands. Therefore My people are gone 
into captivity, because they have no know- 
ledge ; and their honourable men are famished, 
and their multitude dried up with thirst. 
Therefore hell hath enlarged herself and 
opened her mouth without measure : and their 
glory, and their multitude, and their pomp, 
and he that rejoice th, shall descend into it. 
And the mean man shall be brought down, 
and the mighty man shall be humbled, and 
the eyes of the lofty shall be humbled : but 
the LoKD of hosts shall be exalted in judg- 
ment, and God that is holy shall be sanctified 
in righteousness.

rpHE LoKD is the portion of mine inherit- 
Jl. ance and of my cup: Thou maintainest 
my lot The lines are fallen unto me in 

fleasant places ; yea, I have a goodly heritage, 
will bless the Lord, who hath given me 
counsel; my reins also instruct me in the 
night seasons. I have set the Lokd always 
before me : because He is at my right hand, I 
shall not be moved. Therefore my heart is 
glad, and my glory rejoiceth: my flesh also 
shall rest in hope. For Thou wilt not leave 
my soul in hell ; neither wilt thou suffer Thine 
Holy One to see corruption. Thou wilt show 
me the path of life ; in Thv presence is fulness 
of joy ; at Thy right hand tnere are pleasures 
for evermore. 



Friday — Sixth Week after Epiphany, 
Jeremiah xxxi. 7 — 14. 

THUS saith the Lobd; Sing with gladness 
for Jacob, and shout amon^ the chief 
of the nations : publish ye, praise ye, and 
say, O Lord, save Thy people, the remnant of 
Israel. Behold, I will brmg them from the 
north coimtry^ and gather them from the 
coasts of the earth, and with them the blind 
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and the lame, tlie woman with child and her 
that travaileth with child together: a great 
company shall return thither. They shall 
come with weeping, and with supplications 
will I lead them: 1 will cause them to walk 
by the rivers of waters in a straight way, 
wherein they shall not stumble; for I am a 
Father to Israel, and Ephraim is My firstborn.

Therefore they shall come and sing 
in the height of Zion, and shall flow together 
to the goodness of the Lobd, for wheat, and 
for wine, and for oil, and for the young of the 
flock and of the herd : and their soul shall be 
as a watered garden ; and they shall not 
sorrow any more at all. Then shall the vir- 
gin rejoice in the dance, both young men and 
old together : for I will turn their mourning 
into jojr, and will comfort them, and make 
them rejoice from their sorrow. And I wiU 
satiate the soul of the priests with fatness, 
and My people shall be satisfied with My 
goodness, saith the Loep.

ISAIAU XLV. 5 — 12. 

I AM the LoED, and there is none else, there 
is no God beside Me : I girded thee, though 
thou hast not known Me : that they may- 
know from the rising of the sun, and from 
the west, that there is none beside Me : I am 
the LoED, and there is none else. I form the 
light, and create darkness : I make peace, and 
create evil: I the Lord do all these things. 
Drop down, ye heavens, from above, and let 
the skies pour down righteousness; let the 
earth open, and let them bring forth salva- 
tion, and let righteousness spring up together : 
I the Lord have created it. Woe unto him 
that striveth with his Maker ! Let the pot- 
sherd strive with the potsherds of the earth. 
Shall the clay say to nim that fashioneth it. 
What makest thou? or Thy work. He hath 
no hands? Woe unto him that saith imto 
his father. What begettest thou ? or to the 
woman, What hast thou brought forth ? Thus 
saith the Lord, the Holy One of Israel, and 
His Maker, Ask Me of things to come con- 
cerning My sons, and concerning the work of 
My hands command ye Me. I have made the 
earth, and created man upon it : I, even My 
hands, have stretched out the heavens, and aU 
their host have I commanded. 
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Septuagefima Sunday, 
Job xxziy. 21 — 32. 

HIS eyes are upon the ways of maii;^ and 
He seeth all his goings. There is no 
darkness, nor shadow of death, where the 
workers of iniquity may hide themselves. For 
He will not lay upon man more than right, 
that he should enter into judgment with God. 
He shall break in pieces mighty men without 
number, and set others in their stead. There- 
fore He knoweth their works, and He over- 
tumeth them in the night, so that they are 
destroyed. He striketh them as wicked men in 
the open sight of others ; because they turned 
back from Him, and would not consider any 
of His ways : so that they cause the cry of the 
poor to come imto Him, and He heareth the 
cry of the afficted. When He giveth quiet- 
ness, who then can make trouble P and when 
He hideth His face, who then can behold Him ? 
whether it be done against a nation, or against 
a man only : that the hypocrite reign not, lest 
the i>eople be ensnared. Surely it is meet to 
be said unto God, I have borne chastisement, 
I will not offend any more : that which I see 
not, teach Thou me : if I have done iniquity, 
I will do no more.

EOCLESIASTES VH. I — XO. 

A GOOD name is better than precious oint- 
ment ; and the day of death than the 
day of one's birth. It is better to go to the 
house of mourning than to go to the house of 
feasting: tor that is the end of all men, and the 
living will lay it to his heart. Sorrow is 
better than laughter: for by the sadness of 
the countenance the heart is made better. 
The heart of the wise is in the house of 
mourning: but the heart of fools is in the 
house of mirth. It is better to hear the re- 
buke of the wise, than for a man to hear the 
song of fools. For as the crackling of thorns 
under a pot, so is the laughter of the fool. 
This also is vanily. Surely oppression maketh 
a wise man mad; and a gift destroyeth the 
heart Better is the end of a thing than the 
beginning thereof; and the patient in spirit 
than the proud in spirit. Be not haslr in 
thy spirit to be angiy : for anger resteth in 
the bosom of fools. Say not thou, What is 
the cause that the former days were better 
than these ? for thou dost not inquire wisely 
concerning this.

I St. John i. 5 — 10. 

fllHIS then is the message which we have 
JL heard of Him, and declare unto you, that 
God is light, and in Him is no darkness at all. 
K we say that we have fellowship with Him, 
and walk in darkness, we lie, and do not the 
truth : hut if we walk in the light, as He is in 
the light, we have fellowship one with another, 
and the hlood of Jesus Christ His Son cleanseth 
us from all sin. If we say that we have no 
sin, we deceive ourselves, and the truth is not 
in us. If we confess our sins. He is faithful 
and just to forgive us our sins, and to cleanse 
us from all unrighteousness. If we say that 
we have not sinned, we make Him a liar, and 
His word is not in us.

^ISDOM crieth without ; she uttereth her 
. , voice in the streets; she crieth in the 
chief places of concourse, in the opening of 
the gates : in the city she uttereth her words, 
saying, How long, ye simple ones, will ye 
love simplicity? ana the scomers delight in 
their scorning, and fools hate knowledge ? 
Turn you at My reproof: behold, I will pour 
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out My spirit upon you, I will make known 
My words unto you. Because I have called, 
and ye refused ; I have stretched out My 
hand, and no man regarded ; but ye have set 
at nought all My counsel, and would none of 
Mjr reproof; I also will laugh at your cala- 
mity; 1 will mock when your fear cometh ; 
when your fear cometh as desolation, and 
your destruction cometh as a whirlwind ; when 
distress and anguish cometh upon vou ; then 
shall they call upon Me, but 1 will not an-

And if a man 
also strive for masteries, yet is he not crowned, 
except he strive lawfully. The husbandman 
that laboureth must be first partaker of the 
fruits. Consider what I say; and the Lord 
give thee understanding in all things. Re- 
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member that Jesus Christ of the seed of 
Dayid was raised from the dead according 
to my gospel : wherein I suffer trouble, as an 
evil-doer, even unto bonds ; but the word of 
God is not bound. Therefore I endure all 
things for the elect's sake, that they may also 
obtam the salvation which is in Christ Jesus 
with eternal glory. It is a faithful saying: 
For if we be dead with Him, we shall also 
live with Him: if we suffer, we shall also 
reign with Him : if we deny Him, He also 
will deny us : if we believe not, yet He abideth 
faithful : He cannot deny Himself.

HeBBEWS VI. lO — 20. 

GOD is not unrighteous to forget vour 
work and labour of love which ye have 
shewed toward His name, in that ye have 
ministered to the saints, and do minister. 
And we desire that every one of you do show 
the same diligence to the full assurance of 
hope imto the end : that ye be not slothful, 
but followers of them who through faith and 
patience inherit the promises. For when God 
made promise to Abraham, because He could 
swear by no greater. He sware by Himself, 
saying. Surely blessing I will bless thee, and 
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multiplying I will multiply thee. And so, 
after he had patiently endured, he obtained 
the promise. For men verily swear by the 
greater: and an oath for confirmation is to 
them an end of all strife. Wherein God, 
willing more abundantly to show unto the 
heirs of promise the immutability o^ His 
counsel, confirmed it by an oath: that by 
two immutable things, in which it was impos- 
sible for God to lie, we might have a strong 
consolation, who have fled for refiige to lay 
hold upon the hope set before us : which hope 
we have as an anchor of the soul, both sure 
and steadfast, and which entereth into that 
within the vail; whither the forerunner is 
for us entered, even Jesus, made an hi^h 
priest for ever after the order of Melcm- 
sedec. 



Sex<igesiina Sunday, 
EzBiOBL XX. 10 — ao. 

I CAUSED them to go forth out of the 
land of Egypt, and brought them into 
the wUdemess : and I gjave them My statutes, 
and shewed them My judgments, which if a 
man do, he shall even live in them. More- 
over also, I gave them My sabbaths, to be a 
sign between Me and them, that they might 
know that I am the Lord that sanctify them. 
But the house of Israel rebelled against Me 
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in tlie wilderness: thej walked not in My 
statutes, and they despised My judgments, 
which if a man do, he shall even live in them; 
and My sabbaths they greatly polluted : 
then I said, I would pour out My fury upon 
them in the wilderness, to consume them. But 
I wrought for My name's sake, that it should 
not be polluted before the heathen, in whose 
Bight I brought them out.

because they despised My judgments, and 
walked not m My statutes, but polluted My 
sabbaths: for their heart went after their 
idols. Nevertheless Mine eye spared them 
from destroying them, neither did I make an 
end of them in the wilderness. But I said 
unto their children in the wilderness, Walk 
ye not in the statutes of your fathers, neither 
observe their judgments, nor defile yourselves 
with their idols : I am the Lord your God ; 
walk in My statutes, and keep My judgments, 
and do them ; and hallow My sabbaths ; and 
they shall be a sign between Me and you, 
that ye may know that I am the Lobb your 
God.

Shall 
tribulation, or distress, or persecution, or 
famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword ?

Wherefore have we fasted, say 
they, and Thou seest notP wherefore have 
we afflicted our soul, and Thou takest no 
knowledge P Behold, in the day of your fast 
ye find pleasure, and exact all your labours, 
behold, ye fast for strife and debate, and to 
smite with the fist of wickedness : ye shall 
not fast as ye do this day, to make vour voice 
to be heard on high. Is it such a fast that I 
have chosen P a day for a man to afflict his 
soulP is it to bow down his head as a bul- 
rush, and to spread sackcloth and ashes 
under him P Wilt thou call this a fast, and an 
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acceptable day to the Lord P Is not this the 
fast that I have chosen^ to loose the bands 
of wickedness, to undo the heavy burdens, 
and to let the oppressed ^o free, and that ye 
break every yoke? Is it not to deal thy 
bread to the hungry, and that thou bring the 
poor that are cast out to thy house? when 
thou seest the naked, that thou cover himy 
and that thou hide not thyself from thine own 
flesh? Then shall thy light break forth as 
the morning, and thine health shall spring 
forth speedily; and thy righteousness shall 
go before thee : the glory of the Loed shall be 
thy rereward. 



Thursday after Ash Wednesday, 

HOSEA XIV. I — 9. 

ISRAEL, return unto the Lord thy God ; 
for thou hast fallen by thine iniquity. 
Take with you words, and turn to the Lord : 
say unto Him, Take away all iniquity, and 
receive us graciously; so will we render the 
calves of our lips. Asshur shall not save us ; 
we will not ride upon horses ; neither will we 
say any more to the work of our hands, Ye 
are our gods : for in Thee the fatherless find- 
eth mercy.

Ephraim shall say, What have 
I to do any more with idols ? I have heard 
him, and observed him ; J am like a green fir 
tree. From Me is thy fruit found. Who is 
wise, and he shall understand these things? 
prudent, and he shall know them? for the 
ways of the Loed are right, and the just shall 
walk in themj but the transgressors shall 
fall therein. 



Friday after Ash Wednesday, 
St. Matthew xvi. 21 — 27. 

F,OM that time forth began Jesus to show 
unto His disciples, how that He must go 
unto Jenisalem, and suffer many things of the 
elders and chief priests and scribes, and be 
killed, and be raised again the third day. 
Then Peter took Him, and began to rebuke 
Him, saying. Be it far from Thee, Lord : this 
shall not be unto Thee. But He turned and 
said unto Peter, Get thee behind Me, Satan j 
thou art an offence unto Me : for thou savour- 
est not the things that be of God, but those 
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that be of men. Then said Jesus unto His 
disciples, If any man will come after Me, let 
him deny himself, and take up his cross^ and 
follow Me. For whosoever will save his life 
shall lose it: and whosoever will lose his life 
for My sake shall find it. For what is a man 
profited, if he shall gain the whole world, and 
lose his own soul P or what shall a man give 
in exchange for his soul? For the Son of 
Man shall come in the glory of His Father 
with His angels; and then He shall reward 
eveiy man according to his works. 



Saturday after Ash Wednesday. 

FbOYEBBS XI. I — 9. 

A FALSE balance is abomination to the 
LoBD ; but a just weight is His delight. 
When pride cometh, then cometh shame ; 
but with the lowly is wisdom. The integrity 
of the upright shall guide them: but the 
perverseness of transgressors shall destroy 
them. Kiches profit not in the day of wrath : 
but righteousness delivereth from death. The 
righteousness of the perfect shall direct his 
way; but the wicked shall fall by his own wick- 
®^n*j The righteousness of the upright 
shall deliver them: but transgressors shall 
be taken in their own naughtiness. When a 
wicked man dieth, his expectation ahaU pe- 
nsh: and the hope of unjust men periaheth. 
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The riffhteous is delivered out of trouble, and 
the wicked cometh in his stead. An hypocrite 
with his mouth destroyeth his neighbour : but 
through knowledge the just shall be delivered. 



Mrst Sunday in Lent, 
Job XXXVI. 5 — iz. 

BEHOLD God is mighty, and despiseth 
not any; He is mighty in strengtn and 
wisdom. He preserveth not the life of the 
wicked ; but giveth right to the poor. He vrith- 
draweth not His eyes from the righteous: 
but with kings are they on the throne ; yea, 
He doth establish them for ever, and they are 
exalted. And if they be bound in fetters, and 
be holden in cords of affliction, then He 
sheweth them their work, and their transgres- 
sions that they have exceeded. He openeth 
also their ear to discipline, and commandeth 
that they return from iniquity. If they obey 
and serve Him, thej shall spend their days^in 
prosperity, and their years in pleasures. But 
if they obey not, they shall perish by the 
sworc^ and they shall die without knowledge.

St. James l 2 — 15. 

MY brethren, count it all joy when ye fall 
into divers temptations: knowing this, 
that the trying of your faith worketh patience. 
But let patience have her perfect work, that 
e may be perfect and entire, wanting nothing. 
_f any of you lack wisdom, let him ask of 
God, that giveth to all men liberally, and up- 
braideth not ; and it shall be given him. But 
let him ask in faith, nothing wavering. For he 
that wavereth is like a wave of the sea driven 
with the wind and tossed. For let not that 
man think that he shall receive anything of 
the Lord. A double-minded man is unstable 
in all his ways. Let the brother of low de- 
gree rejoice in that he is exalted : but the 
rich in that he is made low : because as the 
flower of the grass he shall pass away. For 
the sun is no sooner risen with a burning 
heat, but it withereth the grass, and the 
flower thereof falleth, and the grace of the 
fashion of it perisheth : so shall also the 
rich man fade away in his ways. Blessed is 
the man that endureth temptation : for when 
he is tried, he shall receive the crown of life, 
which the Lord hath promised to them that 
love Him. Let no man say when he is 
tempted, I am tempted of God ; for God can- 
not be tempted with evil, neither tempteth 
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He any man ; but every man is tempted, 
when he is drawn away of his own lust and 
enticed. Then when lust hath conceived, it 
hringeth forth sin ; and sin, when it is finished, 
bringeth forth death. 



Tuesday — Fi^'st Week in Lent. 

MiCAH VI. I — 8. 

HEAR ye now what the Lobd saith ; Arise, 
contend thou before the mountains, and 
let the hills hear thy voice. Hear ye, O 
mountains, the Loed's controversy, and ve 
strong foundations of the earth; for the 
Lo D hath a controversy with His people, 
and He will plead with Israel. my people, 
what have I done unto thee ? and wherein 
have I wearied thee ? testify against Me. For 
I brought thee up out of the land of Egypt, 
and redeemed thee out of the house of ser- 
vants ; and I sent before thee Moses, Aaron, 
and Miriam. Mv people, remember now 
what Balak king of Moab consulted, and what 
Balaam the son of Beor answered him from 
Shittim unto Gilgal ; that ye may know the 
righteousness of the Lord. Wherewith shall 
I come before the Lord, and bow myself 
before the High God ? Shall I come before 
Him with burnt offerings, with calves of a 
year old ? Will the Lord be pleased with 
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thousands of rams, or with ten thousands of 
riyers of oil ? shall I give my first-bom for 
my transffression, the fruit of my body for 
the sin of my soul P He hath showed thee, 
O man, what is good; and what doth the 
LoBD require of thee, but to do justly, and to 
love mercy, and to walk humbly with thy 
God? 



WeAtesday — JFirst Week in Lent, 
Deutbbonomt yn, 9 — 1 3. 

KNOW therefore that the Lobd thy God. 
He is God, the faithful God, which 
keepeth covenant and mercy with them that 
love Him and keep His commandments, to a 
thousand generations; and repayeth them that 
hate Him to their face to destroy them : He 
will not be slack to him that hateth Him, He 
will repay him to his face.

No man 
can seiye two masters: for either he will

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hate the one^ and love the other ; or else he 
will hold to the one, and despise the other. 
Ye cannot serve God and Mammon. 



Friday — First Week in Lent, 
St. Lttke XV. i — lo. 

rEN drew near unto Him all the publicans 
and sinners for to hear Him. And the 
Pharisees and scribes murmured, saying, This 
Man receiveth sinners, and eateth with them. 
And He spake this parable unto them, saying, 
What man of you, having an hundred sheep, 
if he lose one of them, doth not leave the 
ninety and nine in the wilderness, and go 
after that which is lost until he find itP 
And when he hath found it, he laveth it on 
his shoulders, rejoicing. And when ke cometh 
home, he caUeth together his friends and 
neighoours, saying unto them, Rejoice with 
me ; for I have found my sheep which was 
lost.

And they were astonished 
out of measure, saying among themselves, 
Who then can be saved r And Jesus looking 
upon them, saith. With men it is impossible, 
but not with God: for with God au things 
are possible. Then Peter began to say unto 
Him, Lo, we have left all, and have followed 
Thee. And Jesus answered and said. Verily 
I say unto vou, there is no man that hath lett 
house, or orethren, or sisters, or father, or 
mother, or wife, or children, or lands, for My 
sake and the gospel's, but he shall receive an 
hundredfold now in this time, houses, and 
brethren, and sisters, and mothers, and chil- 
dren, and lands, with persecutions; and in 
the world to come eternal life. But many 
that are first shall be last ; and the last first.

rpHEN said he to the multitude that came

And, ye fathers, provoke not your 
children to wrath : but bring them up in the 
nurture and admonition of the Lord. Ser- 
Tants, be obedient to them that are your 
masters according to the flesh, with fear and 
trembling, in singleness of your heart, as unto 
Christ ; not with eyeservice as menpleasers j 
but as the servants of Christ, doing the will 
of God from the heart ; with good will doing 
service, as to the Lord, and not to men: 
knowing that whatsoever good thing any man 
doeth, the same shall he receive of the Lord, 
-whether he be bond or free. And, ye mas- 
ters^ do the same things .unto them, forbear- 
ing threatening: knowing that your Master 
also is in heaven ; neither is there respect of 
persons with Him.

St. Mask v. 25 — 34. 
ND a certain woman, which had an issue 
of blood twelve years, and had suf- 
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fered many things of many physicians, and 
had spent all that she had, and was nothing 
bettered, but rather grew worse; when she 
had heard of Jesus, came in the press behind, 
and touched His garment. For she said. If 
I may touch but His clothes, I shall be whole. 
And straightway the fountain of her blood 
was dried up ; and she felt in her body that 
she was healed of that plague. And Jesus, 
immediately knowing in Himself that yirtue 
had gone out of Him, turned Him about in 
the press, and said, Who touched My clothes ? 
And His disciples said xmto Him, Thou seest 
the multitude thronging Thee, and sayest 
Thou, Who touched Me? And He looked 
round about to see her that had done this 
thing. But the woman, fearing and trembling, 
knowing what was done in her, came and fell 
down before Him, and told Him all the truth. 
And He said unto her. Daughter, thy faith 
hath made thee whole } go in peace, and be 
whole of thy plague. 



Wednesday — Fourth Week m Lent, 
St. James m. 1 3 — 1 8. 

TXT HO is a wise man, and endued with 
tY knowledge among you? let him show 
out of a good conversation his works with 
meekness* of wisdom. But if ye have bitter 
envying and strife in your hearts, glory not. 
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and lie not against the truth. This wisdom 
descendeth not from above, but is earthly, 
sensual, devilish. For where envying and 
strife is, there is confusion and every evil 
work. But the wisdom that is from above, is 
first pure, then peaceable, gentle, and easy 
to be entreated, full of merc^ and good fruits, 
without partiality, and without hypocrisy. 
And the fruit of righteousness is sovm in peace 
of them that make peace. 



Thursday — FouHh Week in Lent, 
St. Mauk vni. 31 — 38. 

AND he began to teach them that the Sou 
of Man must suffer many things, and be 
rejected of the elders, and of the chief 
priests and scribes, and be killed, and after 
three days rise again. And He spake that 
saying openly. And Peter took Him, and 
began to rebuke Him. But when He had 
turned about and looked on His disciples^ 
He rebuked Peter, saying. Get thee be- 
hind Me, Satan; for thou savourest not 
the things that be of God, but the things 
that be of men. And when He had caUed 
the people unto Him with His disciples 
also. He said unto them. Whosoever will 
come after Me, let him denv himself, and 
take up his cross, and follow Me. For who- 
soever will save his life shall lose it; but 
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whosoever shall lose his life for My sake and 
the gospel's, the same shall save it. For 
what shall it profit a man, if he should 
«dn the whole world, and lose his own soul ? 
Or what shall a man give in exchange for 
his soul? Whosoever, therefore, shall be 
ashamed of Me, and of My words, in this 
adulterous and sinful generation; of him 
also shall the Son of Man be ashamed, when 
He Cometh in the glory of His Father with 
the holy angels. 

Friday — Fourth Week in Lent, 
St. Luke vn. 37 — 50, 

AND, behold, a woman in the city, which was 
a sinner, when she heard that Jesus sat 
at meat in the Pharisee's house, brought an 
alabaster box of ointment, and stood at His 
feet behind Him weeping, and began to 
wash His feet with tears, and did wipe them 
with the hairs of her head, and kissed His 
feet, and anointed them with the ointment. 
Now when the Pharisee which had bidden 
Him saw it, he spake within himself, saying, 
This Man, if He were a prophet, would have 
known who and what manner of woman this 
is that toucheth Him : for die is a sinner. 
And Jesus answering, said unto him, Simon, 
I have somewhat to say unto thee. And he 
saith, Master, say on. There was a certain 
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creditor which had two debtors: the one 
owed five hundred pence, and the other fifty. 
And when they had nothing to pey, he frankly 
forgave them both. Tell Me, tnerefore, which 
of these wiU love him most? Simon an- 
swered and said, I suppose that he to whom 
he forgave most. And He said imto him, 
Thou hast rightly judged. And He turned 
to the woman, and said unto Simon, Seest 
thou this woman ? I entered into thine house, 
thou gavest Me no water for My feet: but 
she hath washed My feet with tears, and 
wiped them with the hairs of her head. Thou 
gavest Me no kiss: but this woman since 
the time I came in hath not ceased to kiss 
My feet. My head vdth oil thou didst not 
anoint: but this woman hath anointed My 
feet with ointment. Wherefore, I say unto 
thee, Her sins, which are many, are forgiven ; 
for she loved much : but to whom little is 
forgiven, the same loveth little. And He said 
unto her. Thy sins are forgiven. And they 
that sat at meat with Him began to say within 
themselves. Who is this that forgiveth sins 
also ? And He said to the woman, Thy faith 
hath saved thee ; go in peace. 
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Saturday/ — Fourth Week in Lent, 
Job v. 17 — 26. 

BEHOLD, Bappy is tlie man whom God 
correcteth ; therefore despise not thou 
the chastening of the Almighty; for He 
maketh sore, and hindeth up ; He woimdeth, 
and His hands make whole. He shall deliver 
thee in six troubles j yea, in seven there shall 
no evil touch thee. In famine He shall re- 
deem thee from death ; and in war from the 
power of the sword. Thou shalt be hid from 
the scourge of the tongue ; neither shalt thou 
be afraid of destruction when it cometh. At 
destruction and famine thou shalt laugh; 
neither shalt thou be afraid of the beasts of 
the earth. For thou shalt be in league with 
the stones of the field ; and the beasts of the 
field shall be at peace with thee. And thou 
shalt know that thy tabernacle shall be in 
peace ; and thou shalt visit thy habitation, 
and shalt not sin. Thou shalt know also that 
thy seed shall be great, and thine ofispring as 
the grass of the earth. Thou shalt come to 
thy grave in a full age; like as a shock of com 
cometh in his season. 



Mfth Sunday in Lent, 
EzEKiEL xvm. 20 — 28. 

THE soul that sinneth, it shall die. The 
son shall not bear* the iniquity of the 
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father, neither shall the father hear the ini- 
quity of the son; the righteousness of the 
righteous shall be upon him, and the wicked- 
ness of the wicked shall be upon him. But 
if the wicked will turn from all his sins that 
he hath committed, and keep all My statutes, 
and do that which is lawful and right, he 
shall surely live, he shall not die. AH his 
transgressions that he hath committed, they 
shall not be mentioned unto him : in his 
righteousness that he hath done he shall live. 
Have I any pleasure at all that the wicked 
should die? saith the Loed Godj and not 
that he should return from his ways, and 
live ? But when the righteous tumeth away 
from his righteousness, and committeth ini- 
quity, and doeth according to all the abomi- 
nations that the wicked man doeth, shall he 
live? All his righteousness that he hath 
done shall not be mentioned : in his trespass 
that he hath trespassed, and in his sin that 
he hath sinned, in them shall he die. Yet 
we say, the way of the Lord is not equal. 
Hear now, house of Israel, Is not My way 
equal ? are not your ways unequal ? When 
a righteous man tumeth away from his 
righteousness, and committeth iniquity, and 
dieth in them; for his iniquity that he hath 
done shall he die. Again, when the wicked 
man tumeth away from his wickedness that 
he hath committed, and doeth that which is 
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lawful and right, he shall save his soul alive. 
Because he considereth, and tumeth away 
from all his transgressions that he hath com- 
mitted^ he shall surely live^ he shall not die. 



Monday— Fifth Week in Lent. 
Psalm cxix. 9— i6. 

WHEKEWITHAL shall a young man 
cleanse his way ? By taking heed 
thereto according to Thy word, 'mth my 
whole heart have I sought Thee : let me 
not wander fi-om Thy commandments. Thy 
word have I hid in mine heart, that I might 
not sin against Thee. Blessed art Thou, 
Lord : teach me Thy statutes. With my 
lips have I declared all the judgments of Thy 
mouth. I have rejoiced in the way of Thy 
testimonies, as much as in all riches. I will 
meditate in Thy precepts, and have respect 
unto Thy ways. I will delight myself in Thy 
statutes : I will not forget Thy word. 



Tuesday— Fifth Week in Lent. 
Isaiah lix. 12 — 16. 

OUR transgressions are multiplied before 
Thee, and our sins testify against us : 
for OUT transgressions are with us; and as 
for OUT iniquities, we know them : in trans-^ 
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greasing and lying against the Lobd^ and de- 
parting away from our God^ speaking oppres- 
sion and revolt, conceiving and uttering from 
the heart words of falsehood. And judgment 
is turned away backward, and justice standeth 
afar off: for truth is fallen in the street, and 
equity cannot enter* Yea, truth faileth ; and 
he that departeth from evil maketh himself a 
prey : and the Lobd saw it, and it displeased 
Him that there was no judgment. And He 
saw that there was no man, and wo idered 
that there was no intercessor: therefore His 
arm brought salvation imto Him^ and His 
righteousness it sustained Him. 



Wednesday — Fifth Week in- Lent, 
I St. John n. i— 6. 

MY little children, these things write I 
nnto you, that ye sin not. And if any 
man sin, we have an Advocate with the Father, 
Jesus Christ the righteous : and He is the 
propitiation for our sins; and not for ours 
only, but also for the sins of the whole world. 
And hereby we do know that we know 
Him, if we keep His commandments. He that 
saith, I know Him, and keepeth not His com^ 
mandments, is a liar, and the truth is not in 
him. But whoso keepeth His word, in him 
verily is the love of God perfected : hereby 
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know we that we are in Him. He that saith 
he abideth in Him, ought himself also so to 
walk; even as He walked. 



Thursday— Fifth Week m Lent, 
Hebbbws IX. 24 — 28. 

piUKlST is not entered in the holy places 
V^' made with hands, which are the figures 
of the true ; but into heaven itself, now to 
appear in the presence of God for us : nor 
yet that He should offer Himself often, as 
the high priest entereth into the holy place 
every year with blood of others; for then 
must ite often have suffered since the founda- 
tion of the world : but now once in the end 
of the world hath He appeared to put away 
sin b^ the sacrifice of Himself. And as it is 
appointed unto men once to die, but after this 
the judgment : so Christ was once offered to 
bear the sins of many ; and unto them that 
look for Him shall He appear the second 
time without sin unto salvation. 



ly^ay— Fifth Week in Lent. 
I St. Pbtbb n. 18 — 25. 

SERVANTS, be subject to your masters 
with aU fear ; not only to the good and 
gentle, but also to tbe froward. For this is 
thankworthy, if a man far conscience toward 
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God endure grief, suffering wrongfully. For 
what glory is it, if, when ye be Duffeted for 
your faults, ye shall take it patiently ? but if, 
when ye do well, and suffer for it, ye take it 
patiently, this is acceptable with God. For even 
hereunto were ye called : because Christ also 
suffered for U3, leaving us an example, that ye 
should follow His steps : who did no sin, neither 
was guile found in His mouth ; who, when 
He was reviled, reviled not again ; when He 
suffered. He threatened notj but committed 
Himself to Him that judgeth righteously : 
who His own self bare our own sins in His 
own body on the tree, that we, being dead to 
sins, should live unto righteousness ; by whose 
stripes ye were healed. For ye were as sheep 
going astray ; but are now returned unto the 
Shepherd and Bishop of your souls. 



Saturday after Fifth Sunday in Lent, 
X St. Pbtbr IV. 12—19. 

BELOVED, think it not strange concern- 
ing the fiery trial which is to try you, as 
though some strange thing happened unto 
you : but rejoice, inasmuch as ye are par- 
takers of Christ's sufferings ; that, when His 
glory shall be revealed, ye may be glad also 
with exceeding joy. If ye be reproached for 
the name of Christ, happy are ye: for the 
Spirit of glory and of God resteth upon you i 
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on their port He is evil spoken of^ but on 
your part He is glorified. But let none of 
you suffer as a miirderer^ or as a thief, or as 
an evil-doer, or as a busybody in other men's 
matters. Yet if any man sufier as a Chris- 
tian, let him not he ashamed, but let him 
glorify God on this behalf. For the time is 
come that judpnent must begin at the house 
of God : and if it first begin at us, ^hat shall 
the end be of them that obey not the gospel 
of God? And if the righteous scarcely be 
saved, where shall the ungodly and the smner 
appear P Wherefore let tnem that suffer ac- 
cording to the will o^God commit the keeping 
of their souls to Him in well-doing, as unto a 
faithful Creator. 



Sunday before Easter, 
PmLippiANS II. 5 — 1 3. 

LET this mind be in you, which was also 
I in Christ Jesus : who being in the form of 
God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God : but made Himself of no reputation, and 
took upon Him the form of a servant, and was 
made in the likeness of men : and being 
found in fashion as a man, He humbled Him- 
self, and became obedient unto death, even 
the death of the cross. Wherefore God also 
hath highlv exalted Him, and given Him a 
name whicn is above every name : that at the 
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name of Jesus every knee should bow, of 
things in heaven, and things in earth, and 
things under the earth; and that every 
tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is 
Lord, to the glory of Grod the Father. 
Wherefore, my beloved, as ye have always 
obeyed, not as in my presence only, but now 
much more in my absence, work out your own 
salvation with fear and trembling. For it is 
God which worketh in you both to will and 
to do of His good pleasure. 



Monday in Holy Week. 
Hebrews ii. 8 — 18. 

WE see not yet all things put under Him. 
But we Jesus, who was made a little 
lower than the angels for the suffering of 
death, crowned with glory and honour ; that 
He by the grace of God should taste death 
for every man. For it became Him for 
whom are all things, and by whom are all 
things, in bringing many sons unto glory, to 
make the Captain of their salvation perfect 
through sufferings. For both He that sancti- 
fieth and they who are sanctified are all of 
one ; for which cause He is not ashamed to 
call them brethren; saying, I will declare 
Thy name unto My brethren, in the midst of 
the church will I sing praise unto Thee. And 
again; I will put My trust in Him: and 

L 
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again. Behold I and the children which God 
hath given Me. Forasmuch then as the chil- 
dren are partakers of flesh and blood, He 
also Himself likewise took part of the same ; 
that throuffh death He might destroy him 
that had tne power of death, that is, the 
devil ; and deliver them who through fear of 
death were all their lifetime subject to bon- 
dage. For verily He took not on Him the 
nature of angels ; but He took on Him the 
seed of AbnSiam. Wherefore in all things 
it behoved Him, to be made like unto His 
brethren, that He mi^ht be a merciful and 
faithful Hiofh Priest m things pertaininflr to 
God, to make reconciliation for the sins oi the 
people. For in that He Himself hath suf- 
fered being tempted, He is able to succour 
them that are tempted. 



Tuesday in Holy Week, 
Revelation v. 6 — 14. 

AND I beheld, and, lo, in the midst of the 
throne and of the four beasts, and in the 
midst of the elders, stood a Lamb as it had 
been slain, having seven horns and seven 
eyes, which are the seven Spirits of God sent 
forth into all the earth. And He came and 
took the book out of the right hand of Him 
that sat upon the throne. And when He had 
taken the book, the four beasts and four and 
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twenty elders fell down before the Lamb, 
having every one of them harps, and golden 
vials full of odours, which are the prayers of 
saints. And they sung a new song, saying, 
Thou art worthy to take the book, and to 
open the seals thereof: for Thou wast slain, 
and hast redeemed us to God by Thy blood 
out of every kindred, and tongue, and people, 
and nation ; and hast made us unto our Grod 
kings and priests, and we shall reign on the 
earth. And I beheld, and I heard the voice 
of many angels round about the throne, and 
the beasts, and the elders: and the number 
of them was ten thousand times ten thou- 
sand, and thousands of thousands; saying 
with a loud voice, Worthy is the Lamb that 
was slain to receive power, and riches, and 
wisdom, and strength, and honour, and glory, 
and blessing. And every creature which is 
in heaven, and on the earth, and under the 
earth, and such as are in the sea, and all that 
are in them, heard I saying. Blessing, and 
honour, and glory, and power, be unto Him 
that sitteth upon the throne, and unto the 
Lamb for ever and ever. And the four beasts 
said. Amen. And the four and twenty elders 
fell down and worshipped Him that liveth 
for ever and ever. 
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Wednesday in Holy Week, 
St. John xn. 23 — 32. 

ND Jesus answered them, saying, The 
. hour is come, that the Son of Man should 
be glorified. Verily, verily, I say unto you, 
Except a com of wheat fall into the ground 
and die, it abideth alone : but if it die, it 
bringeth forth much fruit. He that loveth 
his life shall lose it ; and he that hateth his 
life in this world, shall keep it unto life 
eternal. If any man serve Me, lot him follow 
Me; and where I am, there shall also My 
servant be : if any man serve Me, him will 
My Father honour. Now is My soul troubled ; 
and what shall I say ? Father, save Me from 
this hour: but for this cause came I unto 
this hour. Father, glorify Thy name. Then 
came there a voice from heaven, saying, I 
have both glorified it, and will glorify it 
again. The people therefore, that stood by, 
and heard it, said that it thundered : others 
said. An angel spake to Him. Jesus answered 
and said. This voice came not because of Me, 
but for your sakes. Now is the judgment of 
this world : now shall the prince of this world 
be cast out. And I, if 1 be lifted up from 
the earth, will draw all men unto Me. 
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Thursday in Holy Week, 
St. Matthew xxvi. 36 — 46. 

THEN Cometh Jesus with them unto a place 
called GethsemanC; and said unto the dis- 
ciples, Sit ye here, while I go * and pray 
yonder. And He took with Him Peter and 
the two sons of Zehedee, and hegan to be sor- 
rowful and very heavy. Then saith He unto 
them, My soul is exceeding sorrowful, even 
unto death: tarry ye here, and watch with 
Me. And He went a little farther, and fell 
on His face, and prayed, saying, My 
Father, if it be possible, let this cup pass 
from Me: nevertheless not as I will, but as 
Thou wilt. And He cometh unto the dis- 
ciples, and findeth them asleep, and saith 
imto Peter, What I could ye not watch with 
Me one hourP Watch and pray, that ye 
enter not into temptation: the spirit indeed 
is willing, but the flesh is weak. He went 
away asam the second time, and prayed, say- 
ing, O My Father, if this cup may not pass 
away from Me, except I drink it. Thy will be 
done. And He came and found them asleep 
again : for their eyes were heavy. And He- 
left them, and went away again, and praved 
the third time, saying the same words. Then 
cometh He to His disciples, and saith unto 
them. Sleep on now, and take your rest : be- 
hold, the hour is at hand, and the Son of Man 
is betrayed into the hands of sinners. Bise, 
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let us be going: behold, lie is at band tbat 
dotb betray Me, 

Good Friday, 
I C0BINTHIANS.XT. 50—57- 

NOW this I say, brethren, that fl^ and 
blood cannot inherit the kingdom of 
God; neither doth corruption inherit xncor- 
ruption. Behold, I shew you a mystei^ ; We 
shall not all sleep, but we shall all be changed, 
in a moment, in the twinkling of mi eye, at 
the last trump : for the trumpet shall sovmd, 
and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, 
and we shall be changed. For this corruptible 
must put on incorruption, and this mortal 
must put on immortality. So when this cor- 
ruptiWe shall have put on incorruption, and 
this mortal shall have put on immortality, 
then shall be brought to pass the saying that 
is written. Death is swallowed up in victory, 
O death, where is thy sting? O grave, 
where is thy victory ? The stmg of death is 
sin ; and tiie strength of sin is the law. But 
thanks be to God, which ^veth us the victory 
through our JLord Jesus Christ, 

Easter Eve, 

Hebbsws rv. 9 — 16. 

rpHERE remaineth therefore a rest to the 

X people of God. For he that is entered 
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into his rest, be also hath ceased from his 
own works, as God did from His, Let ua 
labour therefore to enter into that rest, lest 
any man fall after the same example of unbe- 
lief. For the Word of God is quick, and 
powerful, and sharper than any two-edged 
sword, piercing even to the dividing asunder 
of soul and spirit, and of the joints and 
marrow, and is a discemer of the thoughts 
and intents of the heart. Neither is there 
any creature that is not manifest in His sight : 
but all things are naked and opened unto the 
eyes of Him with whom we have to do. 
Seeing then that we have a Great High 
Priest, that is passed into the heavens, 
Jesus the Son of God, let us hold fast our 
profession. For we have not an High Priest 
which cannot be touched with the feeling of 
our infirmities ; but was in all points tempted 
like as we are, yet without sin. Let us there- 
fore come boldly unto the throne of grace, 
that we may obtain mercy, and find grace to 
help in time of need. 



Easter Bay, 
Eeveiation vn. 9 — 17. 

AFTER this I beheld, and, lo, a great mul- 
titude, which no man could number, of 
all nations, and kindreds, and people, and 
tongueS; stood before the throne, and Wore 
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the Lamb, clothed "with white robea, and 
palms in their hands. And cried with a loud 
voice, saying, Salvation to our God which 
sittetli upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. 
And all the angels stood round about the 
throne, and about the elders and the four 
beasts, and fell befoi-e the throne on their 
faces, and worshipped God, saying, Amen: 
Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and 
thanksgiving, and honour, and power, and 
might, be unto our God for ever and ever. 
Amen. And one oi the elders answered, 
saying unto me. What are these which are 
arrayed in white robes: and whence came 
they? And I said unto him, Sir, thou 
knowest.

Therefore 
are they before the throne of God, and serve 
Him day and night in His temple : and He 
that sittoth on the throne shall dwell among 
them. They shall hunger no more, neither 
thirst any more, neither shall the sun liffht 
on them, nor any heat. For the Lamb which 
is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, 
and shall lead them unto living fountains of 
waters: and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes. 



Monday in Easter Week, 
Isaiah xxv. i — 9. 

OLORD, Thou art my God; I will exalt 
Thee, I will praise Thy name j for Thou 
hast done wondemil things ; Thy counsels of 
old are faithfulness and truth. For Thou 
hast made of a city an heap ; of a defenced 
city a ruin : a palace of strangers to be no 
city; it shall neyer be built. Therefore 
shall the stronof people glorify Thee, the 
city of the terrible nations shall fear Thee. 
For Thou hast been a strength to the poor, 
a strength to the needy in his distress, a 
refuge from the storm, a shadow from the 
heat, when the blast of the tenible ones is 
as a storm against the wall. Thou shalt bring 
down the noise of strangers as the heat in a 
dry place ; even the heat with the shadow of 
a cloud : the branch of the terrible ones shall 
be brought low. And in this mountain shall 
the LoBD of Hosts make unto all people a 
feast of fat things, a fea^st of wines on the 
lees, of fat things full of marrow, of wines 
on the lees well refined. And He will desti-oy 
in this mountain the face of the covering cast 
over all people, and the veil that is spread 
over all nations. He will swallow up death 
in victory ; and the Lokd God will wipe away 
tears from off all faces; and the rebuke of 
His people shall He take away from off all the 
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earth : for the Lobd hath spoken it And it 
shall be said in that day^ Lo^ this is our 
God ; we have waited for Him, and He will 
save us: this is the Lord; we have waited 
for Him, we will be glad and rejoice in His 
salvation. 



Tuesday in JEaster Week. 
Isaiah xxxm. 15 — 22. 

HE that walketh righteously, and speaketh 
uprightly ; he that despiseth the gain of 
oppressions, that shaketh his hands from hold- 
ing of bribes, that stoppeth his ears from 
hearing of blood, and shutteth his eyes from 
seeing evil ) he shall dwell on high -, his place 
of defence shall be the munitions of rocks; 
bread shall be given him ; his waters shall 
be sure. Thine eyes shall see the King in 
His beauty : they shall behold the land that 
is very far off. Thine heart shall meditate 
terror. Where is the scribe? where is the 
receiver ? where is he that counted the 
towers ? Thou shalt not see a fierce people ; 
a people of deeper speech than thou canst 
perceive ) of a stammering tongue, that thou 
canst not understand. Look upon Zion, the 
city of our solemnities: thine eyes shall 
see Jerusalem a quiet habitation, a tabernacle

MANY of the Jews came to Martha and 
Mary, to comfort them concerning their 
brother. Then Martha, as soon as she heard 
that Jesus was coming, went and met Him : 
but Mary sat still in the house. Then said 
Martha unto Jesus, Lord, if thou hadst 
been here, my brother had not died. But I 
know, that even now, whatsoever Thou wilt 
ask of God, God will give it Thee. Jesus 
saith unto her. Thy brother shall rise again. 
Martha saith unto Him, I know that he shall 
rise again in the resurrection at the last day. 
Jesus said unto her, I am the Resurrection, 
and the Life : he that believeth in Me, though 
he were dead, yet shall he live : and whoso- 
ever liveth and believeth in Me shall never 
die. Believest thou this? She saith unto 
Him, Yea, Lord: I believe that Thou art 
the Christ, the Son of God; which should 
come into the world.

HOSBA VL I — 6. 

COME, and let us return unto the Lord: 
for He hath torn, and He will heal us ; 
He hath smitten, and He will bind us up. 
After two days will He revive us : in the 
third day He will raise us up, and we shall 
live in His sight. Then shall we know, if we 
follow on to know the Lord : His going forth 
is prepared as the morning ; and He shall come 
unto us as the rain^ as the latter and foi*mer 
rain unto the earth. O Ephraim, what shall 
I do \mto thee? Judah, what shall I do 
unto thee F for your goodness is as a morning 
cloud, and as the early dew it goeth away. 
Therefore have I hewed them by the prophets ; 
I have slain them by the words of My mouth : 
and thy judgments are as the light that ^oeth 
forth. For I desired mercy, and not sacnfice ; 
and the knowledge of God more than burnt 
offerings.

BLESSED be the God and Father of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, which according to 
His abundant mercy hath begotten us again 
unto a lively hope by the resurrection of 
Jesus Christ from the aead; to an inheritance 
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incorruptible and undefiled, and that fadeth 
not away, reserved in heaven for you, who 
are kept hj the power of God through faith 
unto salvation ready to be revealed in the last 
time. Wherein ye greatly rejoice, though 
now for a season, if need be, ye are in heavi- 
ness through manifold temptations : that the 
trial of your faith, being much more precious 
than of gold that perisheth, though it oe tried 
with fire, might be found unto praise and 
honour and glory at the appearing of Jesus 
Christ : Whom having not seen, ye love ; in 
Whom, though now ye see Him not, yet 
believing, ye rejoice with joy unspeakable and 
full of ^ory : receiving the end of your faith, 
even the salvation of your souls. 



Saturday in Easter Week, 
Zephaniah in. 14 — 20. 

SING, O daughter of Zion; shout, O 
Israel ; be glad and rejoice with all thy 
heart, daughter of Jerusalem. The Lobd 
hath taken away thy judgments, He hath 
cast out thine enemy j the King of Israel, even 
the Lord, is in the midst of thee ; thou shalt 
not see evil any more. In that day it shall 
be said to Jerusalem, Fear thou not : and to 
Zion, I^et not thine hands be slack.

First Sunday after Faster, 
Kevblation XIX. 4 — 9. 

THE four and twenty elders and the four 
beasts fell down and worshipped God that 
sat on the throne, saying, Amen ; Alleluia. 
And a voice came out of the throne, saying, 
Praise our God, all ye His servants, and ye 
that fear Him, both small and great. And I 
heard as it were the voice of a great multi- 
tude, and as the voice of many waters, and as 
the voice of mighty thunderings, saying, 
Alleluia: for the Lord God omnipotent 
reigneth. Let us be glad and rejoice, and 
give honour to Him : for the marriage of the 
Lamb is come, and His wife hath made her- 
self ready. And to her was granted that she 
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Bhould be arrayed in fine linen, clean and 
white : for the fine linen is the righteousness 
of saints. And he saith unto me, Write, 
Blessed are they which are called unto the 
marriage supper of the Lamb.

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Tueadajf — First Week after Easter, 
Hbbbews X. II — 25. 

EVERY priest standeth daily mimstering 
aud offering oftentimes the same sacri- 
£ceSy which can never take away sins: but 
this Man, after He had offered one sacrifice 
for sins for ever, sat down on the right hand 
of God; from henceforth expecting till IDs 
enemies be made His footstool. For by one 
offering He hath perfected for ever them that 
are sanctified. Whereof the Holy Qhost also 
is a witness to us; for after that He had 
said before, This is the covenant that I will 
make with them after those days, saith the 
Lord, I will put My laws into their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them ; ana 
their sins and their iniquities will I remember 
no more. Now where remission of these is, 
there is no more offering for sin. Having 
therefore, brethren, boldness to enter into the 
holiest by the blood of Jesus, by a new and 
living way, which He hath consecrated for us, 
through the veil, that is to say, His flesh ; 
and having an High Priest over the house of 
God, let us draw near with a true heart in 
full assurance of faith, having our hearts 
sprinkled from an evil conscience, and our 
bodies washed with pure water. Let us hold 
fast the profession of our faith without waver- 
ing; (for He is faithful that promised;) and 
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let us consider one another to provoke unto 
love and to good works : not forsaking the 
assembling of ourselves together, as the man-> 
ner of some is ; but exhorting one another : 
and so much the more as ye see the day ap- 
proaching. 

Wednesday — First Week after Easter, 
Isaiah xxti. i — ii. 

F\ that day shall this song be sung in the 
land of Judah; We have a strong city; 
salvation will God appoint for walls and bul- 
warks. Open ye the gates that the righteous 
nation which keepeth the truth may enter in. 
Thou wilt keep him in perfect peace whose 
mind is staved on Thee : because he trustetii 
in Thee. Trust ye in the Lobd for ever : for in 
the Lobd JEHOVAH is everlasting strength : 
for He bringeth down them that dwell on high ; 
the lofty city, He layeth it low; He layeth 
it low, even to the ground; He bringeth it 
even to the dust. The foot shall tread it 
down, even the feet of the poor, and the steps 
of the needy. The way of the just is upright- 
ness: Thou, most upright, dost weigh the 
path of the iust. lea, in the way of Thy 
judgments, Lord, have we waited for 
Thee ; the desire of our soul is to Thy name, 
and to the remembrance of Thee. With 
my soul have I desired Thee in the night;

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yea, with my spirit "within me will I seek 
Thee early : wr when Thy judgments are in 
the earth, the inhabitants of the world will 
learn righteousness. Let favour be shewed 
to the wicked, yet will he not learn righteous- 
ness : in the land of uprightness will he deal 
unjustly, and will not behold the majesty of 
the LoBD. Lord, when Thy hand is luted 
up, they will not see : but they shall see, and 
be ashamed for their envy at the people ; yea, 
the fire of Thine enemies shall devour them. 



Thursday — First Week after Blister. 

St. John vi. 35 — 40. 

JESIJS said unto them, I am the bread of 
life: he that cometh to Me shall never 
himger; and he that believeth on Me shall 
never thirst. But I said unto you, That ye 
also have seen Me, and believe not All that 
the Father giveth Me shall come to Me ; and 
him that cometh to Me I will in no wise cast 
out. For I came down from heaven, not to 
do Mine own will, but the will of Him that 
sent Me. And this is the Father's will which 
hath sent Me, that of all which He hath given 
Me I should lose nothing, but should raise it 
up ^ain at the last day. And this is the will 
01 Him that sent Me, that every one which 
seeth the Son, and believeth on Him, may 
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have everlasting life : and I will raise him up 
at the last day. 



Fi-iday — First Week after Easter, 
Psalm xv. 

LORD, who shall abide in Thy tabernacle ? 

He 
that walketh uprightly, and worketh right- 
eousness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. 
He that backbiteth not with his tongue, nor 
doeth evil to his neighbour, nor taketh up a 
reproach against his neighbour. In whose 
eyes a vile person is contemned j but he 
honoureth them that fear the Lord. He that 
sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth 
not. He that putteth not out his money to 
usury, nor taketh reward against the innocent. 
He that doeth these things shall never be 
moved.

And some of them said, Could not this 
Man, which opened the eyes of the hlind, 
have caused tnat even this man should not 
have died P Jesus therefore again groaning 
in Himself cometh to the grave. It was a 
cave, and a stone lay upon it. Jesus said. 
Take ye away the stone. Martha, the sister 
of bim that was dead, saith unto Him, Lord, 
by this time he stinketh : for he hath been 
dead four days. Jesus saith unto her, Said 
I not unto thee, that., if thou wouldest believe, 
thou shouldest see the glory of God P Then 
they took away the stone from the place 
where the dead was laid. And Jesus ufted 
up His eyes, and said, Father, I thank Thee 
that Thoii hast heard Me. And I knew that 
Thou hearest Me always: but because of 
the people which stand by I said it, that they 
may believe that Thou hast sent Me. And 
when He thus had spoken, He cried with a 
loud Toice, Laianis, come forth.

Peace I leave 
with you, My peace I give unto you : not as 
the world civeth, give I unto you. Liet not 
yx>ur heart be troubled, neither let it be afraid. 
iTe have heard how I said unto you, I go 
away, and come again unto you. If ye loved 
Me, ye would rejoice, because I said, I go 
unto the Father: for My Father is greater 
than I. And now I have told you before it 
come to pass, that, when it is come to pass, 
ye might believe. Hereafter I will not talk 
much with you : for the prince of this world 
^ometh, and hath nothing in Me. But that 
^ world may know that I love the Father j

and as the Father gave me commandment; 
even so I do. Arise, let us go hence. 



Friday— Second Week after Easter, 
Acts n. 22 — 28. 

YE men of Israel, hear these words j Jesus 
of Nazareth, a man approved of God 
among you by miracles and wonders and 
signs, which God did by Him in the midst of 
you, as ye yourselves also know : Him, be- 
mg delivered by the determinate counsel and 
foreknowledge of God, ye have taken, and by 
wicked hands have crucified and slain : whom 
God hath raised up, having loosed the pains of 
death : because it was not possible that He 
should be holden of it. For David speaketh 
concerning Him, I foresaw the Lord always 
before my face, for He is on my right hand, 
that I should not be moved : therefore did 
my heart rejoice, and my tongue was glad j 
moreover also my flesh shall rest in hope : 
because Thou wilt not leave my soul in hell, 
neither wilt Thou suffer thine Holy One to 
see corruption. Thou hast made known to 
me the ways of life ; Thou shalt make me full 
of joy with Thy countenance. 
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Saturday — Second Week after Easter, 

PsAiM XXX. 

I WILL extol Thee, O Lokd ; for Thou hast 
lifted me up^ and hast not made my foes 
to rejoice over me. O Lord my God, I cried 
imto Thee, and Thou hast healed me. O 
LoBD, Thou hast brought up my soul from 
the grave : Thou hast kept me alive, that I 
should not go down to the pit. Sing unto 
the LoBD, O ye saints of His, and give thanks 
at the remembrance of His holiness. For 
His anger endureth but a moment: in His 
favour is life: weeping may endure for a 
night, but joy cometh in the morning. And 
in my prosperity I said, I shall never be 
moved. Lobd, by Thy favour Thou hast 
made my mountain to stand strong : Thou 
didst hide Thy face, and I was troubled. I 
cried unto Thee, Lobd, and unto the 
Lobd I made supplication. What profit is 
there in my blood, when I go down to the 
pit ?

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Third Sunday after Easter, 
Isaiah xxxn. i — 8. 

BEHOLD, a King shall reign in righteous- 
' ness, and princes shall rule in judgment. 
And a man shall be as an hiding-place from 
the wind, and a covert from the tempest ; as 
rivers of water in a dry place, as the shadow 
of a great rock in a weary land. And the 
eyes of them that see shall not he dim, and 
the ears of them that hear shall hearken. The 
heart also of the rash shall understand know- 
ledge, and the tongue of the stammerers shall 
be ready to speak plainly. The vile person 
shall be no more called liberal, nor the churl 
said to be bountiful. For the vile person 
will speak villany, aivi his heart will work 
iniquity, to practise hypocrisy, and to utter 
error against the Lokd, to make empty the 
soul of the hungry, and he will cause the 
drink of the thirsty to fail. The instiounents 
also of the churl are evil: he deviseth 
wicked devices to destroy the poor with lying 
words, even when the needy speaketh right. 
But the liberal deviseth liberal things; and 
by liberal things shall he stand. 
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Monday— Third Week after Easter, 
St. John xiv. i — 7. 

LET not your heart be troubled : ye believe 
in God^ believe also in Me. In My 
Father's house are many mansions : if it were 
not so I would have told you. I go to pre- 
pare a place for you. And if I go and pre- 
pare a place for you, I will come again, and 
receive you unto Myself; that where I am, 
there ye mav be also. Aiid whither I go, ye 
know, and the way ye know. Thomas saith 
imto Him, Lord, we know not whither Thou 
goest, end how can we know the way ? Jesus 
saith unto him, I am the Way, the Truth, 
and the Life : no man cometh unto the Father, 
but by Me. If ye had known Me, ye should 
have known my Father also : and from hence- 
forth ye know Him, and have seen Him. 



Tuesday— Third Week after Easier, 
I CoBiNTmANfl XV. 35 — ^49. 

SOME man will say, How are the dead 
raised up ? and with what body do they 
come P Thou fool I that which thou sowest 
is not quickened, except it die: and that 
which thou sowest, thou sowest not that body 
that shall be, but bare grain, it may chance 
of wheat, or of some other grain : but God 
nveth it a body as it hath pleased Him, and 
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to every seed his own body. All flesh is not 
the same flesh : but there is one kind of flesh 
of men, another flesh of beasts, another of 
fishes, and another of birds. There are also 
celestial bodies, and bodies terrestrial: but 
the glory of the celestial is one, and the glory 
of the terrestrial is another. There is one 
glory of the sun, and another glory of the 
moon, and another glory of the stars ; for one 
star differeth from another star in glory. So 
also is the resurrection of the dead. It is 
sown in corruption ; it is raised in incorrup- 
tion : it is sown in dishonour ; it is raised m 
glory : it is sown in weakness ; it is raised in 
power : it is sown a natural body ; it is raised 
a spiritual body. There is a natural body, 
and there is a spiritual body. And so it is 
written, The first man Adam was made a 
living soul; the last Adam was made a 
quickening Spirit. Howbeit, that was not 
first which is spiritual, but that which is 
natural; and afterward that which is spiri- 
tual. The first man is of the earth, earthy : 
the second Man is the Lord from heaven. 
As is the earthj, such are they also that are 
earthy ; and as is the heavenly, such are they 
also that are heavenly. And as we have 
borne the image of the earthy, we shall also 
bear the image of the heavenly. 
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Wednesday — Third Week after Easter, 
MicAH vn. 1 8 — 20. 

WHO is a God like iinto Thee, that par- 
doneth iniquity, and passeth by the 
transgression of the remnant of His heri- 
tage? He retaineth not His anger for ever, 
because He delighteth in mercy. He will 
turn again, He will have compassion upon 
us ; He will subdue our iniquities : and Thou 
wilt cast all their sins into the depths of the 
sea. Thou wilt perform the truth to Jacob, 
and the mercy to Abraham, which Thou hast 
sworn unto our fathers from the days of old. 



Thursday — Third Week after Easter, 
EzEKiEi. xxxvn. I — 14. 

THE hand of the Lobd was upon me, and 
carried me out in the Spirit of the Lord, 
and set me down in the midst of the valley 
which was full of bones, and caused me to 
pass by them round about: and, behold, 
there were very many in the open valley; 
and, lo, they were very dry. And He said 
unto me. Son of man, can these bones live P 
And I answered, O Lord God, Thou knowest. 
Again He said unto me. Prophesy upon 
these bones, and say unto them, O ye dry 
bones, hear the word of the Lord. Thus 
saith the Lord God unto these bones; Be-

So I pro- 
phesied as He commanded me, and the 
breath came into them, and they lived, and 
stood ap upon their feet, an exceeding great 
army. Then He said imto me. Son of man, 
these bones are the whole house of Israel: 
behold, they say, Our bones are dried, and 
our hope is lost : we are cut off for our parts. 

Thus 
saith the Lord God ; Behold, My people, 
I will open your graves, and cause you to 
come up out of your graves, and bring you 
into the land of Israel. And ye shall Jmow 
that I am the Lord, when I have opened 
your graves^ O My people, and brought you 
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up oat of TOUT graTes, sod shall pnt My 
Spirit in TOO, and je diaU liTe, and I shall 

£lace joa'in Toar own land: ^en shall je 
now that I, the LoBO, have spoken it^ and 
perfonned il^ saith the Lokh.

PmupnAxs m. 7 — 14. 
HAT tilings were gain to me, those I

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turn after the rain : in the day when the 
keepers of the house shall tremble^ and the 
strong men shall bow themselves, and the 
grinders cease because they are few, and those 
that look out of the windows be darkened, and 
the doors shall be shut in the streets, when 
the sound of the grinding is low, and he shall 
rise up at the voice of the bird, and all the 
daughters of music shall be brought low; 
also when they shall be afraid of that which 
is high, and fears shall be in the way, and the 
almona tree shall flourish, and the grasshopper 
shall be a burden, and desire shall fail : be- 
cause man goeth to his long home, and the 
mourners go about the streets: or ever the 
silver cord be loosed, or the golden bowl be 
broken, or the pitcher be broken at the foun- 
tain, or the wheel broken at the cistern. Then 
shall the dust return to the earth as it was : 
and the spirit shall return unto God who 
gave it 

Thursday — Fottrth Week after Easter, 
I Corinthians n. 7—12. 

TTTE speak the wisdom of God in a mystery, 
fV even the hidden wisdom, which God 
ordained before the world unto our glory : 
which none of the princes of this world knew : 
for had they known it, they would not have 
crucified the Lord of glory. But as it is 
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written, Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, 
neither have entered into the heart of man, 
the things which God hath prepared for them 
that love Him. But God hath revealed them 
unto us by His Spirit, for the Spirit searcheth 
all thingrs, yea, the deep things of God. For 
what man Knoweth the thines of a man save 
the spirit of man which is m him ? even so 
the things of God knoweth no man, but the 
Spirit of God. Now we have received, not 
the spirit of the world, but the spirit which is 
of God ; that we might know the things that 
are freely given to us of God. 



Friday-^Fotirth Week after Easter, 
Hebrews x. 28 — 38. 

^that despised Moses' law died without 
mercy under two or three witnesses : of 
how much sorer punishment, suppose ve, 
shall he be thought worthy, who hath trodaen 
nnder foot the Son of God, and hath counted 
the blood of the covenant, wherewith he was 
sanctified, an unholy thing, and hath done 
despite unto the Spirit of grace? For we 
know Him that hath said. Vengeance be- 
longeth unto Me, I will recompense, saith the 
Lord. And again. The Lord shall judge His 
people. It is a fearful thing to fall into the 
nands of the living God. But call to remem- 
brance the former days, in which, after ye 
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were illummated, ye endured a great fight of 
afflictions; partly, whilst ye were made a 
gazing stoGJc hoth hy reproaches and afflic- 
tions; and partly, whilst ye hecame com- 
panions of them that were so used. For ye 
had compassion of me in my bonds, and took 
joyfully the spoiling of your goods, knowing 
m yourselyes that ye have in heaven a better 
and an enduring substance. Cast not away 
therefore your confidence, which hath great re- 
compence of reward. For ye have need of 
patience, that, after ye have done the will of 
God, ye might receive the promise. For yet 
a little while, and He that shall come will 
come, and will not tarry. Now the just shall 
live by faith : but if any man draw back; my 
soul shall have no pleasure in him. 



Saturday — Fourth Week after JEaster. 
I Corinthians xi. 23 — 29. 

I HAVE received of the Lord that which also 
I delivered unto you, That the Lord Jesus 
the same night in which He was betrayed 
took bread : and when He had given thanks, 
He brake it, and said, Take, eat : this is My 
body, which is broken for you : this do in re- 
membrance of Me. After the same manner 
also He took the cup, when He had supped^ 
saying. This cup is the New Testament in My 
blood: this do ye, as oft as ye dzink it^ in 
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remembrance of Me. Por as often as ye eat 
this bread, and drink this cup, ye do show the 
Lord's death till He come. Wherefore who- 
soever shall eat this bread, and drink this cup 
of the Lord, unworthily, shall be guilty of the 
body and blood of the Lord. But let a man ex- 
amine himself, and so let him eat of that bread, 
and drink of that cup. For he that eateth 
and drinketh unworthily, eateth and drinketh 
damnation to himself, not discerning the 
Lord's body. 

Fifth Sunday after Easter, 
I Thessalonians rv. 13—18. 

I WOULD not have you to be ignorant, 
brethren, concerning them which are 
asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others 
whicn have no hope. For if we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again^ even so them also 
which sleep in Jesus will God bring with 
Him. For this we say imto you by the word 
of the Lord, that we which are alive and re- 
main unto the coming of the Lord, shall not 
prevent them which are asleep. For the Lord 
Himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the dead in 
Christ shall rise first : then we which are alive 
and remain shall be caught up together with 
tiiem in the clouds, to meet the Lord in the 
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air : and so shall we ever be with the Lord, 
Wherefore comfort one another with these 
words. 



Rogation Monday, 
Psalm xxxn. i — 7. 

BLESSED is he whose transgression is for- 
given, whose sin is covered. Blessed is 
the man unto whom the Lord imputeth not 
iniquity, and in whose spirit there is no guile. 
When I kept silence, my bones waxed old 
through my roaring all the day long. For 
day and night Thy hand was heavy upon me : 
my moisture is turned into the drought of 
simimer. Selah. I acknowledged my sin unto 
Thee, and mine iniquity have I not hid. I 
said, I will confess mv trangressions imto 
the Lord: and Thou rorgaveat the iniquity 
of my sin.

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Bogation Tuesday. 

PSAXM XC. I — 12. 

LORD, Thou hast been our dwelling-place 
in all generations. Before the mountains 
were brought forth, or ever Thou hadst 
formed the earth and the world, even from 
everlasting to everlasting, Thou art God. 
Thou tumest man to destruction, and sayest, 
Return, ye children of men. For a thousand 
years in Thy sight are but as yesterday when 
it is past, and as a watch in the niffht. Thou 
carriest them away as with a flood ; they are 
as a sleep : in the morning they are like ffrass 
which groweth up. In the morning it lou- 
risheth, and groweth up ; in the^ evening it is 
cut down, and withereth. For we are con- 
smned by Thine anger, and by Thy wrath 
are we troubled. Thou hast set our iniquities 
before Thee, our secret sins in the light of 
Thy countenance. For all our days are passed 
away in Thy wrath : we spend our years as a 
tale that is told. The days of our years are 
threescore years and ten; and if by reason 
of strength they be fourscore years, yet is 
their stren^h labour and sorrow, for it is 
soon cut off, and we fly away. Who knoweth 
the power of Thine anger? even according 
to Thy fear, so is Thy wrath. So teach us to 
number our days, that we may apply our 
hearts unto wisdom. 
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Rogation Wednesday, 
St. John xx. ii — 18. 

MARY stood without at the sepulchre 
weeping : and as she wept, she stooped 
down, and looked into the sepulchre, and 
seeth two angels in white, sitting, the one at 
the head, and the other at the feet, where the 
body of Jesus had lain. And they say unto 
her. Woman, why weepest thou ? She saith 
unto them, Because they have taken away 
my Lord, and I know not where they have 
laid Him. And when she had thus said, she 
turned herself back, and saw Jesus standing, 
and knew not that It was Jesus. Jesus saith 
imto her. Woman, why weepest thou ? whom 
seekest thouP she, supposing Him to be 
the gardener, saith unto Him, Sir, if Thou 
have borne Him hence, tell me where Thou 
hast laid Him, and I will take Him away. 
Jesus saith unto her, Mary. She turned her- 
self, and saith unto Him, Kabboni ; which ia 
to say. Master. Jesus saith unto her. Touch 
Me not; for I am not yet ascended to My 
Father : but go to My brethren, and say unto 
them, I ascend imto My Father, and your 
Father; and to My God, and your God. 
Mary Magdalene came and told the disciples 
that she had seen the Lord, and that He had 
spoken these things unto her. 
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Ascension Day, 
Hebre-ws vn. 24 — ^vin. a. 

THIS Man, because He continueth ever, 
hath an unchangeable priesthood. Where- 
fore He is able also to save them to the utter- 
most that come imto God by Him, seeing 
He ever liveth to maJ^e intercession for them. 
For such an High Priest became us, Who is 
holy, harmless, undefiled, separate from sin- 
ners, and made higher than the heavens j 
Who needeth not daily, as those high priests, 
to offer up sacrifice, first for His own sins, 
and then for the people's: for this He did 
once, when He ofiered up Himself For the 
law maketh men high priests which have in- 
firmity J but the word of the oath, which was 
since the law, maketh the Son, who is con- 
secrated for evermore. Now of the things 
which we have spoken this is the sum : we 
have such an High Priest, Who is set on the 
right hand of the throne of the Majesty in 
the heavens : a minister of the sanctuary, and 
of the true tabernacle, which the Lord pitched, 
and not man. 



Friday after Ascension Day, 
St. John xvn. i — 11. 

rpHESE words spake Jesus, and lifted up 
X His eyes to heaven, and said, Father, the 
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hour is come ; glorify Thy Son, that Thy Son 
also may glorify Thee: as Thou hast given 
Him power oyer all flesh, that He should 
give eternal life to as many as Thou hast 
given Him. And this is life eternal, that 
they might know Thee the only true God, 
and Jesus Christ, whom Thou hast sent. I 
have glorified Thee on the earth: I have 
finished the work which Thou pavest Me to 
do. And now, O Father, glorify Thou Me 
with Thine Own Self, with the glory which 
I had with Thee before the world waa. I 
have manifested Thy name unto the men 
which Thou gavest Me out of the world: 
Thine they were, and Thou gavest them Me ; 
and they have kept Thy word. Now they 
have known that all things whatsoever Thou 
hast given Me are of Thee. For I have given 
unto them the words which Thou gavest Me ; 
and they have received them, and have known 
surely that I came out from Thee, and they 
have believed that Thou didst send Me. I 
pray for them : I pray not for the world, but 
for them which Thou hast given Me ; for 
thej are Thine. And all Mine are Thine, and 
Thme are Mine ; and I am glorified in them. 
And now I am no more in the world, but 
these are in the world, and I come to Thee. 
Holy Father, keep through Thine own name 
those whom Thou hast given Me, that they 
may be one, as we are. 
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Saturday after Ascension Day, 
St. John xvn. 13 — 19. 

AND now come I to thee ; and these things 
I speak in the world, that they might 
have My joy fulfilled in themselves. I have 
given them Thy word; and the world hath 
hated them, hecause they are not of the 
world, even as I am not of the world. I pray 
not that Thou shouldest take them out 01 the 
world, hut that Thou shouldest keep them 
from the evil. They are not of the world, 
even as I am not of the world. Sanctify 
them through Thy truth : Thy word is truth. 
As Thou hast sent Me into the world, even so 
have I also sent them into the world. And 
for their sakes I sanctify Myself, that they 
also might be sanctified through the truth. 



Sunday after Ascension Day, 
St. John xvn. 20 — 26. 

NEITHER pray I for these alone, but for 
them also which shall believe on Me 
through their word; that they all may be 
one; as Thou, Father, art in Me and I in 
Thee, that they also may be one in Us : that 
the world may believe that Thou hast sent 
Me. And the glory which Thou gavest Me, 
I have given them, that they may be one, 
even as We are One ; I in them, and Thou 
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in Me, that they may be made perfect in one ; 
and that the world may know that Thou hast 
sent Me, and hast loved them, as Thou hast 
loved Me. Father, I wiU that they also, 
whom Thou hast given Me, be with Me 
where I am ; that they may behold My 
glory, which Thou hast given Me ; for Thou 
lovedst Me before the foundation of the 
world. Righteous Father, the world hath 
not known Thee : but I have known Thee, 
and these have known that Thou haat sent 
Me. And I have declared unto them Thy 
name, and will declare it : that the love 
wherewith Thou hast loved Me may be in 
them, and I in them.

tnat My joy might remain in you, and that 
your joy might be full. This is My com-

friends. Ye ore My fnends, if ye do what- 
soever I command vou. Henceforth I call 
you not servants; for the servant knoweth 
not what his lord doeth ; but I have called 
you friends ; for all things that I have heard 
from My Father I have made known unto 
you. Ye have not chosen Me, but I have 
chosen you, and ordained you, that ye should 
go and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit 
should remain : that whatsoever ye shall ask 
of the Father in My name He may give it you.

COLOSSUNS lU. I — II. 

IF ye then be risen with Christ, seek those 
things which are above, where Christ sit- 
teth on the right hand of God. Set your 
affections on thmgs above, not on things on 
the earth. For jre are dead, and your life is 
hid with Christ m God. When Christ, who 
is our life, shall appear, then shall ye also ap- 
pear with Him m glory. Mortify therefore 
your members which are upon the earth; 
fornication, uncleanness, inordinate affection, 
evil concupiscence, and covetousness, which 
is idolatry : for which things* sake the wrath 
of God Cometh on the children of disobe- 
dience : In the which ye also walked some 
time^ when ye lived in them. But now ye 
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also put off all these ; anger^ wrath, malice^ 
blasphemy, filthy communication out of your 
mouth. Lie not one to another, seeing that 
ye have put off the old man with his deeds ; 
and have put on the new man, which is re- 
newed in knowledge after the image of Him 
that created him; where there is neither 
Greek nor Jew, circumcision nor imcircum- 
cision, barbarian, Scythian, bond nor free: 
but Christ is all, and in all. 



Wednesday — Week after Ascension Day, 
Philippians ra. 17 — rv. i. 

BRETHREN, be followers together of me, 
and mark them which walk, so as ye have 
us for an ensample. For many walk, of whom 
I have told you often, and now tell you even 
weeping, that they are the enemies of the 
cross of Christ: whose end is destruction, 
whose God is their belly, and whose glory is 
^ their shame; who mind earthly things, 
■t'or our conversation is in heaven; from 
:^iience also we look for the Saviour, the

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Thursday — Week after Ascension Bay, 
2 Thessaloniajts il 1 3 — ^m. 5. 

WE are bound to give thanks alwav to God 
for you, brethren beloved of the Lord, 
because God hath from the beginning chosen 
you to salvation through sanctification of the 
Spirit and belief of the truth : whereunto He 
called you by our gospel, to the obtaining of 
the glory of our Lora Jesus Christ. There- 
fore, brethren, stand fast, and hold the tradi- 
tions which ye have been taught, whether by 
word, or our epistle. Now our Lord Jesus 
Christ Himself, and God, even our Father, 
which hath loved us, and hath given us everlast- 
ing consolation and good hope through grace, 
comfort your hearts, and stablish you in every 
good word and work. Finally, brethren, pray 
for us, that the word of the Lord may have free 
course, and be glorified, even as it is with you: 
and that we mav be delivered from unreason- 
able and wicked men : for all men have not 
faith. But the Lord is faithful, who shall 
stablish you, and keep you from evil. And 
we have confidence in the Lord touching you, 
that ye both do and will do the things which 
we command vou. And the Lord direct your 
hearts into tne love of God, and into the 
patient waiting for Christ. 
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Friday-- Week after Ascension Day, 
St. Jambs n. 14—26. 

WHAT doth it profit, my brethren, though 
a man say fie hath faith, and bave not 
works? Can faith save him? I^a brother or 
sister be naked, and destitute of daily tooa, 
and one of you say unto them, Depart m 
peace, be ye warmed and filled; notwithstanO- 
ing ye give them not those things which are 
needful to the body; what doth it protitr 
Even so faith, if it hath not works, is dea^, 
being alone. Yea, a man may say, Thou Hast 
faith, and I have works : shew me thy laitn 
without thy works, and 1 will shew thee my 
faith by my works. Thou believest that there 
is one God ; thou doest well : the devils also 
believe, and tremble. But wilt thou know, U 
vain man, that faith without works is dead i* 
Was not Abraham our fSather justified by 
works, when he had oflfered Isaac his son upon 
the altar? Seest thou how faith wrought 
with his works, and by works was faith made 
perfect? And the scripture was fulfilled which 
saith, Abraham believed God, and it was im- 
puted unto him for righteousness : and lie was 
called the Friend of God. Ye see then how 
that by works a man is justified, and not by 
faith only. Likewise also was not Raliab the 
harlot justified by works, when she had re- 
ceived the messengers, and had sent them out 
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another way ? For as the body without the 
spirit is dead^'so faith without works is dead 
also. 



Saturday — Week after Ascension Day, 
St. John vi. 51—58. 

I AM the living bread which came down from 
heaven : if any man eat of this bread, he 
shall live for ever : and the bread that I will 
give is My flesh, which I will give for the life 
of the world. The Jews therefore strove 
among themselves, saying, How can this Man 
give us His flesh to eat? Then Jesus said 
unto them, Verily, verily, I say imto you. 
Except ye eat the flesh of the Son of STan, 
and drink His blood, ye have no life in you. 
"WTioso eateth Mv flesh, and driiOceth 'My 
blood, hath eternal life ; and I will raise him 
up at the last day. For My flesh is meat in- 
deed, and My blood is drink indeed. He that 
eateth My *flesh, and drinketh My blood, 
dwelleth in Me, and I in him. As the living 
Father hath sent Me, and I live by the Father: 
so he that eateth Me, even he shall live by 
Me. This is that bread which came down 
from heaven : not as your fathers did eat 
manna, and are dead : he that eateth of this 
bread shall live for ever.

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Whit Stmday, 
fioMANsvm. II — 17. 

IF the Spirit of Him that raised up Jesus 
from the dead dwell in you, He that raised 
up Christ from the dead shall also quicken 
your mortal hodies by His Spirit that 
dwelleth in you. Therefore, brethren, we are 
debtors, not to the flesh, to live after the flesh. 
For if ye live after the flesh ye shall die : but 
if ye through the Spirit do mortify the deeds 
of the body, ye shall live. For as many as 
are led by the Spirit of God, they are the sons 
of God. For ye have not received the spirit 
of bondage agam to fear; but ye have received 
the Spirit of adoption, whereby we cry, Abba, 
Father. The Spmt itself beareth witness with 
our Spirit, that we are the children of God : 
and if children, then heirs ; heirs of God, and 
joint-heirs with Christ ; if so be that we suffer 
with Him, that we may be also glorified 
together.

And I knew Him not : but 
that He sbould be made manifest to Israel, 
therefore am I come baptizing with water. 
And John bare record, saying, I saw the 
Spirit descending from heaven like a dove, 
and It abode upon Him. And I knew Him 
not: but He that sent me to baptize with 
water, the Same said unto me. Upon whom 
thou shalt see the Spirit descending, and re- 
maining on Him, the same is He which bap- 
tizeth with the Holy Ghost.

The measure thereof is longer 
than the earth, and broader than the sea. If 
He cut off, and shut up, or gather together, 
then who can hinder Him P For He know- 
eth vain men; He seeth wickedness also; 
will He not then consider it P For vain man 
would be wise, though man be bom like a 
wild ass's colt. If thou prepare thy heart, 
and stretch out thine hanos toward Him ; if 
iniquity be in thine hand, put it far away, 
and let not wickedness dwell in thy taber- 
nacles. For then shalt thou lift up thy face 
without spot; yea, thou shalt be steadfast, 
and shalt not fear : because thou shalt for- 
get thy misery, and remember it as waters 
that pass away : and thine age shall be clearer 
than the noon-day; thou shalt shine forth, 
thou shalt be as the morning.

IF any man offend not in word, the same is 
a perfect man, and able also to bridle the 
whole Dod V. Behold, we put bits in the horses' 
mouths, tnat they may obey us ; and we turn 
about their whole body. Behold also the 
ships, which though they be so great, and are 
driven of fierce winds, yet are they turned 
about with a very small helm, whithersoever 
the governor listeth. Even so the tongue is 
a little member, and boasteth great things. 
Behold, how ffreat a matter a little nre 
kindleth ! And the tongue is a tire, a world 
of iniquity : so is the tongue among our 
members, that it defileth the whole body, and 
fietteth on fire the course of nature : and it is 
set on fire of hell. For every kind of beasts, 
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and of birds, and of serpents, and of things 
in the sea, is tamed, and hath been tamed of 
mankind : but the tongue can no man tame ; 
it is an unruly evil, full of deadly poison. 
Therewith bless we God, even the'l^^ther; 
and therewith curse we men, which are made 
after the similitude of God. Out of the same 
mouth proceedeth blessing and cursing. My 
brethren; these things ought not so to be.

LIKEWISE, ye younger, submit your- 
I Iselves unto the elder. Yea, all of you be 
subject one to another, and be clothed with 
humility: for God resisteth the proud, and 
giveth grace to the humble.

NO man batb seen God at any time. If 
we love one another, God dwell eth in 
us, and His love is perfected in us. Hereby 
know we that we dwell in Him and He in 
us, because He bath given us of His Spirit. 
And we have seen and do testifjjr that the 
Father sent the Son to be the Saviour of the 
world. Whosoever shall confess that Jesus 
is the Son of God, God dwelleth in him, 
and he in God.

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Thursday ^First Week after Trinity, 
St. Matthew xiv. 22 — 33. 

AND straightway Jesus constrained His 
disciples to get into a ship, and to go be- 
fore Him unto the other side, while He sent 
the multitudes awaj. And when He had sent 
the multitudes away, He went up into a moun- 
tain apart to pray : and when the evening was 
come, He was there alone. But the ship was 
now in the midst of the sea, tossed with 
waves: for the wind was contrary. And in 
the fourth watch of the night Jesus went unto 
them, walking on the sea. And when the 
disciples saw Him walking on the sea, they 
were troubled, saying. It is a spirit ; and they 
cried out for fear.

ll/HEREFORE seeing we also are com- 
YY passed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and 
the sin which doth so easily beset us, and let 
us run with patience the race that is set before 
us, looking unto Jesus the Author and Pinisher 
of our faith ; Who for the joy that was set be- 
fore Him endured the cross, despising the 
shame, and is set down at the right hand of 
the tluDue of God. For consider Him that 
endured such contradiction of sinners against 
Himself, lest ye be wearied and faint in your 
minds. Ye have not yet resisted unto blood, 
striving against sin. And ye have forgotten the 
exhortation which speaketh unto you as unto 
children, My son, despise not Thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint when thou 
art rebuked of Him: for whom the Lord 
loveth He chasteneth, and scourgeth every 
son whom He receiveth.

If the 
clouds be full of rain, they empty themselves 
upon the earth : and if the tree fail toward the 
south, or toward the north, in the place where 
the tree falleth, there it shall be.

of these. Wherefore, if God so clothe the 
grass of the field, which to-day is, and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall He 
not much more clothe you, O ye of little 
faith P Therefore take no thought, saying.

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drink ? or Wherewithal shall we be clothed P 
(For after all these things do the Gentiles 
seek :) for your heavenly Father knoweth that 
ye have need of all these things. But seek 
ye first the kingdom of God^ and His righteous- 
ness ; and all these things shall be added unto 
you. Take therefore no thought for the mor- 
row: for the morrow shall take thought for 
the things of itself. Sufficient imto the day 
is the evil thereof.

PHILIP saith unto Him, Lord, show us 
the Father, and it sufficeth us. Jesus 
saith imto him, Have I been so long time 
with you, and yet hast thou not known Me, 
Philip? He tnat hath seen Me hath seen 
the Father ; and how sayest thou then. Show 
us the Father? Believest thou not that I 
am in the Father, and the Father in Me P The 
words that I speak unto you, I speak not of 
MyseK : but the Father that dweUeth in Me, 
He doeth the works. Believe Me that I am 
in the Father, and the Father in Me : or elae 
believe Me for the very works' sake. Verily, 
verily, I say unto you, He that believeth on 
Me, the works that I do shall he do also; 
and greater works than these shall he do; 
because I ffo unto My Father. And what- 
soever ye shall ask in My name, that will I 
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dO; that the Father may be glorified in the 
Son. If ^e shall ask anything in My name^ 
I will do it. 



TTiursda^ — Second Week after Trinity, 
Romans xiY. 13 — 23. 

LET us not therefore judge one another 
any more : but judge this rather, that no 
man put a stumbling-block, or an occasion to 
fall, m his brother's way. I know, and am 
persuaded by the Lord Jesus, that there is 
nothing unclean* of itself: but to him that 
esteemeth anything to be unclean, to him it 
is imclean. jBut if thy brother be grieved 
with thy meat, now walkest thou not chari- 
tably, bestroy not him with thy meat for 
whom Christ died. Let not then your good 
be evil spoken of: for the kingdom of God is 
not meat and drink ; but righteousness, and 
peace, and joy in the Holy Ghost. For he 
that in these things serveth Christ is accep- 
table to God, and approved of men. Let us 
therefore follow after the things which make 
for peace, and things wherewith one may 
edify another. For meat destroy not the 
work of God. All things indeed are pure ; 
but it is evil for that man who eateth with 
offence. It is good neither to eat flesh, nor 
to drink wine, nor anything whereby thy 
brother stumbleth, or is offended, or is made

weak. Hast thou faith ? have it to thyself 
before God. Happy is he that condemneth 
not himself in that thing which he alloweth. 
And he that doubteth is damned if he eat, be- 
cause he eateth not of faith } for whatsoever 
is not of faith is sin. 



Friday — Second Week after Irinity, 

2 COBINTHIANS IV. l^ — ^V. 10. 

OUR light affliction, which is but for a 
moment, worketh for us a far more ex- 
ceeding and eternal weight of glory. While 
we look not at the things which are seen, but 
at the things which are not seen : for the 
things which are seen are temporal ; but the 
things which are not seen are eternal. For 
we know that if our earthly house of this 
tabernacle were dissolved, we have a building 
of God, an house not made with hands, 
eternal in the heavens. For in this we groan, 
earnestly desiring to be clothed upon with 
our house which is from heaven: if so be 
that being clothed we shall not be found 
naked. For we that are in this tabernacle do 
groan, being burdened : not for that we would 
be unclothed, but clothed upon, that mor- 
telity might be swallowed up of life. Now 
He that hath wrought us ror the selfSsame 
thing 18 God, who also hath given unto us 
+.he earnest of the Spirit. Therefore we are 
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always confident^ knowing that; whilst we are 
at home in the hody, we are absent from the 
Lord (for we walk by faith, not by sight) : 
we are confident, I say, and willing rather to 
be absent from the body, and to oe present 
with the Lord. Wherefore we labour, that, 
whether present or absent, we may be ac- 
cepted of Him. For we must all appear 
before the judgment seat of Christ; that 
eyery one may receive the things done in his 
body, according to that he hath done, whether 
it be good or bad. 

Saturday — Second Week after Trinity, 

ECOLESIASTBS V. 1—8. 

KEEP thy foot when thou goest to the 
house of God, and be more ready to hear 
than to give the sacrifice of fools: for they 
consider not that they do evil. Be not rash 
with thy mouth, and let not thine heart be 
hasty to utter anything before God : for God 
is in heaven, and thou upon earth : therefore 
let thy words be few. For a dream cometh 
through the multitude of business; and a 
fool's voice is known by multitude of words. 
When thou vowest a vow unto God, defer 
not to pay it; for He hath no pleasure in 
fools : pay that which thou hast vowed. 
Better is it that thou shouldest not vow, than 
that thou shouldest vow and not pay. Suflbr 
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not thy mouth to cause thy flesh to sin; 
neither say thou before the angel that it was 
an error : wherefore should God be angry at 
thy voice, and destroy the work of thine 
hands P For in the mmtitude of dreams and 
many words there are also divers vanities: 
but fear thou God. If thou seest the oppres- 
sion of the poor, and violent perverting of 
judgment and justice in a province, marvel 
not at the matter ; for He that is higher than 
the highest regardeth ; and there oe higher 
than they. 

Third Sunday after jy-mify, 
I St. Petsb ra. 8 — 13. 

T7INALLY, be ye all of one mind, having 
JU compassion one of another, love as 
brethren, De pitiful, be courteous : not ren- 
dering evil for evil, or railing for railing; 
but contrariwise blessing; knowing that ye 
are thereunto called, that ye should inherit a 
blessing. For he that will love life, and see 
good days, let him refrain his tongue from 
evil, and his lips that they speak no guile : 
let him eschew evil, and do good; let him 
seek peace, and ensue it. For the eyes of 
the Lord are over the righteous, and His 
ears are open unto their prayers; but the 
face of the Lord is against them that do evil. 
And who is he that will harm you, if ye be 
followers of that which is good ? 
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Monday—Third Week after TrinUy. 
St. Luke xn. 21 — 32. 

AND He said unto His disciples, Therefore 
I say unto you, Take no thought for 
your life, what ye shall eat ; neither for the 
body, what ye shall put on. The life is more 
than meat, and the Dody is more than rai- 
ment. Consider the ravens : for they neither 
BOW nor reap ; which neither have store-house 
nor bam; and God feedeth them. How much 
more are ye better than the fowls? And 
•which of you with taking thought can add to 
bis stature one cubit? K ye then be not 
able to do that thing which is least, why take 
ye thought for. the rest ? Consider the lilies 
now they grow : they toil not, they spin not ; 
and yet I say unto you, that Solomon, in all 
bis glory, was not arrayed like one of these. 
If then God so clothe the grass, which is to- 
day in the field, and to-morrow is cast into 
the oven; how much more will he clothe 
you, ye of little faith ? And seek not ye 
what ye shall eat, or what ye shall drink, 
neither be ye of doubtful mind. For all these 
things do tne nations of the world seek after : 
and your Father knoweth that ye have need 
of these things. But rather seek ye the 
kingdom of God ; and all these things shall be 
added unto you. Fear not, little flock ; for it 
ifl your Father's good pleasure to give you the 
kingdom. 
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Tuesday-^Third Week after Trinity, 
St. Mark rv. 35 — ^41. 

rB same day^ when the even was come, 
He saith unto them, Let us pass over 
unto the other side. And when they had sent 
away the multitude, they took Him even as 
He was in the ship : and there were also with 
Him other little ships. And there arose a 
great storm of wind, and the waves beat into 
the ship, so that it was now full. And He 
was in the hinder part of the ship, asleep on a 
pillow : and they awake Him, and say unto 
Him, Master, carest Thou not that we perish P 
And He arose, and rebuked the wind, and 
said unto the sea, Peace, be still. And 
the wind ceased, and there was a great calm. 
And He said unto them, Why are ve so 
fearful P How is it that ye have no faith P 
And they feared exceedingly, and said one to 
another. What manner of Man is this, that 
even the wind and the sea obey himP

ECCLESIASTES V. ID— 1 7. 

HE that loveth silver shall not be satisfied 
with silver; nor he that loveth abun- 
dance with increase. This is also vanity. 
When goods increase, they are increased Uiat 
eat them: and what good is there to the 
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owners tbei-eof, saving the beholding of them 
with their eyes ? The sleep of a labouring 
man is sweet, whether he eat little or much : 
but the abundance of the lich will not suffer 
him to sleep. There is a sore evil which I 
have seen under the sun, namely, riches kept 
for the owners thereof to their hurt. But 
those riches perish by evil travail; and he 
begetteth a son, and there is nothing in his 
hand. As he came forth of his mother's 
womb, naked shall he return to go as he came, 
and shall take nothing of his labour, which he 
may carry awav in his hand. And this also 
is a sore evil, that in all points as he came, so 
shall he go: and what profit hath he that 
hath laboured for the wmdP All his days 
also he eateth in darkness : and he hath much 
sorrow and wrath with his sickness. 



Tkursday^Third Week after Trinity. 
Isaiah xl. 12 — 24. 

WHO hath measured the waters in the hol- 
low of His hand, and meted out 
heaven with the span, and comprehended the 
dust of the earth in a measure, and weighed 
the mountains in scales, and the hills in a 
balance? Who hath directed the Spirit of 
the LoBD, or being His coimsellor hath taught 
Him? With whom took He counsel, and 
who instructed Him, and taught Him in the 
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shall wither; and the whirlwind shall take 
them away as stuhble.

Uphold me accord- 
ing unto Thy word, that I may live : and let 
me not he asnamed of my hope. Hold Thou 
me .up, and I shall be sue : and I will have 
respect unto Thy statutes continually. Thou 
hast trodden down all them that err from Thy 
statutes : for their deceit is falsehood. Thou 
puttest away idl the wicked of the earth like 
dross : therefore I love Thy testimonies. My 
flesh trembleth for fear of Thee \ and I am 
afraid of Thy judgments.

Hbbbbws XL I — 6. 

NOW, faith is the substance of things hoped 
for, the evidence of things not seen. 
For by it the elders obtained a good report. 
Through faith we understand that the worlds 
were rramed by the word of God; so that 
things which are seen were not made of 
things which do appear. By faith Abel 
ofiered unto God a more excellent sacrifice 
than Cain, by which he obtained witness that 
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he was righteous, God testifying of his gifts : 
and by it he, being dead, yet speaketh. By 
faith Enoch was translated that ne should not 
see death ; and was not found, because God 
had translated him : for before his transla- 
tion he had this testimony, that he pleased 
God. But without faith it is impossible to 
please Him : for he that cometh to God must 
Delieve that He is, and that He is a rewarder 
of them that diligently seek Him, 



Wednegday^Fourth Week after Trinity, 
St. James i. 9 — 15. 

LET the brother of low degree rejoice in 
t that he is exalted : but the rich, in that 
he is made low : because as the flower of the 
grass he shall pass away. For the sun is no 
sooner risen with a burning heat, but it 
withereth the grass, and the flower thereof 
fjEdleth, and the grace of the fashion of it 
perisheth: so also shall the rich man fade 
away in hii» ways. Blessed is the man that 
endureth temptation : for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crown of life, which the 
Lord hath promised to them that love Him. 
Let no man say when he is tempted, I am 
tempted of God : for God cannot oe tempted 
with evil, neither tempteth he any man : but 
every man is tempted, when he is drawn 
away of his own lust, and enticed. Then 
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when lust hath conceiyed^ it bringeth forth 
sin; and sin, when it is finished; bringeth 
forth death.

rilHIS is the record, that God hath given 
JL to us eternal life, and this life is in His 
Son. He that hath the Son hath life: and 
he that hath not the Son of God hath not 
life.

that ye may know that ye have eternal life, 
and £hat ye may believe on the name of the 
Son of God.

The disciple is not above his 
master : but every one that is perfect shall be 
as his master. And why beholdest thou the 
jnote that is in thy brother's eye, but perceiv- 
est not the beam that is in thine own eve P 
Either how canst thou say to thy brother, 
Brother, let me pull out the mote that is in 
thine eye, when tnou thyself beholdest not the 
beam that is in thine own eye ?

GIVE not that which is holy unto the dogs, 
neither cast ye your peiurls before swine, 
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lest they trample tbem under their feet^ and 
turn again aad rend you. Ask, and it shall 
be given you ; seek^ and ye shall find ; knock^ 
and it shall be opened unto you : for every one 
that asketh receiveth; and he that seeketh 
findeth ; and to him that knocketh it shall be 
opened.

is the ^ate and narrow is the way which leadeth 
unto life; and few there be that find it.

■RITT brethren, have not the faith of our Lord 
ixL Jesus Christ, the Lord of glory, with re- 
spect of persons. For if there come unto your

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that weareth the gay clothings and saj unto 
him, Sit thou here in a good place ; and say 
to the poor, Stand thou there, or sit here under 
my footstool : are ye not then partial in your- 
selyes, and are hecome judges of evil thoughts P 
Hearken, my heloved hrethren, Hath not God 
chosen the poor of this world rich in faith, and 
heirs of the kingdom which He hath promised 
to them that love Him ?

Trust 
not in oppression^ and become not vain in rob- 
bery : if nches increase, set not your heart upon 
them. God hath spoken once ; twice have I 
heard this ; that power belongeth mito God.

Fall on us, and hide 
us from the face of Him that sitteth on the 
throne, and from the wrath of the Lamb : for 
the great day of His wrath is come ; and who 
shall be able to stand P And after these things 
I saw four angels standing on the four comers 
of the earth, holding the four winds of the 
earth, that the wind should not blow on the 
earth, nor on the sea, nor on the tree. And 
I saw another angel ascending from the east 
having the seal of the living God: and he 
cried with a loud voice to the four angels, to 
whom it was given to hurt the earth and tiie 
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sea, saying; Hurt not the earth, neither the 
sea, nor the trees, till we have sealed the ser- 
vants of our God in their foreheads.

PeOVEEBSXV. I — II. 

A SOFT answer tumeth away wrath: but 
grievous words stir up anger. The 
tongue of the wise useth knowledge aright : 
but the mouth of fools poureth out foolish- 
ness. The eyes of the Lord are in every 
placej beholding the €vil and the good. A 
wholesome ton^e is a tree, of life : but per- 
verseness therein is a breach in the spirit. A 
fool despiseth his father's instruction : but he 
that regardeth reproof is prudent. In the 
house of the righteous is much treasure : but 
in the revenues of the wicked is trouble. 
The lips of the wise disperse knowledge : but 
the heart of the foolish doeth not so. The 
8acri:fice of the wicked is an abomination to 
the Lord: but the prayer of the upright is 
His delight. The way of the wicked is an 
abomination unto the Lord : but He loveth 
him that followeth after righteousness. Cor- 
rection is grievous unto him that forsaketh 
the way ; and he that hateth reproof shall die. 
Hell and destruction are before the Lord; 
how much more then the hearts of the chil- 
dren of men P 
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Itiesday — Sixth Week after Trinity, 
Isaiah lv. 6 — ii. 

SEEK ye the Lobd while He may be found, 
call ye upon Him while He is near. Let 
the wicked forsake his way, and the unright- 
eous man his thoughts: and let him return 
unto Ihe Lobd, and He will have mercy upon 
him ; and to our God, for He will abundantly 
pardon. For My thoughts are not your 
thoughts, neither are your ways My ways, 
saith the Lobd. For as the heavens are 
higher than the earth, so are Mv wavs higher 
than vour ways, and My thoughts than 
your thoughts. For as the rain cometh down, 
and the snow, from heaven, and retumeth not 
thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh 
it bring forth and bud, that it may give seed 
to the sower, and bread to the eater : so shall 
My word be that goeth forth out of My 
mouth : it shall not return unto Me void ; but 
it shall accomplish that which I please, and 
it shall prosper in the thing whereto I sent it. 



Wednesday— Sixth Week after TrinUy, 
I St. Peteb u. II — 17. 

DEARLY beloved^ I beseech you as 
strangers and pilgrims, abstain from 
fleshly lusts, which war against the soul; 
having your conversation honest among the 
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Gentiles : that whereas they speak against 
you as evildoers, they may by your good 
works, which they shall behold, glorify God 
in the day of visitation. Submit yourselves 
to every ordinance of man for the Lord's 
sake : whether it be to the king, as supreme ; 
or unto governors, as unto them that are sent 
by him for the punishment of evildoers, and 
for the praise of them that do well. For so 
is the will of God, that with well-doing ye 
may put to silence the ignoi'ance of foolish 
men: as free, and not using your liberty for 
a cloke of maliciousness, but as the servants 
of God. Honour all men. Love the brother- 
hood. Fear God. Honour the king. 



Thursday — Sixth Week after Trinity, 
St. Luke vi. 43 — 49. 

A GOOD tree bringeth not forth corrupt 
fruit ; neither doth a corrupt tree bring 
forth good fruit. For every tree is known by 
his own fruit: for of thorns men do not 
gather figs, nor of a bramble-bush gather 
they grapes. A ffood man out of the good 
treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is good; and an evil man out of the 
evil treasure of his heart bringeth forth that 
which is evil : for of the abundance of the 
heart his mouth speaketh. And why call ye 
Me^ Lord, Lord, and do not the things which 
jt 2 
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I say? Whosoever cometh to Me, and 
heareth My sayings, and doeth them, I will 
shew you to whom he is like : He is like a 
man which huilt an house, and digged deep, 
and laid the foundation on a rock ; and when 
the flood arose, the stream heat vehemently 
upon that house, and could not shake it : for 
it was founded upon a rock. But he that 
heareth, and doeth not, is like a man that 
without a foundation huilt an house upon the 
earth; against which the stream did beat 
vehemently, and immediately it fell ; and the 
ruin of that house was great. 

Friday— SLvth Week after Trinity, 
Bbtelation ra. 1—5. 

UNTO the angel of the church in Sardis 
write : These things saith He that hath 
the seven Spirits of God, and the seven stars ; 
I know thy works, that thou hast a name that 
thou livest, and art dead. Be watchful, and 
strengthen the things which remain, that are 
ready to die : for I have not found thv works 
perfect before God. Remember therefore 
now thou hast received and heard ; and hold 
fast; and repent. If therefore thou shsdt not 
watch, I will come on thee as a thief, and 
thou shalt not know what hour I will come 
upon thee. Thou hast a few names even in 
Sardis, which have not defiled their garments ; 
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and they shall walk with me in white : for 
they are worthy. He that overcometh, the 
same shall be clothed in white raiment ; and 
I will not blot out his name out of the book of 
life^ but I will confess his name before My 
Father, and before His angels. 



Satm'day — SLvih Week after TViniiy, 
St. Jaxes IV. 13 — 17. 

GO to now, ye that say, To-day or to-mor- 
row, we will go into such a city and con- 
tinue there a year, and buy and seD, and get 
gain : Whereas, ye know not what shall be on 
the morrow. For what is your life P It is 
even a vapour, that appeareth for a little time, 
and then vanisheth away. For that ye ought 
to say. If the Lord will, we shall live, and do 
this, or that. But now ye rejoice in your 
boastings; all such rejoicing is evil. There- 
fore to him that knoweth to do good, and 
doeth it not, to him it is sin. 



Seventh Sunday after Trinity, 
St. Matthew xx. 20—28. 

r£N came to Him the mother of Zebe- 
dee's children, with her sons, worshipping 
Him, and desiring a certain thing of Him. 
And He said unto her. What wilt tiiou P She 
flaith imto Him, Grant that these my two

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Bons may sit, the one on Thy ri^ht hand, and 
the other on the left, in Thy kingdom. But 
Jesus answered and said, Ye know not what 
e ask. Are ye ahle to drink of the cup that 
shall drink of, and to he baptized with the 
baptism that I am baptized with? They say 
unto Him, We are able. And He saith unto 
them^ Ye shall drink indeed of My cup, and 
be baptized with the baptism that I am bap- 
tized with, but to sit on My right hand, and 
on My left, is not Mine to give, but it shall 
be given to them for whom it is prepared of 
My Father. And when the ten heard it, 
they were moved with indignation against the 
two brethren. But Jesus called them unto 
Him, and said. Ye know that the princes of 
the Gentiles exercise dominion over them, 
and they that are great exercise authority 
upon them. But it shall not be so among 
you: but whosoever will be great among 
you, let him be your minister ; and whoso- 
ever will be chief among you, let him be your 
servant : even as the Son of Man came not 
to be ministered unto, but to minister^ and to 
give His life a ransom for many.

fTEAIl^EN unto Me, My people, And 
L give ear unto Me, My nation : for a 
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law shall proceed from Me, and I will make 
My judgment to rest for a light of the people. 
My righteousness is near; My salvation is 
gone forth, and Mine arm shall judge the 
people : the isles shall wait upon Me, and on 
Mine arm shall they trust. Lift up your 
eyes to the heavens, and look upon the earth 
beneath j for the heavens shall vanish away 
like smoke, and the earth shall wax old like a 
garment, and they that dwell therein shall 
die in like manner; but My salvation shall 
be for ever, and My righteousness shall not 
be abolished.

CHRIST verily was fore-ordained before 
the foundation of the world, but was mani- 
fest in these last times for you, who by Him 
do believe in Qod, that raised Him up from 
the dead, and gave Him glory; that your 
faith and hope might be in God. Seeing ye 
have purifiea your souls in obeying the truth 
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through the Spirit unto unfeigned love of the 
brethren, see that ye love one another Yriih. a 
pure heart fervenuy: being bom again, not 
of corruptible seed, but of incorruptible, by 
the word of God, which liveth and abideth 
for ever. For all flesh is as grass, and all 
the glory of man as the flower of grass. The 
grass withereth, and the flower thereof 
uJleth away: but the word of the Lord 
endureth for ever. And this is the word 
which by the gospel is preached unto you.

PsAui xux. 6 — 20. 

rE) Y that trust in their wealth, and boast 
themselyes in the multitude of their 
riches ; none of them can by any means re- 
deem his brother, nor gire to God a ransom 
for him ; (for the redemption of their soul is 
precious, and it ceaseth for everj) that he 
should still live for ever, and not see corrup- 
tion. For he seeth that wise men die, like- 
wise the fool and the brutish person perish, 
and leave their wealth to others. Their in- 
ward thought is, that their houses shall con- 
tinue for ever, and their dwellinff-places to 
all generations : they call their lands after 
their own names. Nevertheless man being 
'" honour abideth not : he is like the beasts 
•erish. This their way is their folly : 
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yet their posterity approve their sayings. 
Like sheep they are laid in the grave; 
death shall feed on th^n : and the upright 
shall have dominion over them in the morn- 
ing; and their beauty shall consume in the 
grave from their dwelling. But God will re- 
deem my soul from the power of the grave ; 
for He shall receive me. Be not thou afraid 
when one is made rich^ when the glory of his 
house is increased; for when he dieth, he 
shall carry nothing away ; his glorv shall not 
descend after him. Though^ while he lived^ 
he blessed his soul: (and men will praise 
thee when thou doest well to thyself:) he 
shall go to the generation of his fathers : they 
shall never see light. Man that is in honour, 
and understandeth not, is like the beasts that 
perish. 

Thxnday — Seventh Week after THtdty, 
EsEioBL XXXIV. a* — 31. 

rEREFORE will I save My flock, and 
they shall no more be a prey ; and i will 
judge between cattle and cattle. And I will 
set up one Shepherd over them, even My ser- 
vant David; he shall feed them, and he shall 
be their shepherd. And I the Lobd will be 
their God, and My servant David a prince 
among them; I the Lobd have spoken it. 
And 1 will make with them a covenant of 
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peace, and will cause the evil beasts to cease 
out of the land : and they shall dwell safely 
in the wildemess, and sleep in the woods. 
And I will make them and the places round 
about My hill a blessing; and I will cause 
the shower to come down m his season ; there 
shall be showers of blessing. And the tree 
of the field shall yield her fruit, and the earth 
shall yield her increase, and they shall be safe 
in their land, and shall know that I am the 
Lord, when I have broken the bands of their 
yoke and delivered them out of the hand of 
those that served themselves ef them.

Thus shall they know that I the Lobd 
their Qod am with them, and that they, even 
the house of Israel, are my people, saith the 
Lord Qod. And ye My flock, the flock of my 
pasture, are men, and I am your Ood, saith

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Friday — Seventh Week after Trinity, 
EccLEsiASTEs vm. 8 — 14. 

THEEE is no man that hath power over the 
spirit to retain the spirit; neither hath 
he power in the day of death : and there is no 
discharge in that war ; neither shall wickedness 
deliver those that are given to it. All this 
have I seen, and applied my heart unto every 
work that is done imder the smi : there is a 
time wherein one man ruleth over another to 
his own hurt. And so I saw the wicked 
buried, who had come and gone from the 
place of the holv, and they were forgotten in 
the city where they had so done : this is also 
vanity. Because sentence against an evil work 
is not executed speedily, therefore the heart of 
the sons of men is fully set in them to do evil. 
Though a sinner do evil an hundred times, and 
his days be prolonged, yet surely I know 
that it it shall be well with them that fear 
God, which fear before Him. But it shall not 
be well with the wicked, neither shall he 
prolong his days, which are as a shadow; 
because he feareth not before God. 



Saturday — Seventh Week after Trinity. 
I St. John n. 7 — 11. 

BRETHKEN, I write no new command- 
ment unto you, but an old commandment 
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which ye had from the beginning. The old 
commandment is the word whicn ye have 
heard from the beginning. Again, a new 
conmiandment I write unto you ; which thing 
is true in Him and in you, because the dark- 
ness is past, and the tnie light now shineth. 
He that saith he is in the Ught, and hateth 
his brother, is in darkness even until now. 
He that loveth his brother abideth in the 
light, and there is none occasion of stumbling 
in him. But he that hateth his brother is in 
darkness, and walketh in darkness, andknoweth 
not whither he goeth, because that darkness 
hath blinded his eyes.

Psalm xcvi . 4 — 1 3. 

rpHE LoBD is great, and greatly to be 
JL praised: He is to be feared aooTe all 
gods. For an the gods of the nations are 
idols : but the Lobd made the heavens. Ho- 
nour and majesty are before Him : strength 
and beauty are in His sanctuary.

For inquire, I pray 
thee, of tlie former a^ and prepare thyself 
to the search of tiieir bthere: (for we are 
but of yesterday, and know nothing, because 
our days upon earth are a shadow:) shall 
not they teach thee, and tell thee, and utter 
words out of their heart? Can the rush 
grow up without mire? can the flag grow 
without water ? Whilst it is yet in his sreen- 
ness, and not cut down, it withereth before 
any other herb. So are the paths of all that 
forget God: and the hypocrite's hope shall 
perish.

FSALXI. 

BLESSED is the man that walketh not in 
the coimsel of the ungodly, nor standeth 
in the way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat 
of the scortifuL But his delight is in the law 
of the LoKD ; and in His law doth he medi- 
tate day and niffht. And he shall be like a 
tree planted by the rivers of water, that bring- 
eth forth his fruit in his season ; his leaf also 

v^i ^^^ ''^ther; and whatsoever he doeth 
shaU prosper. The ungodly are not so : but 
are like the chaff which the wind driveth 
away.

LABOUR not for the meat which perisheth, 
but for that meat which endureth unto 
everlasting life, which the Son of Man shall 
give unto you : for Him hath God the Father 
sealed.

Blessings 
are upon the head of the just: but violence 
covereth the mouth of tne wicked. The 
memoiy of the just is blessed : but the name 
of the wicked shall rot.

the wicked. Hatred stirreth up strifes : but 
love covereth allr sins. In the lips of him 
that hath understanding wisdom is found : 
but a rod is for the bade of him that is void 
of understanding. Wise men lay up know- 
ledge : but the mouth of the foolish is near 
destruction. The rich man's wealth is his 
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stroDg city: the destruction of the poor is 
their poverty. The labour of the righteous 
tendetn to life : the fruit of the wicked to sin. 
He is in the way of life that keepeth instruc- 
tion : but he that refuseth reproof erreth. 
He that hideth hatred with lying lips, and he 
that uttereth a slander, is a tool. In the 
multitude of words there wanteth not sin : 
but he that refraineth his lips is wise. The 
tongue of the just is as choice silver: the 
heart of the wicked is little worth. The lips 
of the righteous feed many : but fools die for 
want of wisdom. 



Sixteenth Sunday after Trinity, 
Job XV. 14 — 31. 

WHAT is man that he should be clean P 
and he which is bom of a woman, that 
he should be righteous P Behold, He putteth 
no trust in His saints ; yea, the heavens are 
not clean in His sight. How much more 
abominable and filthy is man, which drinketh 
iniquity like water P I will shew thee, hear 
me ; and that which I have seen I will declare ; 
which wise men have told from their fathers, 
and have not hid it: unto whom alone the 
earth was given, and no stranger passed 
among them. The wicked man travaileth 
with pain all his days, and the number of 
years is hidden to the oppressor. A dreadful 
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sound is in his ears. In prosperity the 
destroyer shall come upon him. lie be- 
lievetn not that he shall return out of dark- 
ness; and he is waited for of the sword. He 
wandereth abroad for bread, saying, Where 
is it P He knoweth that the day of darkness 
is ready at his hand. Trouble and anguish 
shall make him afraid; they shall prevail 
against him, as a king ready to the oattle. 
For he stretcheth out his hand against God^ 
and strengtheneth himself against the Al- 
mighty. He runneth upon Him, even on 
His neck, upon the tnick bosses of his 
bucklers: because he covereth his face with 
his fatness, and maketh collops of fat on his 
flanks. And he dwelleth in desolate cities, 
and in houses which no man inhabiteth, which 
are ready to become heaps. He shall not be 
rich, neither shall his substance continue, 
neither shall he prolong the perfection thereof 
upon the earth. He shall not depart out of 
darkness: the flames shall diV up his 
branches, and by the breath of nis mouth 
shall he go away. Let not him that is de- 
ceived trust in vanity ; for vanity shall be his 
recompence. 
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Monday — Sixteenth Week after Trmity, 
St. James v. 7 — 11. 

BE patient therefore, brethren, iinto the 
coming -of the Lord. Behold, the hus- 
bandman waiteth for the precious fruit of the 
earth, and hath long patience for it, until he 
receive the early and latter rain. Be ye also 
patient ; stablish your hearts : for the coming 
of the Lord draweth nigh. Grudge not one 
against another, brethren, lest ye be con- 
demned : behold, the Judge standeth before 
the door. Take, my brethren, the prophets, 
who have spoken in the name of the Lord, for 
an example of suffering affliction, and of pa- 
tience, behold, we count them happy which 
endure. Ye have heard of the patience of 
Job, and have seen. the end of the Lord ; that 
the Lord is very pitiful, and of tender mercy.

AND He said unto them, Which of you 
shall have a friend, and shall go unto him 
at midnight, and say unto him. Friend, lend 
me three loaves ; for a friend of mine in his 
journey is come to me, and I have nothing to 
set before himP And he from within shall 
answer and say; Trouble me not : the door is 
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now shut, and my children are with me in 
bed ; I cannot rise and give thee. I say unto 
you, Though he will not rise and give him 
because he is his friend, yet because of his 
importunity he will rise and give Ijim as many 
as he needeth. And I say unto you, Ask, and 
it shall be given you ; seek, aad ye shall find ; 
knock, and it shall be opened unto you. For 
every one that asketh receiveth ; and he that 
seeketh findeth ; and to him that knocketh it 
shall be opened. If a son shall ask bread of any 
of you that is a father, will he give him a stone ? 
or if he ask a fish, will he for a fish ^ve him a 
serpent ? or if he shall ask an ege^, will he offer 
him a scorpion ? If ye then, bemg evil, know 
how to ffive good gifts unto your children, 
how much more shall your heavenly Father 
give the Holy Spirit to them that ask Him P 



Wednesday — Sixteenth Week after Trinity^ 
Hebrews xi. 7 — 16, 

BY faith Noah, being warned of Gt)d of 
things not seen as yet, moved with fear, 
prepared an ark to the saving of his house; 
by the which he condemned the world, and 
became heir of the righteousness which is by 
faith. By faith Abraham, when he was called 
to ^ out into a place which he should after 
receive for an inheritance, obeyed; and ho 
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went out, not knowing whither he went. By 
faith he sojonrned in the land of promise, as 
in a strange country, dwelling in tabemaclea 
with Isaac and Jacob, the heirs with him of 
the same promise : for he looked for a city 
which hath foundations, whose Builder and 
Maker is God. Through fmth also Sarah 
herself received strength to eonceiye seed, 
and was delivered of a child when she was 
past age, because she judged Him faithful who 
nad promised. Therefore sprang there even 
of one, and him as good as dead, so many as 
the stars of the sky in multitude, and as the 
sand which is by the sea shore innumerable.

And truly, if they had been 
mindful of that country from whence they 
came out, they might have had opportunity 
to have returned : but now they desire a 
better country, that is, an heavenly ; where- 
fore God is not ashamed to be called their

ICIlIEDby reason of mine affliction unto the 
Lord, and he heard me ; out of the belly of 
hell cried I, and Thou heardest my voice. For 
Thou hadst cast me into the deep, in the 
midst of the seas ; and the floods compassed me 
about : all Thy billows and Thy waves passed 
over me. Then I said, I am cast out of Thy 
sight ; yet I will look again toward Thy holy 
temple.

Nevertheless 
I have somewhat against thee, because thou 
hast left thy first love. Remember therefore 
from whence thou art fallen ; and repent, and 
do the first works ; or else 1 will come unto 
thee quicklv, and will remove thy candlestick 
out of its place, except thou repent.

The 
depth saith. It is not in me : and the sea 
saith. It is not with me. It cannot be gotten 
for gold, neither shall silver be weighed for 
the price thereof. It cannot be valued witb 
the gold of Ophir, with the precious onyx, or 
the sapphire. The gold and the crystal can- 
not equal it : and the exchange of it shall not 
be for iewels of fine gold. No mention shall 
be made of coral, or of pearls : for the price 
of wisdom is above rubies. The topaz of 
Ethiopia shall not equal it, neither shall it be 
-alued with pure gold. Whence then cometh 
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'wisdom P and where is the place of under- 
standing ? seeing it is hid from the eyes of 
all livings and kept close from the fowls of the 
air. Destruction and death say, We have 
heard the fame thereof with our ears. God 
understandeth the way thereof, and He 
knoweth the place thereof. For He looketh 
to the ends of the earth, and seeth under the 
whole heaven ; to make the weight for the 
winds; and He weigheth the waters by 
measure. When He made a decree for the 
rain, and a way for the lightning of the 
thunder : then £d He see it, and declare it ; 
He prepared it, yea, and searched it out. 
And unto man He said, Behold, the feai of 
the Lord, that is wisdom ; and to depart from 
evil is understanding.

I CRIED unto God with my voice, even 
unto God with my voice \ and He gave ear 
unto me.

FR we ourselves also were sometimes 
fooUsh, disobedient, deceived, serving 
divers lusts and pleasures, living in malice 
and envy, hateful, and hating one another. 
But after that the kindness and love of God 
our Saviour toward man appeared, not by 
works of righteousness which we have done, 
but according to His mercy He saved us, by 
the washing of regeneration, and renewing of 
the Holy Ghost ; which He shed on us abun- 
'^antly through Jesus Christ our Saviour; 
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that being justified by His grace, we should 
be made heirs according to the hope of eternal 
life. This is a faithful saying, and these 
things I will that thou affirm constantly, 
that they which have believed in God might 
be careful to maintain good works. These 
things are good and profitable unto men.

LORD, I cry unto Thee : make haste imto 
me ; give ear unto my voice, when I cry 
unto Thee.

The 
heart knoweth his own bitterness j and a 
stranffer doth not intermeddle with his joy. 
The house of the wicked shall be overthrown : 
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but the tabernacle of the upright shall flou- 
rish. There is a way which seemeth right 
unto a man^ but the end thereof are the ways 
of death. £ven in laughter the heart is 
sorrowful ; and the end of that mirth is heavi- 
ness. The backslider in heart shall be filled 
with his own ways, and a good man shall be 
satisfied from himself. 



Thvwsday — Eighteenth Week after Drinity, 
Job XXXI. 13 — a8. 

IF I did despise the cause of my man- 
servant or of my maid-servant, when they 
contended with me; what then shall I do 
when God riseth up P and when He visiteth, 
what shall I answer Him ? Did not He that 
made me in the womb make him? and did 
not One fashion us in the womb ? If I have 
withheld the poor from their desire, or have 
caused the eyes of the widow to fail ; or have 
eaten my morsel myself alone, and the father- 
less hath not eaten thereof; (for firom my 
youth he was brought up with me, as with a 
father, and I have guided her from mv 
mother's womb;) if I have seen any perish 
for want of clothing, or any poor without 
covering ; if his loins have not blessed me, 
and if he were not warmed with the fleece of 
my sheep; if I have lifted up my hand 
against the fatherless, when I saw my help 
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in the gate : then let mine arm fall from my 
shoulder blade^ and mine arm be broken from 
the bone. For destruction from God was a 
terror to me^ and by reason of His highness 
I could not endure. If I have made gold my 
hope, or have said to the fine gold, Thou 
art my confidence; if I rejoiced because 
my wealth was great, and because mine hand 
had gotten much ; if I beheld the sun when 
it shined, or the moon walking in bright- 
ness ; and my heart hath been secretly en- 
ticed; or my mouth hath kissed my hand: 
this also were an iniquity to be punished by 
the judge: for I should have denied the 
God that is above.

EZEKIBL XI. 1 6 21. 

THUS saith the Lord God, Although I 
have cast them far ofi* among the heathen, 
and although I have scattered them among 
the countries, yet will I be to them as a little 
sanctuary in the countries where they shall 
come. Therefore say. Thus saith the Lord 
God, I will even gather you from the people, 
and assemble you out of the countries where 
ye have been scattered, and I will give you 
the land of Israel. And they shall come 
thither, and they shall take away all the de-

rB preparations of the heart in man, 
and the answer of the tongue, is from 
the LoBD. All the ways of a man are clean 
in his own eyes ; but the Lobd weiffheth the 
spirit Commit thy works unto the Lobd, 
and thy thoughts shall be established. The 
Lobd hath made all things for Himself; yea, 
even the wicked for the day of evil. JEvery 
one that is proud in heart is an abomination 
to the Lobd : though hand join in hand, he 
shall not be unpunished. By mercy and 
truth iniquity is purged ; and by the fear of 
the Lobd men depart from evil. When a 
man's ways please the Lobd, He maketh

And the praver of faith shall save the 
sick; and the Lord snail raise him up ) and if 
he have committed sins, they shall be for- 
given him. Confess your faults one to another, 
and pray one for another, that ye may be 
healed. The eflfectual fervent prayer of a 
righteous man availeth much. Elias was a 
man subject to like pcu^sions as we are, and 
he prayed earnestly that it might not rain; 
and it rained not on the earth by the space of 
three years and six months. And he prayed 
again; and the heaven gave rain, and the 
earth brought forth her fruit. Brethren, if 
any of you do err from the truth, and one 
convert him, let him know, that he which 
converteth the sinner from the error of his 
way, shall save a. soul from death, and shall 
hide a multitude of sins.

MY son, if thine heart be wise, my heart 
shall rejoice, even mine. Yea, my reins 
shall rejoice, when thy lips speak right things.

For surely there is an end ; and thine expec- 
tation shall not be cut off. Hear thou, my 
son, and be wise, and guide thine heart in 
the way.

siness shall clothe a man with rags. Hearken 
unto thy father that begat thee, and despise 
not thy mother when she is old.

His flesh 
is consumed away, that it cannot be seen, and 
his bones that were not seen stick out. Yea, 
his soul draweth near unto the ffrave, and his 
life to the destroyers. K there be a messen- 
ger with him, an interpreter, one among a 
thousand, to show unto man his uprightness ; 
then He is gracious unto him, and saith, De- 
liver him from going down to the pit ; I have 
found a ransom. His flesh shall be fresher 
than a child's : he shall return to the days of 
his youth : he shall pray unto God, and He 
will De favourable unto him j and he shall see 
His face with joy: for He will render unto 
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man his righteousness. He looketh upon 
men ; and if any say, I have sinned, and per- 
verted that which was riffht, and it profiteth 
me not j He will deliver his soul from going 
into the pit, and his life shall see the ught. 
Lo, all these things worketh God oftentimes 
with man, to hring hack his soul from the pit, 
to he enlightened with the light of the livmg. 



Saturday — Nineteenth Week after Trinity, 
Isaiah Lvm. 9 — 14. 

IF thou take away from the midst of thee 
the yoke, the putting forth of the finger, 
and speaking vanitv ; and if thou draw out 
thy soul to the liungry, and satisfy the 
afflicted soul; then shall thy light nse in 
ohscurity, and thy darkness he as the noon- 
day: and the Lobd shall guide thee con- 
tinuallv, and satisfy thy soul in drought, aud 
make nit thy hones ; and thou shalt he like a 
watered garden, and like a spring of water, 
whose waters fail not. And they that shall 
be of thee shall build the old waste places : 
thou shtdt raise up the foundations of many 
generations: and thou shalt be called. The 
repairer of the breach, the restorer of paths 
to dwell in. If thou turn away thy foot from 
the Sabbath, from doing thv pleasure on My 
holy day ; and call the Sabbath a delight, the 
Holy of the Lobd, Honourable; and shalt 
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honour "Him, not doing thine own ways, nor 
finding thine own pleasure, nor speaJring 
thine own words; then shalt thou delight 
thyself in the Lobd ; and I will cause thee to 
ride upon the high places of the earth, and feed 
thee with the nentage of Jacob thy father : 
for the mouth of the £obd hath spoken it. 



Twentieth Sunday after Trinity, 
2 St. Pbtbb l 13 — 21. 

I THINK it meet, as long as I am in this 
tabernacle, to stir you up by putting you 
in remembrance : knowing that shortly I 
must put off this my tabernacle, even as our 
Lord Jesus Christ hath showed me. More- 
over I will endeavour that ye may be able 
after my decease to have these things always 
in remembrance. For we have not followed 
cunningly devised fables, when we made 
known unto you the power and coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ, but were eye-witnesses of 
His majesty. For He received from God the 
Father honour and glory, when there came 
such a voice to Him from the excellent glory, 
This is My beloved Son in Whom I am well 
pleased. And this voice which came from 
heaven we heard, when we were with Him in 
the holy mount. We have also a more sure 
word of pronhecy : whereunto ye do well that 
ye take heea^ as unto a Ught that shineth in 
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a dark place, until the day dawn, and the 
day star arise in your hearts : knowing this 
first, that no prophecy of the Scripture is of 
any private interpretation. For the prophecy 
came not in old time by the will of man : but 
holy men of God spake as they were moved 
by the Holy Ghost. 



Mondatf—Ttoeraieeh Week after Trmiiy, 
I St. John v. 1—5, 

TT7H0S0EVER believeth that Jesus is 
YY the Christ is bom of God : and every 
one that loveth Him that begat, loveth Him 
also that is begotten of Him. By this we 
know that we love the children of God, when 
we love God, and keep His commandments. 
For this is the love of God, that we keep his 
commandments ; and His commandments are 
not grievous. For whatsoever is bom of God 
overcometh the world j and this is the victory 
that overcometh the world, even our faith. 
Who is he that overcometh the world, but 
he that believeth that Jesus is the Son of 
God? 

Tuesday — Twentieth Week after Trinity, 
St. John xn. 44 — 50. 

JESUS cried and said, He that believeth on 
Me; believeth not on Me^ but on Him 
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that sent Me. And he that seeth Mo seeth 
Him that sent Me. I am come a light into 
the world, that whosoever believeth on Me 
should not abide in darkness. And if any 
man hear My words, and believe not, I judge 
him not : for I came not to judge the world, 
but to save the world. He that reiecteth Me, 
and receiveth not My words, hath One that 
judgeth him : the word that I have spoken, 
ths same shall judge him in the last day. 
For I have not spoken of Myself ; but the 
Father which sent Me, He gave Me a com- 
mandment, what I should say, and what I 
should speak. And I know that His com- 
mandment is life everlasting : whatsoever I 
speak therefore, even as the Father said unto 
Me, so I speak. 

Wednesday— Twentidh Week after I^-tnUy, 
Hebrews xi. 32 — ^40. 

AND what shall I more say ? for the time 
would fail me to tell of Gedeon, and of 
Barak, and of Samson, and of Jephthae j of 
David also, and Samuel, and of the pro- 
phets : who through faith subdued kingdoms, 
wrought righteousness, obtained promises, 
stopped the mouths of lions, quenched the 
violence of fire, escaped the edge of the sword, 
out of weakness were made strong, waxed 
valiant in fight, turned to flight the armies oi 
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the aliens. Women received their dead 
raided to life again: and others were tor- 
tured, not accepting deliverance; that they 
miffht obtain a better resurrection : and others 
had trial of cruel mockings and scourgings, 
yea, moreover of bonds and imprisonment; 
they were stoned, they were sawn asunder, 
were tempted, were slain with the sword; 
they wandered about in sheepskins and goat- 
skins; being destitute, afflicted, tormented; 
(of whom the world was not worthy :) they 
wandered in deserts, and in mountains, and 
in dens and caves of the earth. And these 
all, having obtained a good report through 
faith, received not the promise : God having 
provided some better thmg for us, that they 
without us should not be made peifect. 



Thursday —Tioentieth Week after Trinity ^ 
Proverbs xxiv. i — la. 

BE not thou envious against evil men, 
' neither desire to be with them. For 
their heart studieth destruction, and their 
lips talk of mischief. Through wisdom is an 
house builded ; and by understanding it is 
established: and by knowledge shidl the 
chambers be filled with all precious and plea- 
sant riches. A wise man is strong; yea, a 
man of knowledge increaseth strength.* For 
by wise counsel thou shalt make thy war : and 
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in the multitude of counsellors there is safety. 
Wisdom is too high for a fool: he openeth 
not his mouth in the gate. He that deviseth 
to do evil shall be called a mischievous per- 
son. The thought of foolishness is sin : and 
the scomer is an abomination to men. If 
thou faint in the day of adversity, thy strenrth 
is small. If thou forbear to deliver them that 
are drawn unto death, and those that are 
ready to be slain ; if thou sayest. Behold, we 
knew it not; doth not He that pondereth 
the heart consider it P and He that keepeth 
thy soul doth not He know it ? and shall not 
He render to every man according to his works ? 



Fi-iday — Twentieth Week after Trinity, 
St. John iv. 5 — 14. 

fPHEN Cometh Jesus to a city of Samaria, 
JL which is called Sychar, near to the parcel 
of ground that Jacob gave to his son Joseph. 
Now Jacob's well was there. Jesus there- 
fore, being wearied with His journey, sat thus 
on the well : and it was about the sixth 
hour. There cometh a woman of Samaria to 
draw water : Jesus saith unto her. Give Me 
to drink. (For His disciples were gone away 
unto the city to buy meat.) Then saith the 
woman of Samaria unto Him, How is it that 
Thou, being a Jew, askest drink of me, 
which am a wonuin of Samaria P for the Jews

have no dealings with the Samaritans. Jesus 
answered and said unto her, If thou knewest 
the gift of God, and Who it is that saith to 
thee, Give Me to drink ; thou wouldest have 
asked of Him, and He would have given 
thee living water. The woman saith unto 
Him, Sir, Thou hast nothing to draw with, 
and the well is deep : from whence then hast 
Thou that living water? Art Thou greater 
than our father Jacob, which gave us the 
well, and drank thereof himself, and his chil- 
dren, and his cattle ? Jesus answered and 
said unto her, Whosoever drinketh of this 
water shall thirst again: but whosoever 
drinketh of the water that I shall give him 
shall never thirst ; but the water that I shall 
give him shall be in him a well of water 
springing up into everlasting life. 



Saturday — Twentieth Week after Trinity, 
Job XXXVI. 26 — ^xxxvn. 13. 

BEHOLD, God is great, and we know Him 
not, neither can the number of His years 
be searched out. For He maketh small the 
drops of water : they pour down rain accord- 
ing to the vapour thereof : which the clouds 
do drop and distil upon man abundantly. 
Also can any understaad the spreading of the 
clouds, or the noise of His tabernacle ? Be- 
hold; He spreadeth His light upon it, and 
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coreretli the bottom of tiie sea. For by them 
jadgeth He the people; He g^Teth meat in 
abundance. Witii clouds He covereth the 
light : and commandeth it not to shine bj the 
etoud that cometh betwixt. The noise thereof 
sheweth concerning it, the cattle also con- 
cemiog the yaponr. At this also my heart 
trembleth^ and is moved ont of hia place. 
Hear attentively the noise of His voice^ and 
the sound that goeth out of His mouth. He 
directeth it under the whole heaven^ and His 
lightning unto the ends of the eartlL After 
it a voice roareth: He thundereth with the 
voice of His excellency j and He will not stay 
them when His voice is heard. God thun- 
dereth marvellously with His voice j great 
things doeth He, which we cannot comnre- 
hend. For He saith to the sdow, Be tnou 
on the earth ; likewise to the small rain, and 
to the great rain of His strens^h. He sealeth 
up the nand of every man ; that all men may 
know His work. Then the beasts go into 
dons, and remain in their places. Out of the 
south cometh the whirlwind : and cold out of 
the north. Bv the breath of God frost is 
given: and the breadth of the waters is 
straitened. Also by watering He wearieth 
the thick cloud: He scattereth His bright 
cloud : and it is turned round about by His 
counsels : that they may do whatsoever He 
^nmandeth them upon the face of the world 
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in the earth. He causeth it to come, whether 
for correction; or for His land, or for mercy. 



Tioenty-Jirst Sunday after THnity, 
Kbvblation xxr. lo — 27. 

HE carried me awajr in the spirit to a great 
and high mountain, and shewed me that 
great city the holy Jerusalem, descending out 
of heaven from God, having the glory of God: 
and her light was like imto a stone most 
precious, even like a jasper stone, clear as 
crystal j . . . . And I saw no temple therein : 
for the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb are 
the temple of it. And the city had no need of 
the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it : 
for the gl ry of God did lighten it, and the 
Lamb is the light thereof. And the nations 
of them which are saved shall walk in the 
light of it : and the kings of the earth do bring 
their ^lory and honour into it. And the 
gates of it shall not be shut at all by day : for 
there shall be no night there. And they 
shall bring the glory and honour of the na- 
tions into it. And there shall in no wise 
enter into it anything that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or maketh 
a lie: but they which are written in the 
Lamb^s book of life.

And I heard 
a voice from heaven, as the voice of many 
waters, and as the voice of a great thunder j 
and I heard the voice of harpers harping 
with their harps : and they sung as it were a 
new song before the throne, and before the 
four beasts, and the elders : and no man could 
learn that song but the hundred forty and 
four thousand, which were redeemed from 
the earth.

derstanding of a man. I neither learned 
wisdom, nor have the knowledge of the holy. 
Who hath ascended up into heaven, or de- 
scended? Who hath gathered the wind in 
His fists P Who hath bound the waters in a 
garment P Who hath established all the ends 
of the earth P What is His name, and what is 
His Son's name, if thou canst tell P E very- 
word of God is pure : He is a shield unto 
them that put their trust in Him. Add thou 
not unto His words, lest He reprove thee, 
and thou be found a liar. Two things have 
I required of Thee ; deny me them not before 
I die : remove far from me vanity and lies : 
give me neither poverty nor riches ; feed me 
with food convenient for me : lest I be full, 
and deny Thee, and say, Who is the Lobd ? 
or lest I be poor, and steal, and take the name 
of my God m vain.

AND when they were come to the multi-

And I 
brought him to Thy disciples, and they could 
not cure him. ^ Then Jesus answered and said, 
O faithless and perverse generation, how long 
shall I he with you P how long shall I suffer 
youP bring him hither to Me.

I WOULD seek unto God, and unto God 
would I commit my cause : which doeth 
great things and unsearchable; marvellous 
things without number : Who giveth rain 
upon the earth, and sendeth waters upon the 
fields : to set up on high those that be low ; 
that those which mourn may be exalted to 
safety. He disappointeth the devices of the 
crafty, so that their hands cannot perform 
their enterprise. He taketh the wise in their 
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own craftiness : and the counsel of the fro- 
ward is carried headlong. They meet with 
darkness in the daytime; and grope in the 
noonday as in the night. But He saveth the 

Eoor from the sword, from their mouth, and

And 
the publican, standing afar off, would not lift 
up so much as his eyes unto heaven, but smote 
upon his breast, saying, God be merciful to 
me a sinner. I tell you, this man went down 
to his house justified rather than the other: 
for every one that exalteth himself shall be 
abased ; and he that humbleth himself shall 
be exalted.

rye endure chastening, God dealeth with 
you as with sons ; for what son is he whom 
the father chasteneth not P But if ye he with- 
out chastisement, whereof all are partakers, 
then are ye hastards, and not sons. Further- 
mora, we have had fathers of our flesh, which 
corrected us, and we gave them reverence: 
shall we not much rather be in subjection unto 
the Father of spirits, and live? For they 
verily for a few days chastened us after their 
own pleasure ; but He for our profit, that we 
might be partakers of His holiness. Now no 
chastening for the present seemeth to be 
joyous, but grievous: nevertheless afterward 
it yieldeth the peaceable fruit of righteousness 
unto them which are exercised thereby. 



TwetUy-third Sunday after Trinity, ' 
Job XL. I — 14. 

MOREOVER, the Lord answered Job, 
and said, Shall he that contendeth v^irh 
the Almighty instruct HimP he that re- 
proveth God, let him answer it. Then Job 
answered the LoBB, and said Behold, I am 
vile ; what shall I answer Thee ? I will lay 
mine hand upon my mouth. Once have I 
spoken; but 1 will not answer: yea, twice; 
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but I will proceed no further. Then answered 
the Lord unto Job out of the whirlwind ; and 
said, Gird up thy loins now like a man ; I 
win demand of thee, and declare thou unto 
Me. Wilt thou also disannul My judgment ? 
wilt thou condemn Me, that thou mayest be 
righteous P Hast thou an arm like God P or 
canst thou thunder with a voice like Him ? 
Deck thyself now with majesty and excel- 
lency; and array thyself with glory and 
beauty. Cast abroad the rage of thy wrath : 
and behold every one that is proud, and abase 
him. Look on every one that is proud, and 
bring him low ; and tread down the wicked 
in their place. Hide them in the dust toge- 
gether : and bind their faces in secret. Then 
will I also confess unto thee that thine own 
right hand can save thee.

Tj^VEN from the days of your fathers ye are 
Xj gone away from Mine ordinances, and 
have not kept them. Return unto Me, and 
I will return unto you, saith the Lord of 
Hosts. But ye said. Wherein shall we re- 
turn P Will a man rob God ? Yet ye have 
robbed Me. But ye say, Wherein have we 
robbed Thee P In tithes, and offerings. Ye 
are cursed with a curse : for ye have robbed 
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Me, even this whole nation. Bring ye all the 
tithes into the storehouse, that there may be 
meat in Mine house, and prove Me now here- 
with, saith the Lord of Hosts, if I will not 
open you the windows of heaven, and pour 
you out a blessing, that there shall not be 
room enough to receive it. And I will re- 
buke the devourer for your sakes, and he 
shall not destroy the frmts of your ground ; 
neither shall your vine cast her fruit before 
the time in the iield, saith the Lord of Hosts.

FEAR not them which kill the body, but 
are not able to kill the soul : but rather 
fear Him Which is able to destroy both soul 
and body in hell. Are not two sparrows sold 
for a farthing ? and one of them shall not fall 
on the ground without your Father. But the 
very hairs of your head are all numbered. 
Fear ye not therefore ; ye are of more value 
than many sparrows. Whosoever there- 
fore shall confess Me before men, him will 
I confess also before My Father Which is 
in heaven. But whosoever shall deny Me 
before men, him will I also deny before My 
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Father Whicli is in heaven. Think not that 
I am come to send peace on earth : I came 
not to send peace, but a sword. For I am 
come to set a man at variance against his 
fSather, and the daughter against her mother, 
and the daughter-in-law against her mother- 
in-law. And a man's foes shall be they of 
his own household. He that loveth father or 
mother more than Me is not worthy of Me. 
And he that loveth son or daughter more than 
Me is not worthy of Me. And he that taketh 
not his cross, and followeth after Me, is not 
worthy of Me. He that findeth his life shall 
lose it ; and he that loseth his life for My 
sake shall find it. 



Wednesday — Tioenty-third Week after Ti-inity, 
St. John vm. 28 — 36. 

THEN said Jesus unto them, WTien ye 
have lifted up the Son of Man, then 
shall ye know that I am He, and that I do 
nothing of Myself; but as My Father hath 
taught Me, I speak these things. And He 
that sent Me is with Me ; the Father hath 
not left Me alone; for I do always those 
things that please Him. As He spake these 
words, many believed on Him. Then said 
Jesus to those Jews which believed on Him, 
If ye continue in My word, then are ye My 
disciples indeed ; and ye shall know the 
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truth, and the truth shall make you free. 
They answered Him^ We be Abraham's seed, 
and were never in bondage to any man : how 
sayest Thou, Ye shall be made free P Jesus 
answered them, Verily, veriljr, I say unto 
you. Whosoever conmiittefth sin is the ser- 
vant of sin. And the servant abideth not in 
the house for ever : but the Son abideth ever. 
If the Son therefore shall make you free, ye 
shall be free indeed.

Psalm cxxxix. 14 — 24. 

I WILL praise Thee; for I am fearfully 
and wonderfully made : marvellous are Thy 
works ; and that my soul knoweth right well. 
My substance was not hid from Thee, when I 
was made in secret, and curiously wrought in 
the lowest parts of the earth. Thine eyes 
did see my substance, yet being unperfectj 
and in Thy book all my members were 
written, which in contiouance were fashioned, 
when as yet there was none of them. How 
precious also are Thy thoughts imto me, 
God ! how great is the sum of them I If I 
should count them, they are more in number 
than the sand : when I awake, I am still with 
Thee. Surely Thou wilt slay the wicked, 
God : depart from me, therefore, ye bloody 
men. For they speak against Thee wickedly, 
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and Thine enemies take Thj name in vain. 
Do not I hate them, O Lokd, that hate Thee ? 
and am not I grieved with those that rise up 
against Thee? I hate them with perfect 
hatred : I count them mine enemies. Search 
me, O God, and know my heart : try me, and 
know my thoughts : and see if there be any 
wicked way in me, and lead me in the way 
everlasting.

2i£CHARIAH Vn. 4— 14. 

rpHEN came the word of the Loed of 
X Hosts unto me, saying, Speak unto all 
the people of the land, and to the j)riestfl, 
saying, When ye fasted and mourned in the 
fifth and seventh month, even those seventy 
years, did ye at all fast unto Me, even to Me ? 
And when ye did eat, and when ye did drink, 
did not ye eat for yourselves, and drink for 
yourselves ? Should ye not hear the words 
which the Loed hath cried by the former 
prophets, when Jerusalem was inhabited and 
m prosperity, and the cities thereof round

But I scattered 
them with a whirlwind among all the nations 
whom they knew not Thus the land was 
desolate after them, that no man passed 
through nor returned : for they laia the 
pleasant land desolate.

TOUK words have been stout against 
Me, saith the Lobd. Yet ye say. What 
have we spoken so much against Thee ? Ye 
have said, It is vain to serve God : and what 
profit is it that we have kept His ordinanc6| 
and that we have walked mournfully before 
the Lobd of Hosts P And now we call the 
proud happy; yea, they that work wit^ednesa 
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are set up j yea, they that tempt God are even 
delivered. Then they that feared the Lord 
spake often one to another: and the Loed 
hearkened and heard it, and a book of remem- 
brance was written before Him for them that 
feared the Lord, and that thought upon His 
name. And the^ shall be Mine, saith the 
Lord of Hosts, m that day when I make up 
My jewels J and I will spare them, as a man 
spareth his own son that serveth him. Then 
snail ye return, and discern between the 
righteous and the wicked, between Him that 
serveth God and him that serveth Him not.

OF the times and the eeasons^ brethren, ye 
have no need that I write unto you. 
For yourselves know perfectly that the day 
of the Lord so cometh, as a thief in the 
night. For when they shall say, Peace and 
safety j then sudden destruction cometh upon 
them, as travail upon a woman with child; 
and they shall not escape. But ye, brethren, 
are not in darkness, that that day should 
overtake you as a thief.
